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Comprehensive 
Zone Ordinance 
Nearly Complete 


Elk Grove Village's proposed com- 


prehensive zoning ordinance, under study 
for three years, Is finally nearing com- 
pletion. 


Village Pres.' Charles Zettek said the 


village board has completed its study of 
the ordinance and will probably approve 
the ordinance in May or June. The addi- 
tional tim.e is needed for making minor 
revisions, publishing the ordinance and 
allowing time for consideration by vil- 
lage developers and major contractors, 
he said. 


Left in the ordinance by the board is a 


controversial item prohibiting home busi- 
ness occupations in the village. The ban, 
objected to by a number of village resi- 
dents, extends to any "rendering of a 
service .. on the premises" of a residen- 
tial unit. 


Also included in the ordinance, in mod- 


ified version, is a prohibition against 
parking commercial or recreational ve- 
hicles on residential property. However, 
as it stands now, the prohibition extends 
only to vehicles which are parked so as 
to extend over the sidewalk. 


The ordinance now contains no restric- 


tion against parking vehicles in the back 
yards of homes. Possible restrictions 
against parking vehicles in side yards 
has.not yet been determined, Zettek said. 


The minor revisions still to be made in 


the ordinance will be made by adminis- 
trative staff members, he said. After the 
revisions are made the ordinance will be 
published and distributed to village de- 
velopers and major contractors for re- 
view. Passage by the village board is 
then expected.

Some Want Change, Some 'Good Old Days' 


The Impossible Dream Revisited- 


Profile Of School System Crisis

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 in the last 
few years.)

Since 19*0. two forces have been at 


work within Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
— one of them pushing to reverse the 
direction the district has been going in 
the past and the other trying to maintain 
a sense of the "good old days." 


On one hand, the board of education 


and Supt. James Ervitl have been tight- 
ening up on financial procedures, putting 
the damper on experimentation -with 
educational programs and holding a 
tighter rein on the previously auto- 
nomous principals. 


At the same time, unreconstructed sup- 


porters of Supt. Donald Thomas have re- 
sented the new administration, lamenting 
the fact the district has lost its old feel- 
ing of excitement and innovation. 


The financial changes have been im- 


plemented mainly by Erviti and Arthur 
Perry, assistant superintendent of ad- 
ministration. Perry, in preparing budg- 
ets, has listed expenditures in much 
greater detail than In the past and has 
developed a uniform accounting manual 
and consistent purchasing procedures. 


DURING THE period when Business 


Mgr. William Lankenau had been under 
fire in 1968. Board Member Allen Sparks 
recalls becoming aware that business 
procedures were not what they should 
have been. "Probably the thing I re- 
member most visibly are the procedures 
they didn't have that they should have 
had," he says now. 


Perry explains that the problems as 


he found them in July, 1970, were partly 
the result of the district's rapid growth 
and staff turnover. "It takes time to 
build consistent procedures," he says. 
"There are some very real differences 
between a school system that has grown 
to 12,000 in 14 years and one that has 
grown to 12,000 in 75 years," he says. 


In addition, "The Elinois school ac- 


counting system doesn't help at all" in 
developing uniform procedures, he says. 
"We have all the different tax funds, 
what .our auditor calls many separate 
'teacups' that are supposed to keep ex- 
penditures separate, but business man- 
agers may differ on what fund something 
should come out of." 


Present board members have had 


nothing but praise for the new financial 
procedures, which they say have given 
them a better idea of where money is 
going. 


BOARD PRES. Harold Harvey, who 


was critical of Thomas for his loose ad- 
ministrat've procedures, says, 
"The 


budget lias become a workable .in- 
strument, and the trend is toward tighter 
control over expenditures. The district is 
now being well run from the standpoint 
of good management." 


In addition, Erviti, unlike Thomas, is 


not enamored with new programs which 
are supposed to make great changes in 
education. Instead, he emphasizes better 
training for teachers and careful eval- 
uation of existing programs to find and 
correct weaknesses. 


"It's hard for me to tell whether I'm a 


conservative on education or riot," he 


has said. "My interest is more in the 
actual process of teaching and what it 
does to people than in adopting new pro- 
grams." He also points out that the natu- 
ral enthusiasm created when a new pro- 
gram begins can result in temporary im- 
provements by teachers and students 
without really improving student learn- 
ing in the long run. 


At the same time, Erviti has begun ex- 


erting more central office control over 
principals, who had been given more or 
less free rein under Supt. Roger Bard- 
well and Thomas. 


A STATEMENT made by Erviti during 


his first meeting with the principals after 
he was hired is often repeated as a sort 
of legend that emphasizes the difference 
in his attitude from that of his pre- 
decessors. 


"We had all been sitting around, pretty 


nervous, trying to talk to him," one prin- 


cipal recalls, "and finally somebody 
asked him how he envisioned the rela- 
tionship between principals and the su- 
perintendent. He never cracked a smile 
and jusOt said, "Somewhat the same as 
the relationship between slaves and their 
masters." 


The statement points out one of the 


biggest problems that 'has faced Dist. 59 
during the period of retrenchment Erviti 
has led. Followers of Thomas, a "human- 
ist," have often been taken aback by the 
s t r a i g h t-talking, sometimes 
over- 


whelmingly blunt Erviti. They have 
made little secret of their resentment of 
both the man and his policies. 


"Let's face it, we know he's not going 


to be here forever," one person said, af- 
ter a long diatribe about the superintend- 
ent's shortcomings. "This district has

Alexian Plan 
To Expand 
Is Supported 


The Board of Directors of the Elk 


Grove Village Association of Industry 
and Commerce has voted unanimously to 
support Alexian Brothers Medical Cen- 
ter's expansion program and has set a 
campaign goal of $500,000 for the hospi- 
tal's new emergency department. 


Announcement of the plans was made 


yesterday by Thomas Fulrath of the Am- 
pex Corporation, president of the associ- 
ation. "We're extremely pleased at the 
responsiveness of the Association of In- 
dustry and Commerce," said Brother 
Ferdinand Leyva, Alexian Brothers ad- 
ministrator. "We hope other groups in 
the community follow their fine ex- 
ample." 


To date, companies in the industrial 


parks and commercial interests in the 
village have pledged $42,000 toward the 
$500,000 goal, Fulrath said. 


Alexian Brothers' planned emergency 


department will be located in the Pavi- 
lion for Community Health, a two-story 
structure which will also house the out- 
patient department and other facilities. 
It will be approximately six times the 
size of the present emergency room. 
Groundbreaking for the addition is slated 
for early summer. 


IN 1971, THE HOSPITAL logged 25,898 


emergency visits, an increase of nearly 
4,500 from the previous year. In addition 
to community residents, 
over 3,000 


people employed in the area came to the 
emergency room with serious injuries or 
acute illnesses during the year. 


Co-chairmen of the Elk Grove Village 


Industrial and Commercial Committee of 
the Alexian Brothers fund-raising cam- 
paign are Fred H. Groen, president of 
Groen Division/Dover Corporation, and 
John E. Lecraw.'vice president of Moss- 
type Corporation.

Smiley Hits 'Lack Of Communication'

•Gerald Smiley is running for the board 


of education of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 to offer an alternative to the present 
board. 


The four-year resident of Elk Grove 


Village hits hard on the board's "lack of 
communications" with the public and 
criticizes some expenditures made in the 
past year. He says he decided to run 
"because I didn't feel we had enough 
qualified candidates at the time I filed. 
In my opinion Paul Neuhauser (the in- 
cumbent seeking reelection) is not one of 
the assets to the board." 


The major problem facing the district, 


he says, "is the lack of credibility in the 
community," and says if elected he will 


urge the board to resume a practice of 
holding meetings in local schools, rather 
than meeting all the time in the adminis- 
tration building. 


SMILEY, WHO ran for the Dist. 59 


Board in 1970 and has also run for the 


Elk Grove Village Board and Elk Grove 
Park District Board in 1971, is a staff 
industrial engineer for Continental Can 
Co. in Elk Grove Village. He criticizes 
the fact board members did not question 
a decision last year to install expensive 
outdoor lighting at all the schools or a 
request by the administration to put a 
fence around the service center at the 
administration building. 


Even though both expenditures came 


from the building fund, and not the educa- 
tion fund that pays for teacher salaries 
and school operation. Smiley believes 
"someone ought to say "no." The com- 
munity doesn't understand that you have 
all those different funds. They see the 
service center going up and say the dis- 
trict isn't really broke."

Who Is Price Rise Villain?

The Great Supermarket Scandal is 


emerging right on time during an elec- 
tion year. That's the assessment of one 
local meat industry expert, Cliff G. 
Bowes. 


Bowes, a resident of Arlington Heights, 


is a consultant to food store chains. He 
has written 13 books on the meat in- 
dustry including one entitled, "How to 
Save Money on Meat." 


Supermarket prices and the meat in- 


Predict Meat 
Price Drop 


by GENE CARLSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - After a tough, 


two-hour "jawboning" session with Trea- 
sury Secretary John B. Connally, a 
spokesman for major grocery chains pre- 
dicted that some meat prices would start 
dropping in the next few weeks. 


William Mitchell, president of Safeway 


Stores, Inc., said he believed meat prices 
— which jumped last month by their big- 
gest margin in 14 years — would soon 
decline to the level of last summer. 


It was calculated this would amount 


roughly to a 15-cent drop in the average 
price of retail beef. 


"The secretary is a very persuasive 


person, and I think you'll see some meat 
prices going down in the next few 
weeks," said Mitchell, who spoke in be- 
half of 12 executives of large retail food 
store chains who met with Connally and 
other administration officials at the 
Treasury Department. 


Connally, using the Texas-style "jaw- 


boning" tactic of persuasion which Presi- 
dent Nixon once rejected as unworkable 
in restraining inflationary wage-price in- 
creases, insisted before newsmen that no 
threats of price controls on food were 
made during the meeting. 


HE AND THE President had hinted be- 


fore the meeting that the administration 
would take strong action to curb the food 
price spiral if retailers did not find some 
way to hold the line. 


The administration has said it would 


pay particular attention to retail grocers' 
profit margins, but Mitchell said retai- 
lers' profits were very small and well 
within the government's price control 
regulations. 


The reason for the iminent decline in 


meat prices, he said, was that the whole- 
sale price of beef and pork was on the 
way down from its peak of last month 


"I would expect beef prices will be 


down in the next few weeks to freeze lev- 
els." Mitchell said of the period from 
mid-August to mid-November 


Connally agreed, and said the lower 


meat prices would not show up in the 
government's wholesale and consumer 
price indexes for March because of a six- 
week lag in compiling statistics. Those 
reports are due next month. 


As an interim measure, Connally said, 


the government will ask grocers to for- 
ward price information directly to Wash- 
ington in coming weeks so the govern- 
ment can make weekly reports to the 
public on the status of food prices. 


dustry in particular are in the limelight 
largely for political reasons, said Bowes. 
He notes that "the pressure on meat 
prices, food prices and especially food 
prices is starting to build up now as it 
did in 1968. This kind of thing will be 
stepped up by the politicians all year. It 
is stirred up every four years, as regular 
as clockwork." 


The flak about the high cost of meat 


typically casts someone in the role of the 
Bad Guy, jacking up prices as high as 
the consumer will pay. Then meat pack- 
ers and other middlemen or the food 
store chains usually take on this role ac- 
cording to Bowes. 


Then the Good Guy emerges and saves 


the consumer from a horrible fate: High 
meat prices, or even worse than that, no 
meat at all. Trying hard to assume this 
role is U.S. Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally. He announced this week after 
a "jawboning session" with food store 
chain executives in Washington that he 
expects food store prices to drop substan- 
tially in the next few weeks. 


The consumer, as a spectator in this 


series of events, may be misled, Bowes 
contends. He notes that the price of beef 
and pork seasonally drops in April, elec- 
tion year or not. This is due to the mar- 
ket situation in which the largest supply 
of beef and pork goes to market in the 
spring months. 


IT'S TRUE THAT consumers must live 


with rising meat and food costs accord- 
ing to Bowes Armed with accurate infor- 
mation they can make the best of the 
situation in stretching their food dollar, 
he said. 


First the consumer should accept the 


fact that federally subsidized grain farm 
prices for grain mean expensive meat 
prices, said Bowes. Then the consumer 
should realize that food stores lose cus- 


tomers and money when prices are high, 
he said. 


Offering advice for meat purchases, he 


said, "What most people don't realize is 
that the cuts of meat that sell the fastest 
are those that have the highest prices." 
"Some of the cuts less in demand, often 
left over, are a better choice " Livers, 
hearts and kidneys for example are usu- 
ally passed by as the consumer chooses 
meat. 


Bowes, who does a good share of the 


marketing for his family, says the in- 
formed shopper should read the weekly 
specials posted by food stores and plan 
purchases accordingly Choosing a less 
expensive cut of meat can add to value, 
he contends. For example, a chuck steak 
broiled at a lower temperature can be 
just as flavorful and tender as the more 
expensive sirloin or porterhouse steaks, 
he said. 


ANOTHER SPOKESMAN for the meat 


industry, the Meat Institute, is predicting 
a decline in beef and pork prices within 
the next few weeks. "However, we pre- 
dict a substantial falloff in the supply of 
pork and a slight increase in the supply 
of beef later in the year," said Bruce 
Butterfield, a spokesman for the in- 
stitute. "Therefore we could have anoth- 
er price crisis next summer." 


Butterfield agreed with Bowes that no 


one person could be identified as the 
"villain" as meat prices rise "The laws 
of supply and demand, the costs to the 
farmer, transportation, packers and pro- 
cessors and retailers all have to be 
added," he said 


Becky Blum, a home economist for the 


Jewel Food Stores, said the company is 
advising consumers to cut down on their 
consumption of beef 
"Use beef only 


twice a week," she said "On the other 
days plan for eggs, sausage, ham or cold 
cuts."

Welfare Help Doubles 
From Last Fiscal Year 


by BOB ANDERSEN 


More than twice as many families re- 


ceived welfare assistance from Schaum- 
burg Township during fiscal 1971-72 as 
compared to the previous year. 


Figures supplied Thursday by the 


Schaumburg Township Board of Audi- 
tors' office, 105 Roselle Rd., reveal 127 
local families received some type of well- 
fare aid from the township's $23,000 fis- 
cal 1971-72 general assistance fund. Dur- 
ing fiscal 1970-71, the township provided 
welfare assistance to 54 families. 


The figures, compiled from 
welfare 


case histories, show 369 children and 181 
adults received welfare assistance from 
March, 1971 to March, 1972. The high 
proportion of adult welfare recipients is 
explained by the fact the case histories 
show many single parents, explained 
Mrs. Phyllis Seaver of the township 
staff. Mrs. Seaver compiled the figures. 


SHE 
A D D E D 1971-72 welfare 


recipients included a larger proportion 
of unemployed people and apartment 
dwellers. 


Vernon Laubenstein, supervisor of the 


township auditors, said,the increase can 
be partially explained by the large popu- 
lation growth in Schaumburg Township 
this past year, and also by the economic 
situation which has resulted in more 
unemployed people. 


Laubenstein emphasized the purpose of 


the township general assistance fund is 
to provide temporary cash assistance to 
families suddenly deprived by unemploy- 
ment, illness and or desertion by one of 
the parents. 


This cash assistance often takes the 


form of money for food or rent if a fami- 
ly is about to be evicted. If a situation 
calls for a more "permanent solution," 
the family is referred to Cook County 
welfare assistance, Laubenstein said. 


THE. TOWNSHIP is proposing a $32,235 


general assistance fund for fiscal 1972-73. 
A public hearing on the proposal plus the 
township's proposed $130,235 town fund 
budget will be held April 11 at Robert 
Frost Junior High School. 


Laubenstein pointed out the general as-

changed superintendents before." 


HOWEVER, ERVITI has won praise 


from others in the district. "He has been 
more concerned with primary education 
than any other superintendent we've 
ever had," a second grade teacher re- 
marks. "Too often we've been too high 
school and junior high school oriented. 
Erviti talks the best elementary educa- 
tion game I've seen in this district in a 
long time." 


So the future of Dist. 59 remains 


clouded, if only because of uncertainty 
over how long the present direction will 
last. 


The district's educational program, 


though a good deal leaner than in the 
past because of a series of budget cuts 
since 1969, remains sound. 


Because of the budget cuts, supplies 


are more scarce than in the past, and 
class sizes have increased slightly. How- 
ever, the learning centers the district 
pioneered have proven successful. Under 
the leadership of Erwin Stevenson, the 
new assistant superintendent for instruc- 
tion, the district is now revising some 
junior high school programs setting up 
programs to improve the teaching of 
reading. 


THE MAJOR difference in the district 


is that it is no longer leading the way by 
being the first to adopt new programs. 
Many other districts are now adopting 
innovations begun in Dist. 59, and board 
members have become more suspicious 
of the claims made for continuous in- 
novation. 


"Innovations have been dampened to 


the point that when a new program is 
inaugurated it has built in controls and 
evaluation in it," Harvey says. "You 
can't be a showcase unless you can mea- 
sure your success and you can't use the 
emotional feeling of a parent as the mea- 
surement." 


The district's tight financial situation 


is likely to continue, especially since 
board members have become convinced 
they will not be able to pass a tax rate 
increase in the near future. 


LAST YEAR the district set up a work- 


ing cash fund through a five-cent tax 
levy. The fund, which now has $155,000 in 
it and which will grow to $333,000 next 
year, allows the district to accumulate 
money that can be loaned to the educa- 
tion fund to cut down on the number of 
tax anticipation warrants that must be 
issued.

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Women Found Christ's Tomb Empty

It was the women who found the tomb 


empty. 


And mate chauvinism nearly kept the 


world from getting the greatest message 
ever delivered. 


The story of the first Easter is told by 


a man named Luke, an educated Greek 
who wrote the most carefully-researched 
Gospel of the Bible, As a male, he can 
hardly be suspected of any ulterior mo- 
tive in crediting the opposite sex with 
perceiving at once what his own sex at 
first was too stubborn to believe, 


Stop Smoking 
Clinic Set 
At Hospital 


A test to see whether or not the capac- 


ity of the lungs has been reduced as a 
result of cigaret smoking will be offered 
to all participants in the April 9-13 Five- 
Day Plan to Stop Smoking, 


The test, which measures the "vital ca- 


pacity" of the lungs, generally shows be- 
low normal readings for heavy cigaret 
smokers and steady improvement after 
quitting smoking. 


The pulmonary function laboratory of 


Minsdale Hospital will set up equipment 
for the vital capacity test from 5:30 p.m. 
to 7:30 p.m. Sunday, April 9. at the Da- 
vid Paulson Auditorium, 631 E. Hickory. 
Hinsdale, 


The test itself requires about 45 sec- 


onds and involves blowing into a tube at- 
tached to a cylinder. Tests results are 
given as a per cent of the normal for 
those of similar age. weight and height; 
normal levels are set at from 80 to 120 
per cent, 


A follow-up test to measure improve- 


ment in lung capacity after the person 
has quit smoking will also be available to 
participants In the stop-smoking clinic. 
Both the initial test and the follow-up are 
complementary to Five-Day Plan partici- 
pants and are available only to them. 


"The vital capacity test helps screen 


people who may have a lung disorder 
caused or aggravated by smoking," said 
Eugene Beeehler. pulmonary therapist at 
the hospital, "but a normal reading on 
the vital capacity test doesn't necessarily 
mean there is no damage to the lungs." 


To ferret out additional problems that 


may exist for the new ex-smoker, from 
one to three participants will be selected 
for more extensive pulmonary testing. 
The cost for the additional testing would 
normally run $360 per person, but will be 
complimentary to the Five-Day Plan 
participants selected for the testing.

Stop Smoking are available by calling 
323-2100 and asking for health education. 


Jesus was crucified on Friday. His 


body was removed from the cross and 
placed in a rock-hewn tomb just before 
sundown, the start of the Jewish Sabbath 
on which no physical work was per- 
mitted. 


Although modern embalming was not 


practiced in First Century Palestine, the 
Jews of that time did prepare bodies for 
burial by placing spices and perfumes in- 
side the burial shroud. This — like so 
many unpleasant tasks then and since — 
was regarded as "women's work." 


Among Jesus' disciples in his lifetime 


there had been many women. Some of 
them had accompanied him from Galilee 
on that final, fatal trip to Jerusalem. It 
is of these brave women — the first 
ladies auxiliary of the Christian church 
— that Luke speaks in his straight- 
forward report of the Easter event: 


"The women who had accompanied 


Jesus from Galilee followed when his 
body was borne from the cross, wrapped 
in a linen sheet, and placed in a tomb cut 
out of rock. They took note of the tomb 
nnd observed how his body was laid. 


"THEN THEY WENT home and pre- 


pared spices and perfumes. And on the 
Sabbath, they rested in obedience to the 
commandment. 


"But on Sunday morning, very early, 


they came to the tomb bringing the 
spices they had prepared. 


"Finding that the stone had been rolled 


away from the mouth of the tomb, they 
xvent inside; but the body was not to be 
found. 


"While they stood utterly at a loss, all 


of a sudden two men in dazzling gar- 
ments were at their side. They were ter- 
rified, and stood with eyes cast down, 
but the men said, 'Why search among 
the dead for one who lives? Remember 
what He told you while He was still in 
Galilee, about the Son of Man: how He 
must be given up into the power of sinful 
men and be crucified, and must rise 
again on the third day. 


"Then the women recalled Jesus' words 


and, returning from the tomb, they re- 
ported all of this to the 11 remaining 
male disciples (Judas, one of the original 
12 disciples, had hanged himself) and all 
the others." 


Then comes one of the most striking 


sentences in the New Testament — a 
sentence that must be authentic history, 
for it was preserved as part of the record 
by the very men whom it makes look 
foolish. 


"They Would Not Believe." 


The male disciples listened to the re- 


port of Mary Magdalene, Joanna, Mary 
the mother of James and the other wom- 
en who had gone to the tomb, Luke says: 
"But the story appeared to them to be 
nonsense, and they would not believe the 
women." 


ACCORDING TO LUKE - who was, it 


bears repeating, an unusually careful re- 
porter — it was not until the living Jesus 
appeared, later the same day, to two 
men who had been among his followers 
that the male disciples began to believe

that there really might be something to 
the women's report of the greatest event 
of history, the Resurrection. 


Some of the male disciples remained 


skeptical until they had personally seen 
Jesus, and talked with him, and felt his 
wound with their own hands. 


But the women had believed the good 


news from the start. And to this day, the 
Christian church endures in no small de- 
gree because of the faith and fidelity of 
the modern counterparts of Mary Mag- 
dalene, Joanna and Mary the mother of 
James.

State High Court Rulings: 
Refuses To Liberalize Abortions 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The Illinois 


Supreme Court toady ruled the state leg- 
islature's refusal to liberalize the state 
abortion laws was grounds for denying a 
15-year-old girl a therapeutic abortion. 


The high court in January had over- 


ruled a lower court decision allowing an 
abortion for the girl, who had been 
termed "suicidal" by psychiatrists. The 
girl later received an abortion in New 
York. 


In handing down the opinion Thursday, 


the court cited five different attempts 
since 1969 to amend the state abortion 
law to encompass mental and psychiatric 
reasons as grounds for allowing abortion. 
All of them failed. 


"As we see," the court said, "there 


have been repeated attempts to have the 
legislature engraft the concept of mental 
or psychiatric grounds for a legal thera- 
peutic abortion. These attempts indicate 
thaUhe section allowing abortion to save 


a mother's life, as originally passed and 
now in force, was not intended to and 
does not encompass mental or psy- 
chiatric grounds."

NEW TRIAL FOR 


ROCK FEST PROMOTERS 


The Court also ordered a new trial for

The justices said the promoters had

Adlai Stevenson

Stevenson, reaffirming a position he 


had taken earlier, said he cannot support 
a m a n 
w h o i s 
u n d e r in- 


dictment. Hanrahan was nominated for 
reelection in the March 21 primary de- 
spite being dumped by Mayor Richard J. 
Daley's party regulars and in spite of the 
conspiracy to obstruct justice charge still 
pending against him in the Black Pan- 
ther case. 


Daley welcomed Hanrahan back into 


the party after his primary election vic- 
tory, but Stevenson, who was elected 
with Daley's support, said, "I cannot 
support for public office any man who is 
under indictment." 


He said he had not decided what posi- 


tion he would take if Hanrahan manages 
to quash the indictment or is found in- 
nocent of the charges before the Novem- 
ber election. 


Stevenson said he will stay neutral in 


the states attorney race and will not 
support Hanrahan's opponent, Republi- 
can Bernard Carey. 


Hanrahan won renomination by a plu- 


rality of 100,000 votes over Raymond 
Berg, the Daley-backed candidate, and 
independent Donald Page Moore.

han charges that he conspired with 13 
other lasv enforcement officials to cover 
up the facts after the Dec. 4,1969, police 
raid in which Black Panther leaders 
Mark Clark and Fred Hampton were 
killed.

Plan, which provides insurance for indi- 
viduals, couples and entire families for 
all blood which might be needed for from 
one to four years. Full credit for this in- 
surance can be obtained through dona- 
tions made at the hospital on May 11, or 
at other scheduled places during the dis- 
trict's blood solicitation drive. 


With the hospital's and the nation's 


blood needs rising 12 per cent per year, 
help is requested and appreciated from 
anyone within Suburban Cook and Du- 
Page counties to insure the availability 
of blood for needed surgical and medical 
emergencies. The actual time needed to, 
draw a pint of blood is six minutes; the 
entire screening and testing process plus 
time for a bit of nourishment afterward 
is only 40 minutes. There is no danger or 
discomfort associated with the proce- 
dure. It is no longer necessary to fast 
prior to giving blood

UPHOLD CONVENTION 
INCIDENT CONVICTIONS 


In another ruling, the court upheld dis- 


orderly conduct convictions of 13 demon- 
strators for an incident during the 1968 
Democratic National Convention in Chi- 
cago. 


Among the 13 were Murray Kempton, 


New York political commentator, and 
Patricia Saltonstall, cousin of the former 
Massachusetts senator, Leverett Saltons- 
tall. 


The defendants were charged with re- 


fusing to obey a police order to disperse 
at 18th Street and Michigan Avenue on 
Aug. 29, the day after a massive, nation- 
ally broadcast confrontation in front of 
the Conrad Hilton Hotel 


The group had marched south on Mich- 


igan Avenue, 'headed by comedian Dick 
Gregory. The defendants were arrested 
when they and the others in the crowd 
crossed 18th Street, which police and Na- 
tional Guard troops had established as a 
"safety" line. 


The 13 argued their constitutional 


rights were violated because they were 
prevented from demonstrating near the 
Chicago Amphitheatre, site of the con- 
vention. The court rejected that argu- 
ment. 


The convictions 
and fines, which 


ranged from $200 to $400, were imposed 
by the Cook County Circuit Court.

CATO. N.Y. — For the past five years 


this ttieked-away town has been an ap- 
palling example of the ailing state of 
health care in rural America. 


The community's only doctor moved 


away in 1067 (he said he was over- 
worked), leaving residents here, and in 
four nearby settlements, to have their 
babies, check their fevers and take care 


of their physical emergencies however 
they might. 


It wasn't easy. A new minister moved 


here last year and called 17 out-of-area 
physicians before he found one who 
would accept him as a patient. An elder- 
ly man with prostate trouble had to be 
resuccd with an ambulance while waiting 
the routine 1 (Mays before a doctor in 
another town could help him. And in at 
least one case, that of an asphyxiated 
infant, a human life was lost due to the 
delays in transporting emergency cases 
18 miles to the nearest hospital. 


"I'll tell you how bad it's been," says 


TV repairman Cliff Webster. "My dad 
got very sick one time and couldn't wait 
for an appointment. So I phoned a dozen 
doctors and offered them ,$100 cash to 
come to town for a house call. They

wouldn't do it. None of them. Even if you 
were dying, they wouldn't come." 


TO BE SURE, the doctorless people 


despaired. But, as it happened, they did 
more than moan. Residents of five af- 
fected towns — Cato, Ira, Conquest, Vic- 
tory and Sterling — grouped together to 
form the Northern Cayuga Health Ser- 
vices Association. Their common goal: 
"To get a doctor, by kidnaping if neces- 
sary." 


For awhile, several years, it looked as 


if a doctor might have to be kdnaped. 
Northern Cayuga County, N.Y., is hardly 
an attraction' for available physicians. 
It's out of the way (between Lake On- 
tario and the New York Thruway), it's 
country ("We're old-fashioned here"), 
and there is two feet of snow every win- 
ter. The citizens' health services associ- 
ation advertised in "every medical jour- 
nal we could find," but in vain. There 
was only one reply in five years — from 
a Hindu physician in Nova Scotia who 
did not meet New York medical quali- 
fications. 


Still, the citizens in crisis did not give 


up. They could not. As TV repairman 
Webster (he's now the administrator of 
the area's medical association) explains: 
"We had 8,800 people in our five towns 
without a doctor. And when you consid- 
ered all of the surrounding area, there 
were 13,000 more in the same fix. It was 
absolutely miserable. It was Absolutely 
miserable. I remember once'I needed a 
poison ivy shot. I called up everybody in 
the book. Nothing. I told them all I want- 
ed was a simple shot, that a nurse could 
give it to me, but they all just said go 
some place else." So, adds Webster, "We 
couldn't stop trying. We just had to get a 
doctor here somehow." 


As it turned out, the pluck 'and per- 


sistence paid. Last year somebody in 
Cato read a news story about the Nation- 
al Emergency Health Personnel Act — a 
new program to provide temporary

health workers, including doctors, to 
areas in critical need, 'My gosh," says 
Webster, "it was a godsend." His group 
drew up several papers documenting 
their plight. Sample: "In many ways, an- 
imals are receiving better medical care 
than people in our area." Shortly there- 
after, the federal government listed Cato 
as one of 13 rural and big-city areas 
which this year will receive government 
physicians and new health care hope. 


CITIZENS HERE are, to say the least, 


elated. They have taken space from Ihe 
local elementary school for a temporary 
clinic. They have scheduled everything 
from bank loans to bake sales to raise 


$150,000 first-year expenses. They have 
ordered a complement of gear, including 
an electrocardiograph unit and an old 
X-ray machine. And they have welcomed, 
almost overwhelmed, the first of two 
doctors to arrive. 


Clinic operations begin in mid-March. 


Says Webster: "It's 
a dream come 


true." 


Despite the'relief and joy, the area's 


medical problems are probably not over. 
The federal doctor on hand, Daniel Ja- 
niga, is too young (28), too hip ("I got 
into Public Health because it was a way 
to avoid the draft") and too city (Chi- 
cago) to consider Cato anything more 


than an obligatory stopoff in his career. 
Thus, unless the government continues to 
supply the area with physicians (which it 
won't), the citizens still must lure a pri- 
vate professional here. 


And yet — what the hell — never mind 


the remaining worries. At long last folks 
in this area have a sawbones. And the 
business is abuilding. "First thing I'm 
gonna do," says a happy old-timer, "is 
tell him about my knee. It throws out. 
I'm standing there, doing nothing, and it 
just throws out. Then there's my stom- 
ach, Oh, boy, my stomach. I got this pain 
right here that has..."

Warn Of 'Brownout' Possibility

Bell Bids For Service Rate Hike 


The possibility of cutbacks or "brown- 


outs" in telephone service was raised 
this week by a spokesman for the Illinois 
Bell telephone Co. in its bid for a service 
rate increase. 


Speaking before the Illinois Commerce 


Commission in Chicago this week, Gor- 
don W. Winks, general solicitor for Illi- 
nois Bell, painted a depressing picture of 
poor earnings, Increased labor and capi- 
tal costs and Inflationary pressures. 


The commission is considering the Bell 


request for service rate Increases which 
would raise the suburban user's bill ap- 
proximately 30 per cent. The request was 
first made in September, 1871. An inter- 


im rate increase which would boost a 
suburban user's bill approximately 20 
per cent was submitted by the utility in 
February. 


WINKS ECHOED A warning by Illinois 


Bell Pres. Charles L. Brown at the com- 
pany's annual meeting Tuesday. Brown 
told shareowners that the company is 
continuing internal measures to deal 
with its earnings squeeze, including a 
"hard look at operating expenses" which 
could affect employment levels — in- 
volving more layoffs and a halt to hiring. 
The company also is considering a reduc- 
tion in its proposed $438 million construc- 
tion program for 1972. 


Wholesale Beef Prices 
Decline 5 Cents A Pound 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Agricul- 


ture Dpartment said yesterday wholesale 
beef prices last week were down about 5 
cents a pound from their early February 
peak, and were close to the freeze level 
of August. 


A department report on weekly aver- 


age prices of wholesale dressed beef at 
Chicago showed choice grade 600 - 700 
pound carcases peaeked at 58.75 cents a 
pound in the week ending Feb. 11. There 
has been a decline every week since 
then, and the average for the week end- 
ing March 25 was 53.75 cents a pound — 
close to the 53A4 cents for Aug. 13 when 
wage-price controls went into effect. 


Other department records showed av- 


erage retail beef prices would have to 
drop about 10 cents a pound from Febru- 
ary levels to return — as predicted by 
food chain leaders — to last summer's 
rates. 


William Mitchell, president of Safeway 


Stores Inc. and spokesman for a group of 
supermarket chains, said after a meeting 
with Treasury Secretary John B. Con- 
nally Jr. Wednesday, "I would expect 
beef prices will be clown in the next few 
weeks to freeze levels." 


RETAIL PRICES for all oust of choice 


beef from last June through September 
averaged $1.055 a pound compared with 
$1.158 in February. 


No reports were available to indicate 


whether wholesale price declines earlier 
this month have affected March retail 
prices. 


Department records show average re- 


tail beef prices in March of last year 
were $1.023 a pound. 


The recent wholesale price decline re- 


flected a drop in live cattle prices report- 
ed from major markets in recent weeks 
as supplies increased. The department's 
monthly farm price report was expected 
to show average live cattle prices on 
March 15 down from mid-February lev- 
els. 


The wholesale dressed beef report in- 


dicated average prices for the week end- 
ing March 25, despite their slide over the 
past six weeks, were still above a year 
earlier. The 53.75 cents a pound average 
for choice 600-700 pound carcasses at Chi- 
cago compared wity an average of 51.75 
cents a pound for the same week a year 
earlier. 


Winks emphasized Illinois Bell will 


continue .to do its best to maintain ser- 
vice "no matter what you (the commis- 
sion) decide." But, he asked, "do you 
want to risk a brownout of telephone ser- 
vice?" 


Illinois Bell has asked for an imme- 


diate $122 million interim general rate 
increase while its full $182 million rate 
increase requested last September is 
being heard by the commission. In its 
interim request, Illinois Bell volunteered 
to refund any increase to customers if 
necessitated by the outcome of the gener- 
al rate increase request. 


Winks pointed out that in a November 


1970 decision, the commission found a 
fair rate of return on Illinois Bell's plant 
investment was 7.94 per cent — but the 
company never once reached that level. 
Because of an 11-month, "regulatory 
lag," inflation and last summer's large 
wage contract settlement, Illinois Bell's 
earnings for the year 1971 were about 
6-2/3 per cent of the fair value of the 
company's property. 


HOWEVER, AN ATTORNEY for six 


suburbs charged that any increase given 
the company at this time would be in- 
flationary and contrary to national pol- 
icy. 


Ronald Clink represented the suburbs 


of Lincolnwood, Naperville, Country Club 
Hills, Palos Hills, Bridgeview, and Carol 
Stream. He told the commission, "While 
the federal Price Commission has been 
struggling to hold the line on price in- 
crease, the large utility companies have 
flooded the «egulatory agencies with 
requests for inflationary rate increases."

One article in the teachers' proposal 


would give them the right to call in a 
fact-finder selected by the American Ar- 
bitration Association within 40 days after 
negotiations are started if an agreement 
is not reached by then. 


The next meeting between negotiations 


teams is scheduled for April 19. The 
teachers and board began this year's 
salary talks Feb. 23. However this is the 
first printed exchange of proposals.

HER MAIN EMPHASIS was on femi- 


nine awareness. "We've been trained to 
feel like half people, so we behave like 
half people," she said. 


"We're trained to think we're nothing 


without a man and we become male jun- 
kies. We get a shot of identity from a 
man." This training, she said, comes 
from 
television, Hollywood and slick 


magazines "like the Ladies Home Journ- 
al and Brides." 


"What we think of as a norm is really 


not the norm," she said, pointing out the 
great number of divorces as compared to 
lasting marriages, the number of fami- 
lies headed by women and the number of 
women working outside the home. 


"If we look at these facts, this idea of 


what a norm is, is simply not accurate," 
she said. 


Miss Steinem placed the basis for un- 


equalized roles and societal pressures 
against feminine independence on the 
economy and industrialization. 


"It was industrialization that took fa- 


ther out of the home, and now subur- 
banization has taken him away from 
home," she said. 


SHE OUTLINED A brief history of 


women and their roles, emphasizing that 
in the beginning women were the ones 
that were on top. 


"The first half of human history, or at 


least for 5,000 years, we had a gyne- 
cocracy where women we»e first-class 
citizens and almost gods," she said. It 
was a period of "womb envy" because 
women were able to bear children, she 
said. 


"The discovery of paternity had a ca- 


taclysmic effect on the way things were, 
and we turned into a partriarchy of male 
domination," she said. 


Women, she said, began performing 


only feminine tasks, which is "anything 
a man doesn't want to do." 


To begin to change the unequal status 


women have had, Miss Steinem suggests 
"women should infiltrate everything." 


She is not an advocate of challenging 


the system by competing with it. "The 
way to do it is to get into Muskie's cam- 
paign and subvert from within." 


On a variety of other points, Miss Stei- 


nem had this to say: 


—"Love can only really exist between 


equals." 


—"Nixon's family assistance program 


is the single most oppressive collective 
legislation he has proposed. It would 
force the woman out of the home and the 
financing of her job from the labor de- 
partment would amount to indentured la- 
bor." 


—"If a woman spends up to a year 


nurturing and giving birth to a child, the 
man has an obligation to make up for it 
and owes at least three-fourths of his 
time to the child after birth." 


—"Neither political party has done

'No Business' Puts End To Bus Service 


Lack of patronage was described as 


the major reason behind the decision by 
the Schaumburg Transportation Co. to 
discontinue its bus route to Woodfield 
April 8, said a company official. 


"We have just lost too much money," 


said Walter Fiene of the local bus ser- 
vice. Fiene said the company instituted 
the service about nine months ago, but 
people have not used the service to trav- 
el to the shopping center. 


He explained the route has been at- 


tracting about half the number of riders 
necessary to pay expenses. 


"There has been just about enough to 


pay the drivers' salaries, but nothing for 
gas or maintenance on the bus," Fiene 
stated. 


HE ADDED THAT the company hopes 


to attract some school-age riders during 
the upcoming spring vacation period be- 


fore terminating service on April 8. 


Fiene said the company approached 


the Woodfield Merchants Association last 
fall in hopes of arranging a jointly fun- 
ded operating agreement for the bus 
route. 


"All we got was a flat no," Fiene re- 


ported. 


Employes of the various stores and 


shops at Woodfield make up only a small 
portion of the riders on the line. 


"They might ride with us for a while, 


but then they find a ride or buy a car," 
he said, adding there were only four or 
five steady riders who could be called 
Woodfield1 employes. 


Fiene said high school students also 


use the bus sporadically. He said they 
will use the service after school.

Food Prices 
Latest Woe 


Although it came as a shock, it 


shouldn't have. 


The latest disclosures regarding 


t h e skyrocketing c o s t of food 
came as the predictable thunder- 
clap following weeks of suspicion 
on the part of housewives who 
regularly go to the market. 


Food prices were going up. and 


they were rising with the awful in- 
tensity of an industry gone amok. 
Prices on green goods, fruits and 
meats, were rising each week and 
as always, the people who trekked 
to the supermarkets each week 
were powerless to stop the in- 
flation. 


When the formal news from the 


Department of Labor came, the re- 
sults were foreboding: the cost of 
food at home had reached an all 
time seven-year high in the Chi- 
cago area. 


All food used in the home in- 


creased 3.1 per cent in February 
and 7.2 per cent during the pre- 
vious 12-month period in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Clearly something was going 


wrong with the economy of this 
country, and clearly the price con- 
trot acts of the N i x o n admin- 
istration have not as yet exercised 
the direct control or the influence 
needed to alleviate the plight of the 
wage earner. 


Shortly after the news of the food 


price increases, turmoil within the 
President's Pay Board cast further 
doubt onto the nation's willingness 
to curb inflation. 


In a petulant act, AFL-CIO chief 


Cfeorge Meany pulled off the Pay 
Board and took with him three oth- 
er labor representatives — leaving 
only Teamster President Frank 
Fitzsimmons to sit as a labor 
spokesman. 


To an utterly confused and des- 


pairing public. Meany's abandon- 
ment of the Pay Board can only 


appear as one more reprehensible 
tactic by the union boss. 


With this last shout of defiance, 


however, Meany has brought into 
focus again the greater question of 
the Nixon administration's ability 
to cope with the country's econom- 
ic malaise, 


So many exceptions to the rules 


of price controls, so many obvious 
cases of disregard for economic 
stability on the part of industry and 
labor have left the American peo- 
ple with a sense of unbalance about 
effective governmental controls. 


Adding to the general sense of 


confusion — and the growing out- 
rage — are statements by Nixon's 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
who has said rising food prices are 
good for the farmer and thus good 
for the country. Butz said meat 
prices will go down as the rules of 
cost and demand apply. 


Surely, Butz must realize that we 


have gone beyond wishing for high- 
er meat prices for the benefit of 
t h e agriculture business. Surely 
with inflation rising despite prom- 
ised controls, the average taxpayer 
finds it more and more difficult to 
wage his daily scramble for eco- 
nomic solvency. 


Now there is talk of Congression- 


al inquiries into the whole food 
price business, Public hearings on 
the matter of prices have been 
scheduled by the Price Commis- 
sion. 


All this is laudable, but the es- 


sence of this country's dilemma 
has not yet been conquered. The 
people of this country are sus- 
picious of big business, big labor — 
and big politics. Until President 
Nixon can weld us together either 
by legislative force or compelling 
logic, some Americans will contin- 
ue to seek higher prices, prices 
which are gained from a defense- 
less public.

and sea products, equipment and 
technologies ever assembled. 


The United States International 


Transportation Exposition, 
popu- 


larly called Transpo '72, is being 
staged by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. Among the con- 
cepts which will be exhibited or 
demonstrated are: 


• Trains that skim along on a 


thin cushion of air, driven by pro- 
pellers or jet engines. 


• Magnetic suspension vehicles, 


supported by magnetic force and 
propelled by pollution-free linear 
electric motors. 


• F o u r people movers, two at 


ground level and two suspended, 
which will remain in place for con- 


tinued testing after Transpo '72 
closes. 


• Automatically controlled a u- 


tomobiles that move at safe, pre- 
selected speeds, guided by under- 
ground electrical or highway-side 
rail systems. 


"Urban transportation that is in 


agony today will be in chaos long 
before the year 2000 unless we take 
prompt and decisive action to pro- 
vide the mobility required by the 
city environment," says Trans- 
portation Secretary John A, Volpe, 
noting that between now and the 
end of this century we will double 
the area of the country devoted to 
urban living. 


"To succeed, public transit must 


change," he adds. "It must reach 
out to the suburbs, must offer ad-' 
vantages over the car in some 
cases and match with the automo- 
bile in others." 


Symbolic of the state of things is 


the fact that, unless you fly, about 
the only way you can get to Trans- 
po '72 to see the latest wonders in 
transportation is by means of the 
trusty old automobile via ex- 
pressway from Washington.

That "must" meeting of the Cook 


County Democratic Central Committee 
at the Sherman House Monday morning 
may not be as routine as most people 
seem to think.

at the 11 a.m. session for the routine 
reorganization of the party. 


Mayor Richard Daley certainly will not 


lose hjs post as chairman, but there are 
indications there may be some heated 
debate over the reasons why the Daley 
machine suffered its worst defeat. 


Some of the fireworks are expected to 


come from Mugalian, Palatine Township 
Democratic committeeman. 


Mugalian has something planned, but 


he's not tipping his hand in advance. 


Reviewing his background, it's not too 


hard to figure out what he has in mind, 
although the specifics are unclear. 


Mugalian is not one of Daley's political 


hacks. He is independent of the machine 
and will not sell his vote to the party or 
any other self-interest group. He is one 
of the few politicians today who thinks 
the best way to get ahead is to do the 
right thing. 


At the township Democratic headquar- 


ters March 21, Mugalian watched the re- 
turns roll in for Edward Hanrahan and 
Dan Walker.

He sees the need to 
"bust down these barriers," to achieve 
representative government. "The whole 
electoral process is an'unnecessary ob- 
struction to the democratic process," he 
said recently. 


He thinks the Democratic Party should 


be'more democratic, and he means that 
with a small "d." 


That's not a bad idea either. 
Mugalian will speak up for those things 


Monday morning. And he's not afraid of 
stepping on toes. In fact, he thinks those 
toes should be stepped on if that's what it 
takes to get the job done. 


How he plans to bring about the re- 


form and whose toes will feel the weight 
won't be known until Monday.

McLaren's A 6Loser

Whatever its ultimate political con- 


sequences, the ITT case is developing 
into a personal tragedy for one of the 
Justice Department figures most directly 
concerned — Richard McLaren. 


The 
h e a d l i n e s have obscured 


McLaren's quite remarkable antitrust 
achievements, not the least being the 
ITT case. Worse, the investigation has 
tended to impugn his character by sug- 
gesting that while sincere, he was so 
weak that under political pressure he 
would reverse himself on what he be- 
lieved. 


Actually, McLaren is an earnest trust- 


buster so determined on his goals that he 
insisted there be no strings and no out- 
side pressure on his work as the antitrust 
chief. 


His predecessor, the able and im- 


peccably honest Donald Turner, had be- 
lieved the law as written did not give the 
government sufficient grounds to win in

court against the merger of related com- 
panies. The third key man in the anti- 
conglomerate cases, Solicitor General 
Ervvin N. Griswold, 
concurred. 
But 


McLaren persisted and pushed his cases 
against ITT aimed at forcing the giant 
conglomerate to give up the Grinnell 
Corp., the Canteen Corp. and the Hart- 
ford Fire Insurance Co. 


The lower' courts 
decided 
against 


McLaren in Grinnell and Canteen. And 
he was denied an injunction aimed at 
preventing ITT from going ahead with 
the Hartford merger until that case was 
settled. 


One can speculate on what would have 


happened if the Hartford case had been 
brought to trial, and what would have 
been the result of the Grinnell and Can- 
teen appeals. One can read in detail of 
ITT's attempts to influence the decision, 
and there is already enough known of 
these to give one a sour taste. 


One can discuss whether forcing ITT to 


give up Hartford (if possible) would have 
seriously injured the stockholders, or 
whether the divesting would or would not 
have had ripple effects in the nation's 


stock exchanges and the economy. 


But what McLaren did accomplish was 


not insignificant. He did force ITT to 
give up companies with sales of $865 rail- 
lion a year, net income of $27 million and 
assets of more than $1 billion. ITT also 
agreed to not make further major U.S. 
acquisitions for 10 years. 


What is most important, however, is 


whether the settlement was effective in 
discouraging other conglomerates from 
expanding in ways that would hamper 
competition.- 


The answer must be subjective. But it 


is already clear that in the recent past 
major conglomerates have shown great- 
er caution. Part of this slowdown is due 
to new accounting rules, new tax regu- 
lations and to market gyrations which 
make some takeovers less profitable. Af- 
ter discounting these facts, the con- 
glomerate watchers this reporter has 
contacted are convinced McLaren's anti- 
trust campaign and settlements, though 
not all that he hoped for, have helped 
strongly toward closing a most serious 
antitrust loophole. 


Now remember that the antitrust law 


was not written with conglomerates in 
mind. It took some controversial and 
somewhat tenuous interpretations to tie 
conglomerates into this statute, which 
aims at preventing big companies from 
getting a paralyzing share of one type of 
business or another, not at preventing 
conglomerates from acquiring relatively 
unrelated businesses. 


No case of this type had ever been won 


against a major conglomerate. In es- 
sence, though McLaren had reached one 
previous significant out-of-court settle- 
ment, he was attempting to write new 
law through legal action. And note that 
his own court record to date on this case 
was zero wins and three important loss- 
es. 


The marvel then is not that McLaren 


didn't get more. The marvel indeed is 
that he achieved what he did. If there 
was political pressure on him, what he 
achieved was all the more remarkable.

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Noise Reduction Topic Of Conference 


NEW YORK (UPD-It's a classic plot. 


But unlike the television series where the 
cop becomes a priest, Charlie Sullivan 
went from being a priest in Brooklyn to a 
stock broker on Wall Street. 


The 39-year-old Sullivan says the tran- 


sition was simple. 


"After all," he says, "one of the things 


in the priesthood is the establishment of 
trust and this is the essence of being a 
broker." 


But why the switch from the celibate 


life of the Catholic clergy to a life where 
the "action" is as lively as a Las Vegas 
craps game? 


"IT'S A CHALLENGE," Sullivan says. 


He also notes the church's views on ce- 
libacy are not in tune with his own. 


"I want to get married," he says mat- 


ter-of-factly. 


Sullivan says he has "been doing well" 


since being certified as a broker for 


Baine, Webber, Jackson & Curtis in Feb- 
ruary. He said he has acquired a number 
of clients known to him when he was 
working for the Diocese of Brooklyn. But 
there he dealt with them in a con- 
fessional rather than over the telephone. 


"It's extremely exciting," the energet- 


ic Sullivan said, "And I have such .free- 
dom. Days just fly by." 


Sullivan decided a few years ago the 


priesthood was not his role. He felt 
stifled by the church and said its "gener- 
ation gap" pushed him to making a deci- 
sion.

Agreement To Cut Chances 
Of Power Shortages Here

Don't miss one of the biggest tax 


breaks to come along in years, if the 
family has deductible expenses this year 
for babysitters, household help or other 
costs of child care. 


No longer limited to working mothers 


at near-poverty levels, the full deduction 
— it can be as much as $4,800 — now 
comes to the aid of working couples with 
up to $18,000 of income, Above that it's 
reduced, but some part of it is available 
until income reaches $27,600. 


Many families apparently don't yet re- 


alize that the benefit has been greatly 
enlarged, not only as to income limits, 
but In several other respects: 


—It now covers children up to age 15. 


The ap limit previously was 13. 


—It also covers care of disabled adult 


dependents, including a husband or wife. 
Until now, tax rulings held that a hus- 
band or wife could not be treated as a 
dependent. 


—The cost of household services is now 


included, as part of the care of a child or 
disabled dependent. 


UNDER THE OLD RULES, a dis- 


tinction has to be made between time 
spent strictly in care of the person and 
time spent on housework. For example, 
if a housekeeper spent one-third of her 
time babysitting and two-thirds on house- 
work, only a third of her wages was de- 
ductible. That's no longer the case. 


Expenses up to $400 a month are de- 


ductible for child care, either in the 
home of out. The cost of nurseries, day

schools is 'covered, to the extent that 
care is a necessity for a mother working 
full time. The deduction is limited to $200 
a month for one child, $300 for two and 
$400 a month for three or more. 


THIS MAKES POSSIBLE a maximum 


deduction of $4,800 a year, in contrast to 
the $900 formerly allowed — and then 
only to families with an income of not 
more than $6,000 a year. 


You won't find all this explained, yet, 


in official tax instructions. It's part of a 
tax law revision that's too recent. While 
it applies to expenses incurred during 
1972, from the first of the year, the de- 
ductions can't be taken on returns filed 
this April, which cover the 1971 calendar 
year. Eligible families should be keeping 
records of expenses now, though, to com- 
pute the deduction on returns filed next 
year. 


IN COMMENTING ON the new provi- 


sions, the accounting firm of Lybrand, 
Ross Bros. & Montgomery points out that 
working couples claiming the deduction 
must each be employed "full time," in- 
terpreted to mean at least three-quarters 
of a normal, 40-hour week. They must 
file joint returns, and deductions must be 
itemized; the blanket standard deduction 
can't be used. 


Lybrand cautions that the IRS won't 


allow the deduction on payments made to 
the taxpayer's relatives or dependents. 
You can't pay grandmother to babysit, 
for example, and get any tax break. 


Where family income is above $18,000, 


for each dollar over that figure the de- 
duction is reduced by 50 cents. Thus it's 
reduced to zero when family income 
reaches $27,600, 


Formerly the deduction allowed for 


one child was $600 a year, and even that 
was lost altogether when family income 
exceeded $6,600. It wasn't economically 
feasible for many mothers to seek em- 
ployment. 


The new tax break makes up to $2,400 


a year deductible for the one-child family 
earning not more than $18,000. Obviously, 
many previously unliberated women, 
who were more valuable at home as ba- 
bysitters, are now freed to join the ranks 
of the workers.

The Commonwealth Edison Co. an- 


nounced it has signed a legally binding 
agreement. with Illinois to install a 
closed-cycle cooling system at the Quad 
Cities nuclear power plant at Cordova 
that will reduce the chances of power 
shortages in Northern Illinois. 


Commonwealth Edison Pres. Thomas 


Ayers, in a joint news conference with 
Atty. Gen. William Scott, said half of the 
$40 million system will be installed by 
May 4,1974, and the rest a year later. 


Ayers said Commonwealth hopes to 


start up one of the two nuclear units at 
Cordova later this week arid have both in 
full operation by mid-July. 


HE SAID A diffuser discharge pipe will 


be installed in the Mississippi River to 
disperse water from the nuclear units' 
cooling towers until the closed-cycle cool- 
ing, system is completed. 


If the entire plant is in operation by 


midsummer, Ayers said, it will "greatly 
reduce" the chance of a power shortage 
in Northern Illinois this summer. 


IRS Requires 
Reporting Of 
Raffles, Prizes 


Illinois taxpayers who were winners in 


lotteries, sweepstakes, raffles, or give- 
away shows should report the fair mar- 
ket value of the prize on federal income 
tax returns, Roger C. Beck, District Di- 
rector for Northern Illinois, said. 


If the prize is an item of merchandise 


its fair market value should be reported. 
Generally, the fair market value is what 
the item would cost if the taxpayer were 
to purchase it at a retail store. 


Salesmen who win prizes or receive 


awards in company sales or promotion 
contests are also subject to tax on the 
value of the prize. Such gifts would in- 
clude vacation trips to resort areas, 
shares of stock or merchandise. 


Awards received by employees for con- 


tributions to company suggestion plans 
are also taxable and should be reported 
as income on returns. 


One type of prize is not subject to tax. 


These are prizes received in recognition 
of past achievements in religious, chari- 
table, scientific, educational, artistic, lit- 
erary or civic fields, where the recipient 
is selected wthout action on his part and 
is not expected to render any future ser- 
vices.

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The Peace Corps 
'Psychological Disease9 Hit 


(Third in a Scries.) 


by RALPH NOVAK 


NEW YORK - When Sargent Shriver 


reluctantly left the Peace Corps in 
January 1966 to take over full-time direc- 
tion of President Johnson's war on po- 
verty, he did so without knowing he was 
getting out while the getting was good. 


The Peace Corps had grown apace and 


would reach its peaks of <I2.2<!8 appli- 
cations and 12,313 Volunteers in the field 
during 1966 but there was trouble ahead 
The continuing escalation of the Vietnam 
war that was creating a psychological 
disease for all of American society would 
inevitably strike the Peace Corps. 


Shriver, who speaks highly of his suc- 


cessor, Jack Vaughn, still shows signs of 
wishing he had been around the Peace 
Corps longer than he was. 


"The Peace Corps should have been 


the place where the kids protesting the 
war went but the war's impact was so 
heavy that it created a schizophrenic 
condition — the same country fighting 
the war and operating fhe Peace Corps 
at the same time." 


The first big problem came in Novem- 


ber 1966 when erratic President Sekou 
Toure of the maverick West African 
country of Guinea expelled the Peace 
Corps. "We say to these men and to 
these women." he said in his farewell to 
the Volunteers, "we will retain only 
pleasant memories of them, but we have 
had enough of the polities of their coun- 
try" 


FAR MORE SERIOUS than this kind 


of guilt by association host countries at- 
tached to the Peace Corps, however, was 
the guilt felt by the Volunteers them- 
selves. 


Volunteers began to publicly question 


the Corps' ability to remain independent 
from the American involvement in Viet- 
nam. The most famous case involved a 
Chile Volunteer. Bruce Murray, who 
wrote a letter to a Chilean newspaper 
explaining his antiwar position and iden- 
tifying himself as a Volunteer. 


Murray was sent home permanently 


three days after the letter was published 
on the grounds that he had violated 
Peace Corps policy against political in- 
volvement in host country politics. 


Antiwar protests among Volunteers 


continued, nevertheless, and rather than 
face wholesale mutiny. Vaughn took a 
liberal stand, much to the consternation 
of such critics as Rep. Otto Passman, 
D-La.. who during the 1969 budget hear- 
ings asked, "If these youths go overseas 
and are hostile to our foreign policy and 
so express themselves, are they helping 
America?" 


An indirect effect of the protest con- 


troversy was that it loosed previously re- 
strained criticism of other aspects of 
Peace Corps activity, particularly in Lat- 
in America, where volunteers had met 
with the least success. 


A GROUP OF Volunteers in Ecuador 


in late 1967 drew up a statement saying, 
"We joined the Peace Corps because we 
thought It would afford us a means of 


helping nations without imposing the 
United States' cultural and political val- 
ues on them. We were wrong. We now 
see that the Peace Corps is as arrogant 
and colonialist as the government of 
which it is a part," 


Around the same time in the United 


States, the Committee of Returned Vol- 
unteers, an activist group composed pri- 
marily of former Peace Corpsmen, be- 
gan to call for the end of the Peace 
Corps. 


There were 7,000 fewer applications 


during 1967 than there had been in 1966 
and the number went down 5,000 more in 
1968, Young people, Peace Corps adviser 
David Riesman says .jvere becoming dis- 
enchanted with the Peace Corps. 


Joseph Blatchford, the man President 


Nixon named in March 1969 as the third 
Peace Corps director, was the man who 
had created Action, a private Peace 
Corps-type organization in Latin America 
in 1959 and he was young (35) and vigor- 
ous enough to project a dynamic image 


Still, the Peace Corps was operating 


for the first time under a Republican ad- 
ministration and changes were inevi- 
table. 


In April 1970 when Blatchford summed 


up what he had done during his first year 
in a long memorandum to the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee, the memo- 
randum was a cross between a con- 
fession, a testimonial and a contract in 
an apparent attempt to placate critics of 
the Volunteers' protests. 


"Specific steps taken to deal with pro- 


tests and to recruit new types of Volun- 
teers." he said, included "better utili- 
zation of background investigations to 
weed out undesirable applicants." And in 
a peculiar kind of disclaimer, Blatchford 
added. "We inherited a very difficult sit- 
uation resulting from Volunteers just out 
of college with strong liberal views. We 
have also had to weed out many mem- 
bers of a hostile staff lured during the 
past eight years of Democratic adminis- 
tration and unwilling to accept the new 
administration." 


Concurrently, Blatchford was cutting 


the Washington staff, also calculated to 
please Congress, and directing recruit- 
ment toward older, more specialized 
people and away from the "B. A. gener- 
alist" who had carried the load earlier. 


"IN THE YEARS of its peak size, the 


Peace Corps drew from a very narrow 


group of people," he says now. "It was a 
corps of undergraduates. But we've 
found that what the host countries want 
is farmers and plumbers and people with 
agriculture degrees so we've become 
more specific in our programming pro- 
cess." 


Whatever the philosophical results of 


the Blatchford policies, practically they 
seem to have brought some renewed in- 
terest, with applications rising sharply in 
1971 to near 30,000 after an all-time low 
of 19,022 in 1970. 


Protests have also generally quieted 


down and.the Peace Corps has turned 
into a disciplined, low-key organization 
whose already falling profile dropped 
even lower when it was merged into Ac- 
tion, the government Volunteer con- 
glomerate, last summer. 


But now Blatchford, even as he points 


with pride to the increased role of host 
countries and the change in volunteer 
characteristics, has a new and perhaps 
more serious problem: Congressional un- 
rest that threatens the existence of the 
Peace Corps itself, putting an organiza- 
tion that has survived on faith for nearly 
11 years in the position of having to jus- 
tify its existence.

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Mikva Sends GOP To Dictionary

U.S. Rep. Abner Mikva, D-2, has said a 


R e p u b l i c a n critic of the ITT in- 
vestigation, who described a Senate com- 
mittee's investigation as "jackassery," is 
using the wrong animal. 


Referring to GOP Senate Leader Hugh 


Scott of Pennsylvania, who made the 
"jackassery" charge Tuesday, Mikva 
said "1 think he ought to worry more 
about the elephantiasis of ITT, a group 
so immense that they have their own 
state department, their own CIA, their 
own health department, their own justice 
department and apparently their own po- 
litical convention." 


"I think he ought to worry about the 


elephantitis of the Justice Department, 
which can allow ITT to have acquired a 
substantial number of additional com- 
panies" since an anti-trust settlement 
with the Justice Department last year. 


Scott and House Minority Leader Ger- 


ald Ford of Michigan Tuesday criticized 
the Senate judiciary committee hearings 
into charges that International Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. received a favorable 
antitrust settlement in return for a 
$400.000 contribution to the 1072 GOP na- 
tional convention. 


The judiciary committee's delay in vot- 


ing on the appointment of Richard 
Kleindienst as attorney general, in order 
to question those involved in the ITT con- 
troversy, drew some long-worded criti- 
cism from Scott. 


THE INVESTIGATION, WHICH Scott 


said "has long since climbed past its per- 
ihelion," is now a "frantic exercise in 
continuing irrelevancy, nongermaneness 
and hearsay evidence." 


In a speech on the House floor. Mikva 


yesterday said Scott made an "epexeget- 
ic sesquipedalian attack1' on the Senate 
committee. An aide later said the phrase 
means "given to the use of overly long 
words" or "Agnewesque." 


"But more seriously." said Mikva, ac- 


cording to a statement released by his 
office. "(Scott) ought to worry about the 
thorough disgust of a body politic which 
does not trust Its government, its in- 
stitutions or its elected officials, with 
apparently good cause." 


"The gentleman from Pennsylvania 


ought to worry about an anti-trust policy 
that has developed arthritis either in the 
law or in its enforcement such that free 
enterprise and a competitive society 
have become terms only to be used in 


Fourth of July speeches but never to be 
implemented," he said. 


Mikva, who is Democratic candidate 


for Congress in the North Suburban 10th 
District, called for a House judiciary 
committee investigation of huge corpo- 
rate conglomerates. 


He called for passage of a House bill 


that would take responsibility for anti- 
trust enforcement out of the Justice De- 
partment, and place it in a separate 
agency. 


"THE IMPORTANCE of such concerns 


transcend the issue of who will be the 
next attorney general and perhaps even 
of who will be designating the next attor- 
ney general," Mikva said. 


"Unless there is an anti-trust policy 


which is aimed at achieving and main- 
taining a free economic society, the 
world will little note nor long remember 
who it is that followed Martha Mitchell's 
husband, as attorney general of the 
United States," he said.

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The Doctor Says: 
How Germ-Laden Is New Fallen Snow? 


by LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — How germ-laden is 


new fallen snow? My mother told me 
that a doctor told her and other mothers 
that new snow that lies overnight is full 
of gems. Are children who eat this stuff 
apt to become ill? For the sake of the 
kids and their health, tell us the truth. I 
have several grandchildren who are 
snow eaters. 


Dear Reader — There is probably not 


a single answer to your question. There 
are a lot of variables, If it is a nice, 
good, deep snow you could brush the top 
back safetly and eat the snow that is im- 
mediately underneath the crust. The 
closer the snow gets to the surface of the 
ground the more likely it is going to be 
contaminated with all the different 
germs that cover the earth. Germs do 
not propagate in frozen material. 


They like warm, moist climates and 


the ground surface comes closer to meet- 
ing these requirements. They are not 
likely to migrate upward into fairly deep 
snow, so the trick is in finding a place 
where there has been a good deep, rapid 
snow fall that is fresh. If you have had 
several sr.ow falls at different intervals 
there will be different layers of crusts 
and this snow could be contaminated. 


If one is careful and uses fresh fallen 


snow and •scoops away the top, the un- 
derlying snow can be used. Many people 
even use it to make snow ice cream. I 
have never known of anyone getting ill 
from this practice. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Four years ago I 


had a prostate gland operation. Every- 
thing is okay, but when I have sexual 
relations, I do not have an emission. The 
doctor tells me that it is not harmful. 
How come? Something must have gone 
wrong with the operation. Is there 'any 


medication I could take so I could get 
back to normal? 


Dear Reader — I think you probably 


misunderstood your doctor. What he 
meant was that the secretions flowed 
backward into' the bladder, this entire 
area of your body is a very complex en- 
gineering job. The little valve or sphinc- 
ter just outside the bladder usually must 
close off to prevent the seminal fluid 
from flowing backward into the bladder. 
This.is at the exact location of the pros- 


tate gland. Frequently when this opening 
to the large gland is reamed out for the 
common prostate gland operation, the 
valve doesn't function properly after- 
ward. The fact that the semen flows 
backward into the bladder does not cause 
any harm. There is no way that it can 
flow backward into the bloodstream. 


The lack of emission should in no way 


detract from most of your usual sensa- 
tions, however.

In the past year parts have 
come to him in movies and a dozen top 
television shows. 


Lippe is an example of what desire and 


persistence can do for a young actor in a 
town where carpenters and garbage men 
are actors. 


"I KNOW CARPENTERS and garbage 


men are actors because I kept alive by 
being both while looking for jobs," Lippe 
said. "I also worked as a day laborer 


and slept on the floor of an empty apart- 
ment." 


But, Lippe is a survivor. A native of 


New York, he is an attractive man with 
a fine physique — but swarthy skin. 


"In my movie work and in television I 


was a heavy or a degenerate," he said. 
"But 
I think Dustin 
Hoffman 
has 


changed that cliche of ethnic orientation. 


"Producers are going through the hu- 


man element now. A man with a swarthy 
skin isn't automatically evil." 


The turning point in Jonathan's career 


came with a television pilot titled "Thun- 
der Guys.'.' It never got on the air. But 


more importantly, he played a cop and it 
gave studios and producers a chance to 
see the young actor as something other 
than a menace. 


It led to better guest shots on such 


shows as "Hawaii Five-0," "Mannix," 
"Gunsmoke" and "Mission: Impossible." 


Now Lippe is the star of a new pilot, 


"Medex," a sterling silliphant story 
about the paramedical teams which are 
becoming an extension of emergency 
crews standing in for medical doctors. 


Maybe, at last, swarthy is beautiful too 


— at least for Jonathan Lippe.

SUNDAY 
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'Return To Peyton Place' Publicity Abounded 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - NBC-TV Tues- 


day Issued 11 pages of press released for 
• new program - a soap opera, "Return 
to Peyton Place," which debuts Monday 
as a daily, mid-afternoon series. 


The 11 pages probably represent a 


world's record for single-day network 
publicity for a historic event, surpassing 
the attention given to such minor hap- 
penings as moon missions and political 
conventions. 


Prom a show business viewpoint, of 


course, there is Indeed something histor- 
ic about the Peyton Place saga — its 
tremendous success in various forms, the 
slan it has spawned, the countless ac- 


tors associated with it. 


Added up, there are some fascinating 


show business facts about this remark- 
able commercial property, and many of 
them are detailed in NBC-TV's 11-page 
burst of energy, an effort that illustrates 
how much the network is counting on the 
new soap opera. 


WE ARE REMINDED, for instance, 


that everything started with one writer, 
Grace Metalious, who wrote the novel 
"Peyton Place," which chronicled, as 
NBC-TV 
succinctly 
puts 
it, "the 


frequently scandalous activities of the 
residents of a fictional New England 
town." 


Ten million copies of the book were 


sold in 1956 and 1957, according to the 
network. 


Anyway, "Peyton Place" was made 


into a movie by 20th Century-Fox which 
is also turning out the new daytime se- 
rial, and the motion picture starred Lana 
Turner, Hope Lange, Lee Phillips, Lloyd 
Nolan and Arthur Kennedy. It did well 
financially, the network notes. 


Well, to continue with history: "Peyton 


Place" arrived in prime time television 
in 1964 as a twice-weekly serial and was 
a smash for ABC-TV. As tune went on, it 
tapered off in popularity, but it ran for 
five years. 


During that period, it helped make 


stars of such newcomers as Mia Farrow 
and Ryan O'Neal, both of them big mov- 
ie names now. Another young lady who 
came to public attention in the show was 
Barbara Parkins. Others in the series in- 
cluded Dorothy Malone, Dan Duryea, 
John Kerr and George Macready, and 
for a while the show had 60 million view- 
ers a week.

The term "runaway best seller" turns 


up repeatedly in literary advertising 
without any clue as to what it means. 


IN WHAT way, I've often wondered, is 


a runaway best seller different from a 
common, ordinary, garden variety of 
best seller? And is there any such thing 
as a runaway flop? 


For a time, I assumed a runaway best 


seller was something like a runaway 
child. 


The publisher brings the book into the 


world, nutures it and gives it a good 
home, and then when it gets big enough 
to be a best seller, it runs off. 


"Hello, Missing Books Bureau? This is 


the Bombastic Blurb Publishing Co. We 
would like to report a runaway best sell- 
er. When last seen, it was wearing a 
gaudy dust jacket with a nude blonde on 
the front."

horse or a runaway locomotive.

Then I 
turned my back for a moment to check 
some order forms and the next thing I 
knew it was racing wildly ahead of the 
printing schedule.

The Issues And The Candidates 


Nine Palatine residents are running for 


election to three board seats in High 
School Dist. 211. Eight of the candidates 
have filed for a regular three-year term 
and one candidate has filed for a three- 
year term reserved for a resident from 


an unincorporated area. Interviews with 
the candidates have appeared in three 
parts, ending today. The Herald will an- 
nounce its endorsements April 5. The vot- 
ers will make their choice April 8. 


Edwin B. Johnson: 


He's Candidate Who's Satisfied 


With District's Operation-But 
There Are Changes He'd Make

Edwin B. Johnson, School Dist. 211 


board candidate, is satisfied with the 
present operation of the district because 
he believes new programs cost more 
money than the district has to spend. 


The idea of someone with an ax to 


grind or with a liberal spending policy 
being elected to the board frightens me," 
Johnson said. 


Johnson says the present board has 


done a creditable job, and if an in- 
cumbent were running for reelection he 
would not have thrown his bat in the 
ring. 


Johnson does not lack ideas, however. 


Given a little more operating capital, or 
perhaps a change in priorities, he would 
make some changes. 


HIS FIRST project would be to create 


a facility for students with behavior 
p r o b l e m s , staffed with sympathetic 
teachers and psychologists. 


"It's a shame to suspend a student and 


ruin his life because of a few incidents," 
Johnson said. "On the other hand, you 
can't let a student with a behavior prob- 
lem disrupt a class," 


Students, according to Johnson, ought 


to let the board and administration know 
how they feel. He favors-a non-voting 
student member on the board of educa- 
tion. 


In the classroom, Johnson says stu- 


dents should do some independent study- 
ing. But, he added classes must have 
structure because living within a struc- 
ture is part of the learning process. 


More technology in the classroom also 


should be a priority item, Johnson be- 
lieves. He feels TV lectures and demon- 
strations fan be a great help to class- 
room teachers. 


"Of course the teacher is the most im- 


portant part of the classroom," Johnson 
said, "We need teachers with under- 
standing who can identify with stu- 
dents." 


JOHNSON LOOKS at the school dis- 


trict's budget through the eyes of a busi- 
nessman. He is the president of Under- 
writers Service Agency, an insurance 
consulting firm. 


Good sense and a tight belt are needed 


to face today's school expenses, 
said 


Johnson. He sees more and more state 
aid to local schools down the road to pay 
for expanding programs. 


"We can't kid ourselves," Johnson 


said. "As we get more and more state 
aid, we are going to get more and more 
state control. And I'll fight it." 


With the coming of state control of lo- 


cal schools, Johnson thinks richer school 
districts will become poorer. 


"Rather than upgrading the poorer 


schools, I think good schools will be 
brought down if we have .state control," 
Johnson said. 


As for countywide busing, he is very 


much against it. "People moved to this 
area partly because of the schools," 
Johnson said. "While I have no objection 
to a plan that would let disadvantage*! 
come into our system, I think it would be 
a tragedy to bus our children into poorer 
schools." 


In the same way that the state would 


c o n t r o l money allocated to public 
schools, Johnson says parochial schools 
will have to accept public control if they 
receive any public funds. 


"Let's be realistic. No one's going to 


just give money away without some 
strings attached," Johnson said.

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Boyd Saum: 


Parent, Taxpayer, Educator And Board Member- 


Ex-Dist. 214 Administrator Seeks Fourth Role 


Raymond J. Barber

If elected to the High School Dist. 211 


board, Boyd Saum will look at school af- 
fairs from two angles: as a member of 
the board he will be standing on the out- 
side, and as a Dist. 214 administrator he 
will be standing on the inside. 


In fact, as director of student activities 


at Dist. 214's Hersey High School, Saum 
plans to play many roles: board mem- 
ber, educator, parent and taxpayer. He 
says he hopes he can be fair to all ele- 
ments of the community. 


Saum's decision to run for a board seat 


wasn't a half-hearted one. He moved to 
Palatine five years ago, expressly with 
the school board in mind. He says he 
waited until now to file because he want- 
ed, to gain more experience before mak- 
ing a bid for the board. 


"I'm ready now," said Saum, "be- 


cause I've added ZVz years as an admin- 
istrator to my teaching experience." 


If he wins, he will have a chance for 


the first time in 11 years of school em- 
ployment to have a ruling voice in school 
policy. He says there are "some things I 
would like to see done differently." 


SAUM ENVISIONS himself as a re- 


source person sitting on the school board 
with special insights enabling him to ask 
the right questions. "By not having an 
educator on the board the public is over- 
looking a valuable source of informa- 
tion," said Saum. 


Will Saum be prejudiced by his educa- 


tor role? He says not. "I'm also a tax- 
payer and a parent. My experience in 
Dist. 214 should work for me, not against 
me." 


Speaking as a parent, Saum said he 


would like to see the Dist. 211 board be 
less arbitrary in drawing boundaries. 
Speaking as a taxpayer, he said he would 
like to see the board concentrate review 
on major expenditures, not petty ones. 
.And speaking as an educator, Saum said 
he would like to see the board use an 
extra dash of discretion when it comes to 
curriculum cutbacks. 


Saum is concerned about these issues, 


but he saves his real enthusiasm for 
projects like the 12-month school year 
and district consolidation. 


A 12-month school year, says Saum, is 


the best not only for the students but also 
for the taxpayers. "It will cut back on 
the cost of constructing new schools. And 


it will give the students a two-week 
break after every 45 days. They can't 
slough off with a program that concen- 
trated." 


Before implementing a 12-month school 


year, the district should get together 
with the elementary districts and poll the 
parents, says Saum. 


THE BENEFITS OF district consoli- 


dation are mainly educational in Saum's 
eyes. He says combining elementary dis- 
tricts with a high school district will pro- 
vide continuity of curriculum programs. 
He admits there would be problems in 
the actual mechanics of the consolidation 
but he thinks it is worth it. 


Saum takes a more cautious approach 


when it comes to innovations like inde- 
pendent study, individualized instruction 
and early graduation. He believes inde- 
pendent study is permissible as long as it 
is reserved for the older, more respon- 
sible students. 
\ 


Individualized instruction is best suited 


for the slow or fast learner, according to 
Saum. He leans toward the more tradi- 
tional group instruction set up for the 
majority of the students. 


When it comes to early graduation, 


Saum draws the line. He says, "I would 
much rather see a student graduate from 
college in three years than high school. 
He can always take college courses in 
his last year in high school. 


SAUM IS VERY protective of local in- 


terests and is willing to put them before ' 
state or national concerns. For example, 
he protests tunneling suburban revenue 
into the city to upgrade poor quality 
schools. And he is against suburban-city 
busing. The ghetto schools? He has no 
lutions to their problems. 


Recent court rulings declaring local 


property tax support of schools uncon- 
stitutional bother Saum. If it gets to the 
point where almost all school revenue 
comes from the government, Saum 
would like to keep an option open for lo- 
cal taxation. "If residents are willing to 
pay more for extras, they should be 
allowed to." 


Not only should local revenue not be 


shared with ghetto schools, it should not 
be shared with private schools, says 
Saum. He believes parents who want 
their children to go to a private school 
should pay for it. 


"I feel strongly about the separation of 


church and state." 


Raymond /. Barber: 


'People-Believer,' Take-Charge Guy, Business 


Acumen Are Qualities He Hopes To Demonstrate

With a budget already greater than $8 


million and constantly increasing, the op- 
eration of Dist. 211 has become a big 
business and could use a board member 
with a big business background, says one 
school board candidate. 


And that's why Raymond J. Barber be- 


lieves he is suited for one of the two va- 
cant board seats. A resident of Palatine 
for five years, he is president of Borg- 
Warner Acceptance Canada, Ltd., and 
vice president of the conglomerate's U.S. 
counterpart. 


A self-assured man who is comfortable 


taking over the controls, Barber said his 
professional backgorund in budgeting 
and personnel would be an asset to the 
school board. 


But he doesn't think that he, or other 


members of the board, could — or should 
— be completely on their own in making 
decisions. 


"I'M A PEOPLE-believer," Barber 


said. "I don't think onfi man can do it." 
He advocated forming citizens' com- 
mittees to research specific topics and to 
make recommendations for appropriate 
action to the school board. 


He gave as an example the drug prob- 


lem among students. "We have a general 
responsibility during those four years of 
high school to provide the best in almost 
everything that affects each student as a 
citizen," Barber said. "I don't think you 
can sit as board members and discuss 
curriculum and teachers and ignore oth- 
er areas." 


As another possible area for research, 


he suggested new revenue sources. Bar- 
ber's own fcling on that is to "do what 
business does," by obtaining funds 
through bond sales or government loans. 


Other topics that a citizens' group 


could explore, Barber said, would in- 
clude "any issue that would involve mon- 
ey or create a controversy." 


While he indicated that a citizens' com- 


mittee would be used solely in an adviso- 
ry capacity, Barber said, "I think the 
school board can be made more effective 
if people tell the board what to do rather 
than the board telling the people." 


He said the school board should be ac- 


cessible to "any citizen — whether a stu- 
dent or a 90-year-old widow" and said he 
favored taking polls of Dist. 211 residents 
on major issues to inform the board of 
their feelings. 


BARBER SAID HE sees the board's 


responsibility as twofold — to represent 
the people living in the district and to 
serve as a check-and-balance factor be- 
tween those taxpayers and the school ad- 
ministration. 


He also advocated greater liaison be- 


tween the schools and other taxing dis- 
tricts, such as village governments and 
park boards. 


"Now, as I understand it, there's a 


complete lack of communication," he 
said. 


Barber said he would like to see the 


village board pass an ordinance requir- 
ing developers of subdivisions to donate 
land in that area for a school site, anl 
also to provide construction at "a reason- 
able rate." 


He favored the proposed cooperation 


between Dist. 211 and the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District for the construction 
of a swimming pool at Hoffman Estates 
High School. 


"THERE IS A need for schools to be- 


come public facilities rather than the pri- 
vate domain of some administration offi- 
cials," Barber said. With proper super- 
vision and planning, he suggested, 
schools could be used for recreation or 
civic meetings by groups not affiliated 
with the schools. 


When he was president of the Reseda 


Homeowners Association last year, Bar- 
ber said, the grup met in a local savings 
and loan institution because the nearby 
school was inaccessible. 


On student matters, Barber said he be- 


lieves: 


—More vocational training should be 


available. 


—Free time should be dependent on 


the individual case. ("I don't think we 
can just give a kid a carte blanche"). 


—Discipline should give the alleged of- 


fender "every benefit of the doubt." 


For the teachers: "There's no doubt" 


the school board should pay top wages to 
attract top teachers; tenure is "out- 
moded," and unions should "weed out 
the dead wood" on their own rather than 
automatically protecting all members, 
whether good teachers or bad. He also 
believes the school board should become 
more involved in the selection of faculty. 


While Barber contends "there isn't a 


budget put together — whether business, 
government or schools — that doesn't 
have a certain amount of fat in it," he 
considers staff salaries "one of the worst 
places to cut expenses. 


"You can have the best buildings and 


the best programs but if you don't have 
the people to implement them it's no 
good," he said. 


"It's still a people business, and you 


get what you pay for."

Fremd, St. Viator Could Be Tough Again 
Area Baseball Champs Await 
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Mike Owens — Former Wheeling Coach Faces A Decision 


MIKE OWENS HAS never backed 


away from a coaching challenge. 


He took a faltering basketball program 


at Peoria Limestone High School and 
molded the varsity into a big 2l-game 
winner in just two years. 


He was the first basketball coach at 


Wheeling High School, and he built the 
Wildcats into a big winner in just three 
years, finishing with 36 victories in his 
last 47 games as head man. 


Challenges don't scare Mike Owens. He 


has always thrived on the most demand- 
ing assignments, but he's a realist too. 
. He knows you must be patient in building 
a basketball program, but he also knows 
you must put limits on that patience. 


You can't wait forever to see results. 
It you don't see any progress, you 


must evaluate the entire situation, your 
own 
position, and make whatever 


changes are necessary. 


Mike Owens has decided to make a 


change. He resigned last Friday as the 
assistant basketball coach at North- 
western University. 
Don't misinterpret this decision. He's not 
backing away from a challenge, He's 
not the head man anil certainly not that 
free to make policy. The major challenge 
rests with the head coach, as it should. 


But Owens is someone who wants to 


see progress. He waited three years. 
Mike just finished his third year as chief 
assistant to head coach Brad Snyder at 
Northwestern. The Wildcats were 9-15, 
7-13. and 548 in that period. 


That's not progress, 
and it's dis- 


turbing to someone who loves the game 
of basketball, someone who understands 
the frustrations in building a solid pro- 
gram and the satisfaction that comes 
with producing a winner. 


"Yes. 1 was disappointed in our pro- 


gram at Northwestern." Owens, an Ar- 
lington Heights resident, said this week. 
"We just weren't accomplishing any- 
thing. I just felt that I would be better 
off to make a move now. whether it be in 
sales work or in coaching." 


Owens conveys the feeling that he real- 


ly wants to stay in coaching. He admit- 
tedly doesn't know what he Is going to 
do, but he is considering several possi- 
bilities. 


"It's just a matter of reaching a deci- 


sion." lie says, "but I don't want to make 
a hasty decision. There is a chance of 
working for a sporting goods dealer, 
something I know I would enjoy, but 
there are also some coaching possi- 
downstate in high school and a couple 
college jobs, 


"1 honestly don't know what I'll do 


now. If I decide to stay in the area, I'll 
.probably go into the sporting goods busi- 
ness, but if I'm going to conch, I know 
we'd be moving out of the area. If I do 
stay in coaching. I really think the high 
school jobs are more appealing." 


Owens, who was approached by North- 


western after turning in such a remark- 
able eoaching job at Wheeling, doesn't 
regret hi« three years at the Big Ten 
school. 


"Sure, it's easy now to look back and 


say 1 made a mistake, that I shouldn't 
have made the move," he says. "But I 
enjoyed It. I gained a lot from the experi- 
ence. A lot of people don't get the oppor- 
tunity to coach in college, and I think It's 
helped me. Northwestern is a fine school. 


"I do think you get so much more sat- 


isfaction out of helping a high school kid, 
particularly during that junior and senior 
year when you can see so much change. 
In college the improvement can still 
come but the kids have leveled off more 
and you don't see that much of it. 


"High school boys are more recep- 


tive," Owens continued. "He understands 
that he just doesn't know the game that 
well, and he wants to learn. The boys in 
college hae been recruited, they've been 
told by their high school coaches they're 
the best. As a coach in college, you 
sometimes have to prove to him that you 
do know the game, that you are the per- 
son he should listen to. 


"I enjoyed my association with all the 


kids. I think back to the Donnie Wrights 
and Carl Frickes and Jack Bastables at 
Wheeling and know they made it so satis- 
fying to be a coach, whether I ever coach 
another guy or not. They responded, I 
think they gained from it, the school 
gained. I just talked to Don last week 
and he's interested in becoming a coach 
now." 


Mike Owens lias to make a decision, 


and it will be a difficult one. It will be 
particularly difficult if he seriously con- 
siders leaving basketball. 


He's been a major basketball name in 


this state since he bolted into prominence 
as a regular on the Galesburg High 
School team that advanced to the 
quarter-finals of the state meet in 1955, 
losing to Elgin 66-64. 


The next year Galesburg took a 26-2 


mark into the Super-Sectional against the 
defending state 
champion Rockford. 


Rockford's Nolden Gentry stuffed in a 
rebound in a sudden death overtime and 
Galesburg went to the sidelines by the 
same 66-64 score. 


During Owens' three-year college ca- 


reer as a starting varsity guard, Bradley 
compiled a 73-12 record and won the NIT 
championship in 1960. Owens was named 
the most valuable player in the NIT over 
Bradley teammates Chet Walker, now 
with the Chicago Bulls, and Bobby Joe 
Mason, now with the Globetrotters. 


Mike played professional baseball in 


the Pittsburgh Pirates organization, but 
a knee injury halted that career. He took 
the head basketball job at Peoria Limes- 
tone, a weak sister in the Peoria area, 
and went with a youth movement, finish- 
ing with a 9-16 record in his first season. 
The next year Limestone went 21-6, 


Owens Came to a new school, Wheel- 


ing, and soon had a winner. His teams 
finished with marks of 1-19, 5-17, 11-10, 
17-5, and 19-li. He was the builder of a 
basketball program that continues very 
formidable today, 


That's progress, That's the kind of 


progress Mike Owens hoped to see at 
Northwestern. 


Should he stay in coaching? 
He loves the game, of course. He lov«s 


the experience of producing a winner. He 
knows that coaching requires a constant 
creativity and the kind of exhaustive 
emotional commitment that can very ra- 
pidly drain a man. 


"I can't see doing anything unless you 


intend to do it well," he says. 


Whether Mike Owens decides to step 


out of coaching permanently or stay an- 
other 10 or 20 years is a tough decision. 


But he is the only one that can make it 


and make it he must.

The championship tournament will get 


underway Monday night, April 24, at

Liberty Bell Park in Philadelphia Satur- 
day night, May 6. 


In between the world drivers will com- 


pete at Painesville Raceway, Cleveland, 
April 25; Vernon Downs, Vernon, N. Y., 
April 27; Mountain Laurel (The Mead- 
ows), Washington, Pa., April 28; Green- 
wood Raceway, Toronto, April 29; Blue 
Bonnets, Montreal, Quebec, April 30;

3; Atlantic City Raceway at Freehold, 
N.J., May 4; and Saratoga 
Harness 


Racing, Saratoga Springs, N Y., May 5 
A minimum of three races will be schad- 
uled at each stop, with the drivers guid- 
ing locally-owned and trained horses at 
each track.

National Pastime Is A Losing 
Proposition For Baseball Maker 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


PHOENIX, Ariz. — (NBA) - And all 


the time you thought a baseball was as 
American as apple pie. Why, it's not 
even American any more. 


Major league baseballs are now being 


manufactured outside the continental 
United States. In Haiti, to be exact. 


That's because Spalding, the sole sup- 


plier for both the American and National 
Leagues since time immemorial, has 
been losing more than $200,000 a year for 
the prestige of fabricating championship 
baseballs. 


This was revealed to me exclusively in 


an atmosphere as hush-hush as an ITT 
pledge. 


"Bleep the prestige," said Duke Zilber, 


super salesman at Spalding bails for the 
last IT years, as he hauled cartons of 
Haitian-made spheroids out of his car 
next to the ball park. They're ex- 
perimental baseballs which have been 
slipped surreptitiously into spring train- 
ing games to see if the ball players 
notice any difference. 


Last year, already, baseballs were pro- 


duced in Puerto Rico and rising costs 
even there have forced them deeper into 
the Caribbean. No longer can the com- 
pany afford to have little old ladies in 
Chicopee, Mass., ancestral home of the 
baseball, meticulously stitching horse- 
hide covers with red thread. 


Two years ago, Spalding was absorbed 


by Questor, an industrial conglomerate 
which is more tuned in to profit-and-Ioss 
statements than to the glory of manufac- 
turing baseballs. Headquarters has been 
much more impressed by the escalating 
market for tennis balls. 


Secretly, they say, they wouldn't even 


mind dropping the whole baseball bit, ex- 
cept that Spalding's contract as the ex- 
clusive maker of major league balls has 
six more years to run. 


Here are the cold figures behind the 


making of a baseball: 


•The manufacturing cost for a dozen

baseballs of big league caliber is $23. 
They've never been able to mechanize 
the stitching process — it's still done la- 
boriously by hand. 


• Each major league team pays only 


$22 a dozen, or a dollar below cost. "The 
more we well," Zilber shook his head, 
"the more we lose." 


• An average of 1,200 dozen baseballs 


annually is used by each of the 24 teams 
in the major leagues (for lazy mathema- 
ticians, that's a total of 345,600 base- 
balls). 


• Now get this — each team gets the 


first 350 dozen baseballs free from Spald- 
ing, which in return gets the "prestige" 
of making them. At the domestic manu- 
facturing cost, that totals up to a "gift" 
of $193,200. 


"The 
baseball people," said Zilber, 


who was once a minor league executive, 
"have to wake up. They're living in to- 
day's world. People don't give a bleep if 
we make championship baseballs. They 
want to know how much it costs." 


And so to Haiti with a cheaper labor 


market. A direct appeal is also being 
made to AL> President Joe Cronin and 
ML President Chub Feeney to amend the 
current contract. 


"Thank God," sighed Zilber, "for the 


Little Leagues. Without them we'd be 
dead." That's because they'll pay the 
straight wholesale price for baseballs, 
which have a slim mark-up of $2 per doz- 
en. 


Ironically, the other major manufac- 


turers of baseballs, Wilson, Rawlings and 
MacGregor — do better than Spalding in 
this area because they're -not giving 
away that huge chunk of free baseballs, 
even if they can't brag that Henry Aa- 
ron's whaling away at Babe Ruth's home 
run record with their product. 


And now the very root of baseball tra- 


dition is being threatened. The demise of 
the horsehide as a covering for the ball 
is imminent, as soon as technology pro- 
duces a substitute. 


"You can't get the right kind of horse- 


hide in this country," said Zilber. "We 
have to go to Paris to buy it. And the 
cost is going up there tremendously be- 
cause the Italian and French clothes de- 
signers are buying up all the horsehide 
for those leather coats and stuff." 


Come to think of it, Sophia Loren in 


stitched horsehide doesn't demean the 
product, even if it isn't stamped "Made 
in the U.S.A."

Palatine Is Still Strong

Palatine's track team this spring ap- 


pears to have almost everything a win- 
ner needs except for one item — luck. 


Injuries to two key boys during the Pi- 


rates' extensive indoor season {it started 
Feb. 3, before any other area team) are 
the only factor casting a doubt on the 
possibility of an outstanding season.

Education Of A White Southerner 


(First of Two Belated Articles) 


by IRA BERKOW 


VERO BEACH. Kla, - (NEA) - 


Twenty-five years ago this spring, Fred 
(Okie) Walker and Five other Brooklyn 
Dodgers said no. they wouldn't play with 
no Negro. And they went to Branch Rick- 
ey, president of the Dodgers. 


Rickey told them that rookie Jackie 


Robinson, who would break the big 
league color barrier, was going to play 
with the Dodgers "and that was that." 


Walker, a ,300-hitting outfielder, stayed 


that season. And he and Robinson helped 
the Dodgers win the 1947 National 
League pennant. 


Now 61 years old, b.ildlsli, wllh courtly 


Southern manners and a mild Alabama 
drawl, Dixie Walker Is the batting coach 
here in the Dodgers' spring training 
camp, tic sat in the stands in uniform, 
without cap In the Florida sun, watched 
an inirasquad game and recalled the 
past. 


"My attitude has changed over the 


years,1' said Walker, huskily. He pulled 
out a large bag of cough drops from his 
back pocket offered a reporter one, then 
took one for himself. "I feel like I've 
learned. 


"You associate with N'egro players, as 


a manager and a coach, day in and day 
out. and you get to know them. Like you 
do white players." 


Before this, though, Walker said he 


had harbored many of the racial prej- 
udices of that earlier time. He had ac- 
cepted such notions as a black player not 
having "guts enough" to play in the ma- 
jor leagues. "We know that that's a farce 
if ever there was one," said Walker. 


Walker says there was great pressure 


on him from back home in Birmingham, 
Ala., not to play with Robinson: "I didn't 
know if they would spit on me or not. 
And it was no secret that I was worried 
about my business. I had a hardware 
and sporting goods store back home." 


Early in the season Judge Samuel Lei- 


bowitz of Brooklyn, playing peacemaker, 
asked Walker to pose with Robinson for 
a newspaper photo, Walker refused. He 
was reading letters that already called 
him "nigger lover." "The Judge was a 
friend of mine, and a friend of Jackie's," 
said Walker. "I said, 'Judge, use com- 
mon sense. You were down in Alabama a 
few years ago defending those five black 
boys who were accused of raping two 
white girls. You know what those people 
are thinkin' down South. You got to pic- 
ture that to know my predicament.'" 


Another Southerner on the Dodgers, 


Pee Wee Reese of Louisville, Ky., did 
take a stand for Robinson. On the field 
Reese would go out of his way to stand 
and talk to Robinson — even when there 
were letters threatening to shoot Robin- 
son (and anyone near him) from the 


stands. 


"Pee 
Wee was 100 per cent cou- 


rageous," said Walker. "But at the time 
I had to do what my own mind dictated." 


Walker did not totally ignore Robinson. 


Robinson has said that one of the most 
important moments in his baseball life 
was when Dixie Walker gave him a bat- 
ting tip. 


"I remember it well," said Walker. "It 


was early in that first season. Jackie 
was having a problem at the plate. I saw 
something. And I went to him one morn- 
ing when he was on the rubbing table 
and told him. It was just a suggestion. I 
th;uk it worked." 


Robinson said that Walker's interest, 


even more than the tip itself, made a 
great difference in his feeling of accept- 
ance on the team. 


"I saw things in this light," said Walk- 


er. "When you're on a team, you got to 
pull together to win." 


Walker said he began to respect Robin- 


son when he saw how the black man han- 
dled "all that guff." 


"God knows how many times he was 


thrown at, how many times he was hit, 
said Walker. "We all got thrown at, but 
some of them pitchers carried it to ex- 
tremes with Jackie. But he showed back- 
bone. I never seen anyone who could get 
that elbow up as fast tn keep the pitch 
front his head. The man could take care 
of himself." 


Walker and Robinson occasionally run 


into each other today. "I'm as friendly 
with Robinson as I am with any of the 


boys now. We're not on what you might 
call a buddy-buddy basis, to be frank 
about it, but we stand and talk for five 
or ten minutes. I've grown and Jackie 
knows it. And he's grown, too." 


Some of Walker's maturation, he says, 


came when he managed the Houston mi- 
nor league club in the 1950s: "I found 
that colored players are excellent athlet- 
es—a lot of 'em — and that they have a 
real good sense of humor. They can loo- 
sen a team in the clubhouse when the 
pressure's on." 


"A lot of pcoplclikc myself had a lot to 


learn," said Walker, pulling out another 
cough drop. "And things arc changing. 
Look at Birmingham. A few years ago 
there was Bull Connor and his dogs chas- 
ing colored people. Now we've got a good 
mayor named Seibcls and we're handlin' 
the racial situation as good as anyone in 
the country." 


Walker says some of the finest people 


he knows now are blacks. Such as Manny 
Mota and Felipe Alou. And one of the 
most astute baseball people he's ever 
known is Maury Wills. "Wills is aggres- 
sive, very intelligent and a leader. He'd 
make a great manager." 


Does this mean, then, that if Walker 


owned a baseball team he would hire 
Wills as manager? 


"I didn't say that!" said Walker. "I 


said Wills would be a great manager. I 
didn't say I'd hire him. That would be a 
first. And that's a whole different thing."

From a basement workshop to a 23,000 


square foot building. 


From a subscription list of 400 to 


250,000 subscribers in the United States, 
Canada and countries around the world. 


From a mimeographed sheet to a slick 


magazine 
— professionally created, 


printed and distributed. 


Pack-O-Fun 
magazine, a household 


word with scout leaders, Sunday School, 
elementary and nursery school teachers 
and craft-minded people, has undergone 
a few changes in the past 20 years. 


"We never intended to get into the 


business," smiled Edna Clapper who, 
along with her husband, John, edits and 
publishes the craft magazine. "I was a 
nurse, John was an engineer. Pack- 
O-Fun began when we were working with 
our kids in scouts and Bluebirds. We 
were just using throw-aways for the proj- 
ects we made and always had more mon- 
ey than other leaders who were buying 
things." 


THE CLAPPERS DECIDED to share 


their knowledge and began producing a 
mimeographed guide of how to make 
crafts from throw-aways. They rounded 
up the names of 400 people who worked 
with young people and sent out their first 
edition which they printed in their base- 
ment and "bound" on the family sewing 
machine. 


Edna was the idea man; John took 


care of practical things like printing. 
They have continued to work as a team 
to this day. Now Edna is editor with a 
staff of editorial people and artists; John 
is publisher with a modern computer sys- 
tem handling figures. 


"He is the publisher; I am the editor," 


says Edna. 


"I am the brains; she is the boss," 


John corrects. 


Their circulation doubled almost im- 


mediately, then redoubled and doubled 
again. The monthly issues poured out of 
the basement, ideas flamed from Edna's 
creative mind, an employe was added to 
help with the mailing and then the inevi- 
table happened — Pack-O-Fun moved 
from the basement to a building and be- 
came a full-time job for the Clappers. 


GROWTH CONTINUED as subscrip- 


tions poured in forcing two more moves 
for Clapper Publishing Co. into still larg- 
er quarters. 


Today, they publish 10 Pack-O-Fun 


magazines a year, have put out 20 craft 
books and are going to publish another 12 
books this year. 


"We use about 100 craft ideas a month 


— that's a thousand a year — and have 
already published about 20,000 different 
craft ideas," Edna said. "We are now 
compiling those ideas into topical books 
such as plastic foam crafts or match 
stick and toothpick crafts." 


AH of the crafts that appear in Pack- 


O-Fun use scraps, throw-away or in- 
expensive materials. Many people have 
launched their own careers making a 
specific craft they found i 


and excitedly report their success to the 
Clappers. 


Ideas for the crafts come from the 


three artists on the staff. "I've got clever 
enough people bringing in ideas that I 
act as a guide now," Edna said. "I read 
every piece of copy before it goes into 
the magazine and am in on all of the 
planning. 


"WE DON'T PUBLISH during July 


and August so we spend those two 
months brainstorming — working on 
ideas for the entire year. During the 
summer we have time to experiment." 


To Pack-O-Fun artists an "art me- 


dium" can mean aluminum cans, discs, 
foil and containers, apples, pudding 
boxes, bread bags, string that's "too 
short" or Christmas cards. 


"Scraps have really changed in the 


last 20 years — especially since the ad- 
vent of plastic and foil," Edna said. 
"Even with basic materials, shapes have 
changed. You don't see the key-opened 
can much anymore. And now scraps are 
so much more colorful." 


The Clappers are continuing to expand 


their company. Through 
Pack-O-Fun 


they sell supplies to individuals and some 
stores; patterns for plaques, seed pic- 
tures, string pictures, etc.; craft books 
they have published and about 100 books 
from other publishers; and kits they 
have created. 


"EVERY KIT IS put together before it 


is sold to make sure it works. Every 
craft is made before it is printed so we 
are sure it can be done," Edna said. 


The Arlington Heights residents are 


moving into another area of the in- 
expensive craft business. They are work- 
ing with J. C. Penney Co. on a promotion 
project on bandana fashions created by 
Clapper Publishing Co. 


They also hope to work with other 


companies interested 
in crafty pre- 


miums. "We could create a booklet for 
pop companies on 'what to do with bottle 
caps' that could be distributed as a pre- 
mium," Edna explained. 


As the business "grows so does the pres- 


sure'on John and Edna Clapper. They 
moved from Park Ridge, first to Har- 
rington and then to Arlington Heights, to 
"learn how to weekend" and prevent 
themselves from spending seven days a 
week at the company. 


"As we've grown we've faced a great- 


er responsibility — both to our sub- 
scribers and our employes. It was more 
fun when it was just the two of us," 
Edna said. 


But despite the fact that some of the 


fun has gone out of their business of 
bringing fun to others, John and Edna 
greet each weekly computerized state- 
ment with pride at their success. 


"Each time we've moved into a bigger 


building we've floated around in the 
space at first, but then we've filled it up 
and had to move on. Now we've got all of 
this room and look how it's filling up," 
Edna smiles — perhaps with her eye on 
tb» f rrtwu.

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T. Rex is a monster group that has 


already devoured England — four No. 1 
songs out of five last year, sales of four 
million-odd records and more than four 
per cent of the entire British market. 


Now the group is ready to devour 


America and their second album re- 
leased in this country, "Electric War- 
. rler" (Reprise RS 6466), is the means to 
bring the nation to submission. 


It's rock 'n' roll all the way — simple 


enough at times to remind one of Chuck 
Berry, direct enough to remind one of 
the Rolling Stones and with the appeal of 
the Beatles' early work. 


But although one is reminded of all 


these early greats, the music played by 
T. Rex is no mere imitation. Writer 
Mark Bolan, also lead singer, guitarist 
and rock's next superstar, gives his 
songs an intonation and inflection that is 
all his own. He vocally transcends the 
earlier rock style and lyrically mixes pa- 
leontology, medieval lore, cosmology and 
mysticism. 


If this sounds too high-handed, it 


shouldn't. Primarily because the most 
accurate description I've heard of Bo- 
lan's earthy style Is rape rock. For ex- 
ample, the album's hit single, "Get It On 
(Bang a Gong)," has lyrics that are both 
sexually explicit and yet obtuse in other 
ways: "You're built like a car/You got a 
hubcap/Diamond star halo." 


"Planet Queen" again carries the se- 


xual references, this time mixed with 
cosmology: "Well it's all right/Love is 
what you want/Flying saucer take me 
away/Give me your daughter." 


Even better than "Get It On" is the 


track called "Cosmic Dancer," which is 
the best rock song I've heard so far this 
year. The song is imbued with an aura of 
mystery, heightened by the soft vocal be- 
fore the steady drums, flugel horn and 
strings. The lyrics are compelling, mov- 
ing one to involvement with the music: 
"I danced myself right out the womb/Is 
it strange to dance so soon?" 


Another great song is "Mambo Sun" 


which again features a steady, driving 
beat. It is also a prime example of Bolan 
when he most turns on an audience. 
Grunts, groans and screams. Lyrics put 
together as phrases — each good but 
with no coherent whole over than the 
beat. It's a mystical spell to enchant the 
listener. 


It seems incredible that a group this 


good could go unnoticed for so long by 
this country, T. Rex is one of the best, as 
is "Electric Warrior."

Tammy Wynette is a singer of such 


strength that she can rescue almost any 
song. Unfortunately, such rescue is what 
is most often needed in "Bedtime Story" 
(Epic KE 31285). 


Most of the songs in the album are the 


all too typical soft country ballads of 
love, being close and "that man I love 
even though he doesn't deserve love or 
me" type. There are the mandatory 
gently weeping guitars haunting the 
background and the lush chorus that 
seems to float (although too near the 
mikes at times). In most instances the 
chorus is the Jordanaires.. 


When songs get in a groove like that, 


they begin to sound alike and that puts 
me to sleep. Maybe that's appropriate 
considering the album title, but it seems 
a shame. 


There are three songs in the album 


that seemed different from the rest, and 
therefore appealing. They are "Bedtime 
Story," "Tonight My Baby's Coming 
Home" and "Reach Out Your Hand." Af- 
ter listening to the album, I looked to see 
who wrote the songs. 


It has to be more than coincidence that 


all three (and no others included) had 
been co-authored by the album's produc- 
er, Billy Sherrill. No wonder he has been 
called a genius. Sherrill, by the way, is 
the Nashville producer 
for Colum- 


bia/Epic Records and is responsible for 
the work of some 50 different singers 
who record there. 


His songs and Miss Wynette's singing 


are ideally suited for each other.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - Mary Ann 


Heym Is a third-year student at the 
Juilliard School for the Performing Arts 
in New York. The school Is considered by 
many to be the best of its kind in the 
country. Mary Ann plans to be a concert 
pianist. She Is 23 and has been playing 
the piano since she was 5. Before coming 
to Juiiliard, Mary Ann studied at Oberlin 
College in Ohio and at the Manhattan 
School of Music in New York. 


It took her two years and two auditions 


(not untypical for students seeking ad- 
mission to Juiiliard) to get in. It takes 
$2,000 a year in tuition and fees and six 
hours of piano practice a day to keep her 
there. 


She worked for a year to earn enough 


money to attend the school, and she con- 
tinues to work as a secretary every sum- 
mer to support herself. While in school, 
she gives piano lessons to make extra 
money. She struggles. 


Shy? 


"CHILDREN OFTEN dream wonder- 


ful dreams about life as an adult," Mary 
Ann said. "Many children give up those 
dreams as they get older. I didn't. I've 
learned there doesn't have to be a con- 
flict between the ideal and the practical 
— between what you want and what you 
get. The knowledge has helped me main- 


tain the courage to realize my dreams." 


Some people gain inspiration from a 


sunset. Mary Ann is inspired by the in- 
strument she plays. 


"More precious to me than playing is 


the sight of a piano alone on a lighted 
stage," she explained. "It is sacred to 
me. It is the idea of a performance: so 
full of promise. At its best, it is a time 
when life is all I want it to be: exciting, 
challenging, and beautiful." 


To reach the excitement, challenge and 


beauty, she works. Accepted at Manhat- 
tan School of Music, she kept trying for 
Juiiliard. "Manhattan," she says, as only 
a Juiiliard student can say it, "is full of 
Juiiliard rejects." 


MARY ANN takes private lessons from 


Madama Ilona Kabos, a woman who con- 
certized herself for many years and has 
been called by other pianists their "third 
ear" because of her ability to analyze 
how a piece should be played. Madame 
charges her students $50 an hour for les- 
sons — a not untypical rate for teachers 
instructing would-be professionals. 


When Mary Ann first auditioned for 


Madame Kabos, the teacher said, "If you 
work hard, I might take you, at the end 
of a few weeks. 


At the end of a few weeks, she said, "I 


might take you a£ the end of the semes- 
ter." 


Finally, she accepted Mary Ann, as a 


borderline case.

borderline or not, is an achievement. 
When asked how she selects her stu- 
dents, she says, "Simple. If two students 
come to me and one has talent and one 
has not — I take the talented one." 


AT THE END of her first year, Mary 


Ann had her exam. The exam for per- 
forming arts students at Juiiliard is a 
performance for a jury of several faculty 
members. For a pianist, four or five 
pieces are required, one from each ma- 
jor area: classical, baroque, romantic 
and contemporary (20th century). At the 
end of her exam/performance, Madame 
Kabos nodded smilingly at Mary Ann. 
"She has improved," she said. 


Madame Kabos is a tiny, 60-plus Hun- 


garian who has the dominating — and 
totally charming — presence of a Gabor. 
Her thickly accented contralto voice al- 
ternately purrs and growls as she works 
with students. She kisses them affec- 
tionately on either cheek —they are her 
"children." She berates them ferociously 
if they give less than their best perform- 
ance. 


MOSTLY, SHE worries about their fu- 


ture. Enrollment at music schools is in- 
creasing, while jobs are dwindling. 
Where will these students go when they 
graduate? 


"There are no chances for new pia- 


nists," she said. "There are about one 
thousand times as many pianists as are 
needed today. There are only about 100 
piano soloists in the world who make 
their living by playing. In other in- 
struments, it is much less. In violin it is 
about 10. 


"Sometimes I feel guilty turning out so 


many pianists and heaven knows how 
many will succeed. Whether one suc- 
ceeds is a matter of talent and of luck. 


"All of my children make a career. 


Some have an international success, but 
now... it's difficult." 


Dick Cavett Show bandleader Bobby 


Rosengarden, who holds music clinics at 
schools across the country, explained 
what kind of future the music industry 
holds for its students: 


"IF A PERSON wants to be a musi- 


cian now, he'd better be damned good," 
he said. "There is no room for the me- 
diocre. When I talk to kids at schools, 
and they ask me how they can become 
as successful as I am, the first thing I do 
is ask them if they really want it. They 
always say yes. Then I tell them it takes 
a lot of practice — all the cliche advice 
that happens to be true.' 


"But I finish by telling them: "The 


minute you join the musicians union and 
come to any big city, you're in com- 
petition with me for jobs. Why should a 
producer hire you if he can get me?' 


"That's what the situation is all about. 


If it is tough for an established musician 
to get jobs, how can he pass any along to 
newcomers?" 


"For established concert artists," said 


Madame Kabos, "there is work. For new 
artists, the future is uncertain." 


"I want to concertize," said Mary Ann. 


"But I won't be able to if I can't get the 
backers to help me get started. If I don't 
get them, I'll have to teach."

College of Clowns, in Venice, Fla., near 
Sarasota. winter home of the circus it- 
self. 


The change all came about because of 


the job Troy Strait landed after he got 
out of the Army. He went to work for a 
Norfolk, Va.. television station doing 
writing, production and performing. 


Strait interviewed Coco, Ringling's ad- 


vance man now retired, and Coco told 
him about the school, 


"Teri and 1 mulled it over and over," 


said Strait who was performing as an 
amateur magician and clown in his 
teens. "Matter of fact, we mulled until 
the deadline on applications for admis- 
sion and then sent off a special delivery 
letter." 


HE WAS ACCEPTED for the eight 


weeks of intensive training at the only 


school for professional funnymen, getting 
instruction in everything from yoga to 
acrobatics to unicycling to the techniques 
of falling — clowns taking falls are as 
traditional as clowns' outlandish makeup 
and costumes. 


"The clown college can teach you ev- 


erything but how to be funny," said 
Strait. "You can be born with some tal- 
ent but it takes experience to make it," 


The Straits are fairly new at the pro- 


fessional clown business,, although in 
seven years of marriage they'd often 
done children's shows in greasepaint and 
costume. This is the start of their second 
year with Ringling and her debut as a 
clown. 


LAST YEAR, Strait travelled as ad- 


vance man as well as performer. His 
wife, who by this time decided to quit 
college for a while, went along as part of 
the wardrobe staff and observed the 
clowning art. 


The Straits are among the some 35 


clowns in the show. He's billed as Buppa 
and she's Poki Doti. His costume is the 
traditional baggy trousers and outsize 
shoes. She's continuing the type of cos- 
tume she first used, an outlandish polka 
dot outfit plus two big round red circles 
on her cheeks and a round red nose in 
the middle.

HOLLYWOOD (NBA) - O.K., class. 


Imagine that you are in charge of cast- 
ing for a big TV show. You have your 
choice of two stars for a leading role. 
One is Leonard Nimoy. The other is Dus- 
tin Hoffman. Which one would you sign? 


If you answer "Hoffman," you get a D. 


The correct answer is "Nimoy" because, 
with TV audiences, his name means a lot 
more than Hoffman. 


That's because, as Stanley Robertson 


explains it. there are really two separate 
and distinct audiences in the United 
States. Robertson is vice president in 
charge of motion pictures for television 
at NBC. It's his business to know these 
things. 


"There are some stars who are movie 


stars," Robertson says, "and some stars 
who are TV stars. In our surveys, we 
find that TV audiences like people like 
Leonard Nimoy, although Dustin Hoff- 
man is much bigger in theaters, of 
course. 


NIMOY WOULDN'T sell a ticket at 


the box office — but Hoffman wouldn't 
get any kind of a rating on TV. We've 
learned that the movie audience is made 
up, at least 7? per cent of it, of people 
between 14 and 2S. The TV audience is 
mostly under 14 and over 25." 


Robertson is one of the more inter- 


esting men in high TV positions. He's un- 
doubtedly the most influential black man 
in TV. 


He's from Los Angeles originally and 


his mother used to work as a domestic 
for Joan Crawford. He became a news- 
paperman, with the Los Angeles Senti- 
nel, a black newspaper, and then moved 
to the editorial staff of Ebony magazine. 


"1 realized," he says, "that I'd still be 


just one of the staff 20 years later, so I 
quit." 


Even though he and his wife were ex- 


pecting their first child, he gambled — 
and won. He went to school and studied 
radio and television and got a job at NBC 
— as a page. He's worked his way up, 
gradually, to his vice presidency.

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Dependency Angers Women 


by ALISON GODDARD 


Most women feel they must act "de- 


pendent" to make their marriages work, 
according to Or. Alexandra Symonds, 
M.D., but deep down It makes them pret- 
ty angry. Dr. Symonds is an assistant 
professor at NYU's College of Medicine 
and a staff psychiatrist at the Karen 
Homey Clinic in New York. 


Although Dr. Symonds notes that de- 


pendency in itself is not negative, it be- 
comes neurotic, she says, "when the in- 
dividual denies his own needs and relin- 
quishes his own best interests out of fear 
and anxiety." This happens frequently in 
marriage, she maintains, and it's usually 
the woman who does the relinquishing. 


It all begins early in childhood, the 


psychiatrist points out, when boys are 
encouraged to be self-assertive while 
girls are not. 


"THOSE GIRLS WHO do assert them- 


selves." Dr. Symonds points out, "are 
made to feel aggressive and masculine 


and they generally react with guilt." Yet 
the distinction must be made, she contin- 
ues, 
between self-assertion and aggres- 


sion. 


Dr. Symonds describes self-assertion 


as "a moving toward something in one's 
own behalf," and aggression as "a hos- 
tile act against other people." When 
they're confused with each other, she 
says, a woman who tries to act in her 
own behalf can be made to feel she's act- 
ing against someone else's interests. 


The psychiatrist believes that one of 


the "worst influences" on a woman is 
the insistence that she find a boy friend 
early in life, and get married, or else she 
won't be considered 
"feminine" and 


therefore "not human." Thus, while ado- 
lescent boys are developing their own in- 
terests and identities, she observes, ado- 
lescent girls are devoting all their 
energies to tracking down a husband. 


MOST GIRLS WHO do marry," Dr. 


Symonds points out, "have given so little 
thought to their own development, they

must live vicariously through their hus- 
bands and children." 


Women who deny their own self-inter- 


ests in this way, build up a tremendous 
sense of "impotent and unconscious" 
rage, the doctor declares. Since they 
can't express this rage openly without 
threatening their marriage, "they always 
appear loving and kind on the surface, 
but express their anger indirectly in 
various ways." They can become snip- 
ing, spiteful or malicious people. They 
can develop psychosomatic ailments and 
phobias. Some may become "resentful" 
mothers, directing their anger at their 
children. 


WHEN THE CHILDREN eventually 


grow up and leave home, Dr. Symonds 
declares, the mature woman, having 
seen themselves exclusively as wives 
and mothers, are confronted with an 
identity crisis their male contemporaries 
faced 20 years earlier. Many feel so use- 
less at this time, she says, they become 
frightened and quite depressed. The psy- 
diiatrist has treated quite a few who've 
sought out psychotherapy. 


Those who are "fairly well put-togeth- 


er," Dr. Symonds reports, realize that 
since they no longer have "the anxieties 
.and responsibilities" of child care and 
don't have to DO home at a certain hour, 
"they can begin to make their lives more 
interesting." They go back to work, back 
to school, or get involved in volunteer 
activities. Some, she says, are "fantas- 
tic" and start new careers for them- 
selves. Many tell her "they've never 
been so happy in their lives."

Another cau- 
tiously warmed such an area with an old- 
time hair dryer and then wiped off the 
melted wax. followed by applying a good 
furniture polish. A top flight furniture ex- 


pert said that after the wax had been 
carefully removed, one should use warm 
water and rub, rub, rub.

But for 
more than 50 years, this strapping native of Chicago has been 
hailed as a hero each lime he manages to splash around in 16 
inches of v/aler. 


It's not what he does in the tiny pool that draws cheers. It's 


how he gets there. 


La Mothe dives into it from a height of 40 feet, a feat he 


demonstrates on "Aquacade in Acapulco." comedy special to 
be broadcast Wednesday April 5 on the CBS Television 
Network. FoY the program, which was filmed entirely on 
location at the Mexican'resort on the Pacific. LaMothe takes 
his plunge from the third floor balcony of a modern hotel into 
a patio pool. As is his unwavering custom, he has a safe trip, 
hitting the water in a dive that appears to be ihe most painful 
"belly-whopper" ever attempted.

Sports: a big business 


Hey, hey...the baseball season is upon us! 
The sport, billed as America's "great national pastime," 


has recently suffered through a wrath of internal and 
external challenges. Not the least of these are figures 
thrown out by many so-called experts purporting to show 
that football—not baseball—is becoming this country's top 
spectator sport. Not to be outdone, buffs of auto racing are 
savoring the national recognition accorded that sport. 


VERY INSTRUMENTAL in this entire popularity race, 


of course, is television. Gone are the days when baseball 
people looked at ticket sales as their primary source of 
income and most accurate gauge of spectator interest. 
Today, with player salaries reaching riciculous prop onions, 
income from radio and television rights is paramount in 
importance. 


The entire spectrum of sport, especially how it relates to 


how the average man on the street gets to view it, has 
reached the day of decision. The underlying question that 
the majority of people are asking is the key—are sports 
franchises becoming big businesses with decreased regard 
for that average fan? 


There are those few who steadfastly argue that sport is 


for the fun of it all. It's doubtful whether those thoughts are 
of 1972 vintage. Club owners. I suspect, would be the last 
in the world to say that they're in their business merely for 
the fun of it. 


SPORTS—AT least the "major" sports—are businesses. It 


is with that realistic fact in mind that I, as an average fan, 
attempt to figure out where I, and millions of other fans, fit 
into the scheme of things. 


Certainly those teams, be it baseball or football or 


whatever, want our support. What has to be decided is 
what broadcasting will do to help or hinder that support. 


Does a franchise which allows telecasts of most of its 


games, home and away, suffer if the hometown fans decide 
to stay away from the stadium and watch a game on TV 
instead of showing up in person? Or is enough broadcast 
rights momsty changing hands that such telecasting is a 
profitable venture? 


SHOULD SPORTS promoters be given a free ticket to 


organize a sport event for only a select few? What 
implications can be drawn from an event like an Ali Vs. 
Frazier championship fight which is shown only on closed 
circuit theatre screens to those able to pay? 


These and many other questions will be tossed around in 


sports circles, I'm sure. 


I hope some concrete plans are accepted and put into 


practice. I cringe at the thought of having the day arrive 
when I can't sit in front of a radio or television and receive 
any live account of a major sports event. 


While broadcasting's presence has certainly thrown a 


whole new light on spectator sports in this country, it has 
the resources to see that you and me—the average fans—are 
given the opportunity to listen to or see those sports in our 
own homes. 


Batter up! May your favorite club have a good year.

Welfare Help Doubles 


From Last Fiscal Year 


by BOB ANDERSEN 


More than twice as many families re- 


ceived welfare assistance from Schaum- 
burg Township during fiscal 1971-72 as 
compared to the previous year. 


Figures supplied Thursday by the 


Schaumburg Township Board of Audi- 
tors' office, 105 Roselle Rd., reveal 127 
local families received some type of well- 
fare aid from the township's $23,000 fis- 
cal 1971*72 general assistance fund. Dur- 
ing fiscal 1970-71, the township provided 
welfare assistance to 54 families. 


The figures, compiled from welfare 


case histories, show 369 children and 181 
adults received welfare assistance from 
Mareh. 1971 to March, 1972. The high 
proportion of adult welfare recipients is 
explained by the fact the case histories 
show many single parents, explained 
Mrs. Phvllis Seaver of the township 
staff. Mrs. Seaver compiled the figures.

recipients included a larger proportion 
of unemployed people and apartment 
dwellers. 


Vernon Laubenstein, supervisor of the 


township auditors, said the increase can 
be partially explained by the large popu- 
lation growth in Schaumburg Township 
this past year, and also by the economic 
situation which has resulted in more 
unemployed people. 


Laubenstein emphasized the purpose of 


the township general assistance fund is 
to provide temporary cash assistance to 
families suddenly deprived by unemploy- 
ment, illness and or desertion by one of 
the parents, 


This cash assistance often takes the 


form of money for food or rent if a fami- 
ly is about to be evicted. If a situation 
calls for a more "permanent solution," 
the family is referred to Cook County 
welfare assistance, Laubenstein said. 


THE TOWNSHIP is proposing a $32,235 


general assistance fund for fiscal 1972-73. 
A public hearing on the proposal plus the 
township's proposed $130,235 town fund 
budget will be held April 11 at Robert 
Frost Junior High School. 


Laubenstein pointed out the general as- 


sistance fund is becoming more difficult 
to budget for than previously. The "tre- 
mendous growth" of the township plus a 
changing economic picture contribute to 
the difficulty of estimated needed wel- 
fare funds, he claimed. 


HE SAID the proposed $10,000 increase 


in the general assistance fund should 
handle expenses for the 1972-73 fiscal 
year. 


The proposed increase includes the 


salary of a part-time professional wel- 
fare worker who will assist Laubenstein 
in processing local welfare cases.

MRS. CAMPBELL, appointed as 


spokesman by approximately 50 Sheffield 
Park housewives supporting the school, 
explained the facility would be open 
about nine hours a week, spread over a 
four-day period. There will be a qualified 
teacher on duty, she added. 


The dissenting votes were cast after a 


prolonged discussion on whether estab- 
lishment of the school might not prevent 
residents from using the clubhouse for 
other leisure time and recreational activ- 
ities. The dissenters claimed the associ- 
ation should poll its members and then 
give the zoning board a letter of intent 
indicating a majority of the subdivision 
residents do support the nursery school. 


Board Chairman Russell Parker noted 


it really is not a function of the board to 
determine how an organization utilizes 
its facilities as long as that utilization 
remains within the limits of the zoning. 


The matter goes to the village trustees 


on April 11. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board recom- 


mended approval of commercial rezon- 
ing on a 2.2-acre piece of land on the 
northwest side of Higgins Road near its 
intersection with Golf Road. The land is 
presently zoned residential. 


Dennis K. Connelly, a Schaumburg 


realtor, said he purchased the property 
as an "investment" and presently has no 
specific plans. He wants the commercial 
zoning so he has flexibility when he does 
decide what to do with the parcel.

Property owners in Hoffman Estates 


soon- will have about half the time they 
now may take to pay water bills, before 
receiving a threat of shutting off the wa- 
ter. They also will pay double the cur- 
rent $5 cost to hook into the water sys- 
tem. But water rates will remain the 
same. 


The village board has directed Atty. 


Edward Hofert to prepare ordinance 
amendments 
enacting 
measures re- 


quested by Treasurer Elmer Redker. He 
said the new procedure will lessen the 
penalty 94 per cent of homeowners now 
encounter for the six per cent who do not 
pay water bills on time. 


When a water bill is not paid within the 


current 15-day due period, the village 
now sends a second notice. But no follow- 
up action is taken until after the date for 
the next billing period. If the first bill is 
still unpaid, the village will move to shut 
off water. Since bills are mailed every 
two months, a person may actually use 
"four months worth" of water without 
paying for it, said Redker. 


The treasurer suggested giving every- 


one an extra five days in which to pay 
their bill, making the new due date 20 
days after issue. The overdue home- 
owner then is to be given a second no- 
tice, demanding payment within 15 days. 
If payment is not x'eceived, Redker sug- 
gested the water would be shut off. 


BUT REDKER STRESSED the viUage 


is not an ogre in the matter. If a resident 
cannot pay his bill, Redker said,he 
should call village hall and explain the 
situation. The village does not wish to 
shut off anyone's water, and in many 
cases a cooperative arrangement can be 
worked out, he said. 


The old system, said Redker, lets the 


bill get to such an extent that it's tough 
for people to pay," since it can cover a 
four-month period. And it "chastises 94 
per cent of persons using water for the 
six per cent who are poor payers." In 
explanation, he said it is costly for the 
village to send out repeat bills, and send 
men to shut off water. Usually when the 
men are sent, the homeowner panics and 
offers to pay something on account, he 
said, and the man's time has been unnec- 
essarily spent. 


Redker brought with him a stack of 


records on overdue bills, which he said 
represented $8,000. 


The increase in turn on fees is to bring 


the village income more in line with ex- 
penses of turning th« water on, he said. 


The newly-formed PIE Homeowners 


Association will be "loaded for bear" 
at the April 12 Hoffman Estates Plan 
Commission hearing. 


Jack Lunaburg, president of the new

Applies To Extra Duty For Police, Firemen 
Revise Employe Policy, Say Trustees 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Wheeling trustees battled with admin- 


istrative assistant Roger Strieker over a 
proposed policy for outside extra duty for 
village policemen and firemen in a meet- 
ing this week. 


At the conclusion of the meeting the 


trustees told Strieker to completely re- 
vise the proposal so it only applies to 
civic events, and excluded outside work 
at private businesses. 


Trustee Ronald Bruhn, who heads the 


board's fire and police committee, was 
the most adamant opponent of Strieker's 
proposal, saying the policy would turn 
the village administration into a private 
guard service selling security guards to 
local businesses and industry. 


Strieker argued the board "has to take 


a stand" on the issue and could not sim- 
ply avoid it by not having any policy. 


AT ONE POINT Strieker interrupted 


to admonish the board for not sticking to 
the issue and Bruhn reacted angrily. 


"If this is the way you're going to act, 


I say 'no.' If you want to conduct the 
doggone meeting, go ahead," Bruhn said 
to the former trustee. 


Trustee William Hein said "I don't 


care for the village per se, entering into 
an agreement with private industry to 
provide thenj with police. 


"The more I think of it, the less I like 


it," Trustee Albert Lang commented. 


"You've got to take a stand, Al. If 


you're going to say 'no', say 'no'," 
Strieker replied. 


"It's my theory that if a man wants to 


work at an extra job that should be his 
business," Lang said. 


Strieker pointed out an exittting depart- 


ment rule which limits a policeman to 
working 20 hours per week at another 
job. 


He told the board if the policemen 
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were not assured of coverage under pen- 
sion programs 
or workmen's com- 


pensation in case of injury,- none of the 
men would sign up to work at Wheeling 
high school functions. 


THE DISCUSSION of a policy for out- 


side work in law enforcement or fire 
duty first came up last summer when 
local policemen were hired by promoter 
Dex Card for rock concerts at Wheeling 
High School sponsored by the school's In- 
strumental League. 


When the suggestion was made that 


the policemen not be allowed to wear 
their uniforms on outside Jobs, village 
manager George Passolt pointed out the 
uniforms are essential if the policemen 
are going to control crowds like at a high 
school function. 


"We do have to provide service to the 


high school," Bruhn admitted. 


"We'll still be responsible if they put 


the call in for help," Strieker pointed 
out. 


Trustee Edward Berger pointed out if 


Wheeling policemen could not be hired 
the high school might have less qualified 
people patroling its activities. 


Hein said he felt the high school was 


fine but the policemen should not wear 
their uniforms while working at a private 


business like Sears or Henry's Drive In. 


TRUSTEE MICHAEL VALENZA, who 


arrived late to the committee meeting, 
said he also agreed the village should not 
set up a policy to get local policemen and 
firemen outside jobs with private firms. 
"It seems to me you're creating one gi- 
ant employment agency," Valenza said. 
He also pointed out that Village Atty. 
Paul Hamer had questioned whether the 
village could legally bill private firms for 
the policemen's time. 


Berger suggested then that the board 


limit the police and firemen's coverage 
under pension rights and workmen's 
compensation and that the men be 
allowed to wear their uniforms for out- 
side duty only when working for local 
civic organizations or in schools. 


Board members then decided to have 


Strieker revise the plan and bring back a 
new proposal for a meeting April 24. 


Strieker's original proposal that the po- 


licemen and firemen be hired through 
the village for outside law enforcement 
and fire duty was drawn up along with a 
committee of men representing the two 
departments. The original plan had been 
endorsed in a letter to the board by the 
Wheeling Chapter of the Combined Coun- 
ties Police Association (CCPA).

21 School Board, 
says she wants to continue because she 
is deeply involved in many changes that 
are taking place. "I'd like to continue 
with them," she said. 


"I've enjoyed the past six years very 


much. I'm very proud of our staff, and 
we've worked together very well," said 
the Buffalo Grove resident. 


Mrs. Reid is seeking her third term 


unopposed, as is Lillian Stiller. 


Mrs. Reid said her goals foe Dist. 21 


are general. "I'd like to see the district 
continue working with the growth prob- 
lem in a positive way. We need to keep 
seeking new ideas as the district gets 
Jarger," she said.

I'd certainly like to see more continued 


common involvement with the commu- 
nity — not just through the PTA, but the 
older and younger groups, too," she said. 


When asked about the common impres- 


sion today that all students should aim 
for college educations, she said, "I hear 
quite the opposit — that we're too fast to 
change. We're working now on. a World 
of Work program to acquaint children 
with all kinds of work experience, voca- 
tions not geared strictly to college." 


SHE ADDED ."The emphasis in Dist. 


21 is to educate each child ,to the best of 
his or her ability, and they're not all col- 
lege material." 


The current issue of state and federal 


control or intervention in local schools 
does not appeal to Mrs. Reid. "I believe 
in local control of education," she saijd. 
"The people in the.community have the 
right to determine the type of education 
their children will receive. As long as 
there is local control," she added, use of 
federal or state money could be accept- 
able. 


How about busing? "It hurts on two 


counts," she said. "It removes the fami- 
ly and child from the neighborhood 
school, and we have to spend more mon- 
ey than we can collect for transportation. 
The solution is new buildings and redist- 
ribution of the population." 


As far as bringing children from the 


inner city to the suburbs, she said, "It 
would be disasterous, financially. It 
would mean a great expenditure which 
could be used to upgrade regular pro- 
grams. People would be justifiably up- 
set." 


She said she does not think Dist. 21 is 


destined for a busing situation. 


Mrs. Reid feels that as a board mem- 


ber she represents the parents, "but I 
realize that .the students' education lies 
with the seven board members."

What about an increase in the educa- 


tion tax rate? Mrs. Reid said, "I think 
it's equitable, but an increase (by the 
state) would certainly cause some radi- 
cal changes here in Illinois. I hoped that 
the new constitution would alleviate 
some of this. Now school boards must 
work closely with the state to see that it 
is not lost." 


In regard to the much-publicized Na- 


perville Ordinance which requires devel- 
opers to donate land or money to vil- 
lages, Mrs. Reid said, "Developers defi- 
nitely have a responsibility. We've been 
rather fortunate with land donations in 
the past." She said she was not familiar 
with the Naperville Ordinance as such. 


She feels the use of citizen advisory 


groups or study groups can be a great 
way to get information and to understand 
the feelings and points of view of the 
community. "The more citizens we can 
get involved, the better."

New Management Techniques In Schools Needed

could be run on a more efficient basis so 
that we get the maximum education for 
every dime, Robert LeForge, Dist. 23 
school board candidate, says. 


"We should be looking toward utili- 


zation of innovative teaching methods 
with the idea of .getting more education 
for our children out of every dime," he 
said. "I think schools are operating at 
about 66 per cent efficiency and this can 
be improved." 


LeForge, 1105 N, Maple Ln., Prospect 


Heights, said schools today tend to oper- 
ate on a "business as usual basis" in- 
stead of using new management tech- 
niques as they are developed. LeForge, 
director of the management development 
center at Illinois Bell Telephone Co. in 
Chicago, said he believes his expertise in 


finance and management could be of val- 
ue to the district. 


"If we continue to spend more than we 


earn, we will just dig ourselves into a 
deeper hole financially," he said. 


LCFORGE RECOMMENDED that the 


schools look into more programmed in- 
struction in which the student progresses 
at his own pace. 


"With programmed instruction the 


teacher-pupil ratio could be increased, 
and each teacher could handle more 
children. This type of learning also would 
benefit the students." 


School financing should be handled on 


a statewide basis according to LeForge. 
"Statewide financing of schools would be 
good, but I am not sure whether this 
should be based on income or property. 
That would be decided by the state legis- 
lature," he said. 


LeForge said he would not be in favor 


of a referendum to increase the tax rate 
until it is determined how the schools are 
going to be financed. He added that he 
didn't think a referendum would pass 
now anyway. 


"However in the near future there is 


going to have to be a referendum for a 
state-built school or a district built 
school," he said. 


IN AN EFFORT to attain greater effi- 


ciency, LeForge said he would be in fa- 
vor of looking into a merger of Dist. 23 
with another elementary school district. 


He said he did not think linking up with 


a high school district to form a unit dis- 
trict would be good at this time. 


"In this area a unit district might have 


a little trouble because of the need for 
money for building schools," he said. "A 


unit district and a dual district have the 
same amount of taxing power, therefore 
there would be no increase in revenue by 
going with unit districts." 


"With the need for more schools in the 


area, I don't think the Northwest suburbs 
can afford 
1 unit districts." 


LeForge said a 12-month school year is 


another way schools could be run more 
efficiently. "I think having school the 
year around is a great idea. We are was- 
ting resources like mad with the nine or 
10-month school year." 


He said he also would look closely at 


everything in the budget that doesn't 
have to do with teachers salaries to see 
what can be cut. He added the need for 
the number of teachers currently em- 
ployed should be investigated. 


CONCERNING 
TEACHERS salaries 


LeForge is a staunch believer in merit 
pay. 


"With merit pay we can give better 


teachers better salaries," he said. "I be- 
lieve professional people should be paid 
commensurate with what they contribute 
and not be tied down to a salary sched- 
ule." 


LeForge, who has served eight years 


on the board including five years as 
president, said his philosophy is that the 
school board is a policy making group 
and is not supposed to run the schools, 
that is the job of the administration. 


LeForge said the school board also 


should cooperate with other local govern- 
mental bodies. He said there have been 
disagreements with the Prospect Heights 
Park District and the Old Town Sanitary 
District in the past, but cooperation is a 
two-way street.

"The teachers are very loyal, and I feel 
we treat them fairly." He said the 
PTA also does a lot for the school. 


Some of the school facilities, in Dist. 23 


aren't as good as they should be, Krinsky 
said. He added that the district could do 
more if there was more money available. 


"Over the years Dist. 23 has learned to 


live on a tight budget," he said. "I think 
the personal property tax method of fi- 
nancing education weakens the schools. 
The whole statewide method of financing 
schools should be studied." 


He said he wouldn't want the local 


schools to be tied more to the state with 
any new method of financing. 


"I don't want the state or federal gov- 


ernment to tell the schools -how or what 
to teach the children," he said. "I want 
to keep the control of the schools at 
home. I don't want to see the school 
board become a rubber stamp for anoth- 
er governmental body." 


CONCERNING A tax hike to .support 


Dist. 23 schools, Krinsky said he thinks a 
referendum would be useful, but he 
doesn't think it would pass. 


"I don't feel that the people in Dist. 23 


are wrong in not passing a referendum," 
Krinsky said. "Their taxes are high, but, 
of course, that doesn't mean the money 
isn't needed." 


"Serving on the school board suits 


me," Krinsky said in explaining why he 
is running for reelection. "Some people 
play golf, tennis, go bowling; my interest 
is schools." 


Krinsky, who works for L. Krinsky & 


Sons, a scrap iron and metal dealer, said 
his work schedule is flexible and he ha-, 
the time to devote to school board mat- 
ters. 


KRINSKY SAID the school board has 


the responsibility to give the school ad- 
ministrators the guidance in running the 
schools, but the administrators should be 
in charge of the daily operations. Teach- 
ers should be given the tools and facil- 
ities needed to educate the students and 
the incentive to advance in their profes- 
sions, he said. 


"The school board has the duty to find 


out what the parents want in the way of 
education for their children," Krinsky 
said. "Besides providing the best pos- 
sible educational services fo our children 
with the money we have, the school board 
should try to supply other services such 


as counseling and special education." 


Concerning a 12-month school year, 


Krinsky said he thinks it would be im- 
practical unless High School Dist. 214 
goes with it too. 


"Having school the whole year would 


mean the buildings would be put to bet- 
ter use," he said. "However I think the 
instructional expense would be about the 
same." 


Krinsky said he thinks that student dis- 


cipline should be handled as close to the 
situation in which the action occurred as 
possible. "It would be a shame if a dis- 
cipline case came before the school 
board." 


He said he did not fear an influx of 


elementary-aged children with the grow- 
ing number of apartment complexes in 
the area.

He Favors Local Control, Merit Pay, Open Talks

Ronald Sowatzke, candidate for Pros- 


pect Heights Dist. 23 School Board, sees 
future school financing changing radi- 
cally at the state level and is concerned 
that local control of schools will dimin- 
ish. 


Sowatzke, 201 E. Willow, Prospect 


Heights, said he thinks school financing 
will go more toward state and federal 
aid, possibly with a value-added tax. He 
hopefully the change will mean a distri- 
bution of funds. 


I feel getting money from the state 


could lead to loss of local control, but at 
the same time I feel a different method 
of financing other than property taxes is 
needed," he said. 


He said Dist. 23 is a relatively poor 


school district and must be frugal. 


"My business background is 24 years 


in industry, primarily in costs, and I feel 
I could do something for the schools in 
this area," he said. Sowatzke is plant 
manager for the Cartriseal Division of 
Rex Chainbelt Inc. in Wheeling. 


SOWATZKE 
SAID 
school 
districts 


should work to see that legislators pass 
laws that are to the advantage of educat- 
ing children. 


Through state lobbying by the PTA 


and other educational groups, schools 
can get more involved in developing laws 
that affect education, he said. 


Sowatzke said he likes the open teach- 


er negotiations initiated this year in Dist. 
23. "I feel anything the school board can 
do to inform the public is great," he said. 


Merit pay for teachers should definite- 


ly be continued according to Sowatzke. 


"I am very much in favor of merit 


pay," he said. "If a teacher is out- 
standing, he should be compensated ac- 
cordingly for a job well done." 


Concerning a 12-month school year, So- 


watzke said he doesn't think the district 
would rtalize a big savings by continuing 
the school year through the summer. 
"Teachers' salaries are the largest part 
of a district's budget, and these would 
have to be continued through the sum- 
mer." 


Sowatzke said there might be some fi- 


nancial advantage to merging Dist. 23 
with another small elementary school 
district but it would be at the cost of 
losing some more local control. 


SOWATZKE SAID he was somewhat 


dissatisfied with the school board's coop- 
eration with other local taxing bodies. 


"I feel we have to cooperate more with 


the park and sanitary districts in the 
area," he said. "I'm not saying the 
board's decisions haven't been made in 
the best interest of the schools. I just feel 
we could have better relationships with 
other groups. 


He said schools are owned by the vot- 


ers and not the school board and should 
be used for everyone's benefit. 


Sowatzke said 
he believes school 


boards should continually be involved in 
some type of long-range planning of fu- 
ture school sites and financing. 


"I don't believe apartments will neces- 


sarily bring in the influx of students that 
some people believe," he said. "It all de- 
pends on the type of apartments. High- 
rent complexes like Old Orchard prob- 
ably won't have many children." 


Sowatzke said he feels the school board 


should be represented when curriculum 
is developed by teachers and adminis- 
trators. He said board members should 
be present not so much to participate as 
to listen to why programs are added or 
discarded. 


Sowatzke said the school board has the 


duty to listen to parents to find out what 
they want in education for their children. 


He said, "The school board has the re- 


sponsibility to educate all children in the 
one group, and set policies for running 
the schools." 


Although Sowatzke has not served on a 


school board before, he said he was a 
Jaycee representative to the Downers 
Grove school board. He said he started 
attending Dist. 23 meetings soon after 
moving into the district about 1% years 
ago.

"1 feet the peopla in -the community 


are backing the schools 100 per cent, and 
there are persons who would be willing 
to participate in special projects," he 
said. 


Poch said there is not enough commu- 


nication between the school board and 
•the community. He said he would like to 
,see school board members attend func- 
tions such as the PTA more to listen 
than to speak. 


"A QUESTIONNAIRE could be used 


by board members to find out what 
people in the community think about the 
schools." he said, "The easiest way to 
find out what parents think would be to 
send questionnaires home with the stu- 
dents." 


"In the eight years I have lived in the 


area, I have never been contacted by a 
school board member on any issue, and I 
think this should be changed," he said. 


Poch, who is a consultant with the firm 


of Booz, Allen & Hamilton said his job 
was to review companies' organizations 
and systems, and he could bring a con- 
sultant approach to school problems. 


"The school district has gone to outside 


consultants many times and not with 
good results all the time. I think I can 
bring these skills and an independent

Poch said be did not like the way tax

POCH SAID IN general he is pleased 


with the curriculum at Dist. 23 schools. 
However he said he was concerned with 
some of the experimental programs at 
John Muir Elementary School. 


"I am afraid the children are used as 


guinea pigs on occasion. I just don't want 
the teachers to decide two years later 
that a program didn't work, because it's 
the students that suffer." 


Poch said he didn't feel it was the job 


of Dist. 23 to pioneer educational devel- 
opment, but the district should use the 
successful experiences of other schools. 


Poch said he favored the 12-month 


school year but feels a decision like this 
should be left to the community and not 
just the school board. 


DISCIPLINE SHOULD be taken care 


of by the administration and teachers un- 
der the; policies set by the school board 
according to Poch. He added that he did 
not think the district has a severe dis- 
cipline problem. 


"Teacher negotiations are fine, but I 


wouldn't want them to ever lead to a 
strike," he said. "Open negotiations are 
fine because they can keep the taxpayers 
informed."

Stull said the school board needs to up- 


date its policies with the park districts it 
deals with. "We need an overall policy 
that applies to all park districts along 
with special agreements that fit the 
needs of the separate districts." 


"Board 
members 
should do their 


homework and investigate the issues to 
be discussed before board meetings," he 
said. 'Much time is wasted on trivial dis- 


cussion of matters that could be taken 
care of at other times." 


Stull said the board has been under- 


involved in education and finance and 
over-involved in running the physical 
plant. 


"The school board has delved too much 


into the building program at MacArthur 
Junior High mainly because the adminis- 
tration failed to do its job to see the con- 
struction went smoothly." 


Stull also said that he doesn't feel Dist. 


23 is big enough to require the number of 
administrators it has on its staff. 


"The individuals we have are fine; we 


just have too many of them," he said. "I 
feel Tom Rich (assistant superintendent) 
has done a good job, but I don't think a 
school district this size needs an assist- 
ant superintendent." 


Stull said with the growth in the area, 


the district will need a new school in 
three years, in the northwest quadrant of 
the district as well as additions to the 
present buildings. 


WITHIN THE next 10 years the popu- 


lation of the district will stabilize and we 
won't be so much concerned with build- 
ing, Stull said. He added that he felt 
some of the luxury apartment complexes 
being planned will bring more taxes to 
the district with proportionately fewer 
students. 


Stull said that currently the building 


fund is suffering. "The building fund is 
hurting so much that we're having to pay 
the custodians out of the education fund 
and this should be changed." 


Stull said he sees the method of school 


financing changing, in the next few years 


especially as the state level. He said the 
state should explore more plans before it 
makes a decision to abandon the present 
property tax financing. 


Merit pay is great and teacher negotia- 


tions should be open to the public accord- 
ing to Stull. 


"I like merit pay, but it can be abused 


if administrators and principals do a 
poor job of avaluating teachers. 


"We were the first district with open 


negotiations, and I think everything the 
school board does should be discussed 
behind closed doors, and in general I 
don't like executive sessions."

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Have Women Been Trained To Be 'Male Junkies9?

She looks as though she could fit easily 


enough into the lifestyle of suburban 
homes and two-car garages and keep a 
steady diet of Carnation Slender for 
lunch. 


She's also extremely subdued in her 


tone, not coming on too strong or emo- 
tional so she holds the attention of those 
she's addressing and doesn't alienate 
them. 


Gloria Stoinem, women's rights advo- 


cate and feminist, was in Arlington 
Heights yesterday speaking to a con- 
vention of some 400 delegates to the In- 


tercollegiate Association of Women Stu- 
dents (IAWS). Yet somehow when she 
started talking her presence seemed to 
be in direct contrast with her suburban 
surroundings. 


All her statements on how marriage 


stifles a woman's individual development 
and how women pattern their lives in ac- 
cordance with what men want them to be 
pointed out the predominant social roles 
of suburban women today, not just in 
this area, but everywhere. 


Her audience of women students, ages 


ranging from 18 to 22, did not, at least 
from 
outward physical appearances, 


come across as substantially different 
from women living in the surrounding 
suburbs. 


Although there were a few more "lib- 


erated" delegates clad in blue jeans and 
simple shirts, most of the girls attending 
the convention at the Arlington Park 
Towers were dressed to kill in trim 
dresses and suits and decorated with so- 
rority pins. 


HER MAIN EMPHASIS was on femi- 


nine awareness. "We've been trained to- 
feel like half people, so we behave like 
half people," she said. 


"We're trained to think we're nothing 


without a man and we become male jun- 
kies. We get a shot of identity from a 
man." This training, she said, comes 
from television, Hollywood and slick 
magazines "like the Ladies Home Journ- 
al and Brides." 


"What we think of as a norm is really 


not the norm," she said, pointing out the 
great number of divorces as compared to 
lasting marriages, the number of fami- 
lies headed by women and the number of 
women working outside the home. 


"If we look,at these facts, this idea of 


what a norm is, is simply not accurate," • 
she said. 


Miss Steinem placed the basis for un- 


equalized roles and societal pressures 
against feminine independence on the 
economy and industrialization. 


"It was industrialization that took fa- 


ther out of the home, and now subur- 
banization has taken him away from 
home," she said. 


SHE OUTLINED A brief history of 


women and their roles, emphasizing that 
in the beginning women were the ones 
that were on top.

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Assessment Issue 
Questionnaire Is 
Drawing Nixes 


, Response to questionnaires sent out by 
the village to some 130 property owners 
in the southeast section of Palatine re- 
garding a possible road and sewer im- 
provement special assessment project 
has been strongly negative. 


As of Thursday, 66 responses had been 


returned to village hall with a tally of 56 
property owners against the project and 
10 for it. 


This is the second time in the last two 


yearf village officials have considered 
i n i t i a t i n g the improvement project, 
which involves the paving and 
in- 


stallation of storm and sanitary sewers 
in various streets from Hellen to Gilbert 
roads and from Plum Grove Road to Oak 
Street. 


In early 1971 an engineering study of 


the project was conducted of the area 
and an estimated total cost was set at 
$454,000. The same basic project would 
now cost about $328,000 with increases in 
construction costs. 


Residents in the area last year ob- 


jected to the project because of what 
they felt were high costs. Financing of 
the project would be done on a 50-50 
basis split between the village and the 
property owners there. 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun sent out the 


questionnaires with a cover letter a week 
ago to get some feedback from the prop-

erty owners before a decision is made 
whether to seek federal funds for partial 
financing of the project. 


THE VILLAGE had previously filed a 


preliminary application with the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
and was informed earlier this month of 
authorization to file a final application for 
federal funds. 


Because preparing an application takes 


several months, Braun suggested he get 
some feedback from the residents on 
their interest in the project before pro- 
ceeding. The money, if received from the 
government, would cover the village's 
share of expenses. 


Flooding problems and standing water 


on many properties in the southeast sec- 
tion have been the main reasons for con- 
sideration of the project. There are cur- 
rently no storm sewers in the area and 
only a few sanitary sewers. 


Based on the cost figures previously 


developed in the 1970 engineering study, 
Braun outlined costs to the individual 
property owner for the' special assess- 
ment share of the project. 


Although there will be some exceptions 


because of lot sizes and corner lots, the 
following figures were developed: 


—For storm sewer and paving im- 


provements, $28.15 per front foot; 


—For sanitary sewer improvements, 


$7.40 per front foot; 


—For those properties benefiting from 


both the storm sewer, paving and sani- 
tary sewer improvements, $35.55 per 
front foot. 


Braun estimated that costs may go up 


another 5 to 10 per cent by the time the 
federal fund application is finalized and 
the project is ready to begin, 


The residential area needing the im- 


provements lies east of the Klefsted'In- 
dustrial Park, which has been one of the 
reasons for the flooding and drainage 
problems, Braun said. 


He said a report will be made to the 


village board in the next few weeks on 
the outcome of the questionnaires and 
further discussion will be held on wheth- 
er to proceed.

least for 5,000 years, we had a gyne- 
cocracy where women were first-class 
citizens and almost gods," she said.

domination," she said.

A spokesman for the hospital said yes- 


terday some 200 firemen from the vil- 
lages 
of Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo 


Grove, Hoffman Estates, Mount Pros- 
pect, Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheel- 
ing and the City of Rolling Meadows will 
participate. In addition, Arlington Ambu- 
lance will enroll an attendant, and Delta 
Ambulance is considering joining. 


At the completion of the course, fire- 


men will be equipped to provide emer- 
gency treatment for patients suffering 
from numerous ailments, including heart 
attack, and also accident victims. 


The 80-hour training program is be- 


lieved to be the first of its kind in Illinois. 


Ambulances would be equipped with 


two-way radios connected to the hospital, 
and doctors there would remain in 
charge of any treatment administered at 
the scene of the call. 


The $29 instructional fee per person is 


to be paid by the sponsoring villages. 


As its share of the cost of the program, 


the hospital will provide the chief in- 
structor for the course, Dr. Stanley 
Zydlo, chairman of the board of directors 
of the American College of Emergency 
Physicians in Illinois. 


In addition, the hospital will pay for 


the radio and other devices to be used at 
the hospital in conjunction with the am- 
bulances. 


That cost originally was to be borne by 


the participating communities, and the 
hospital originally was to pay the total 
cost of the training.

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Have Women Been Trained To Be 'Male Junkies'?

She looks as though she could fit easily 


enough into the lifestyle of suburban 
homes and two-car garages and keep a 
steady diet of Carnation Slender for 
lunch. 


She's also extremely subdued in her 


tone, not coming on too strong or emo- 
tional so she holds the attention of those 
she's addressing and doesn't alienate 
them, 


1 Gloria Steinem, women's rights advo- 
cate and feminist, was in Arlington 
Heights yesterday speaking to a con- 
vention of some 400 delegates to the In- 


tercollegiate Association of Women'Stu- 
dents (JAWS). Yet somehow when she' 
started talking her presence seemed to 
be in direct contrast with her suburban 
surroundings. 


All her statements on how marriage 


stifles a woman's individual development 
and how women pattern their lives in ac- 
cordance with what men want them to be. 
pointed out the predominant social roles 
of suburban women today, not just in 
this area, but everywhere. 


Her audience of women students, ages 


ranging from 18 to 22, did not, at least 
from 
outward physical 
appearances, 


come across as substantially different 
from women living in the surrounding 
suburbs. 


Although there were a few more "lib- 


erated" delegates clad in blue jeans and 
simple shirts, most of the girls attending 
the convention at the Arlington Park 
Towers were dressed to kill in trim 
dresses and suits and decorated with so- 
rority pins. 


HER MAIN EMPHASIS was on femi- 


nine awareness. "We've been trained to 
feel like half people, so we behave like 
half people," she said. 


"We're trained to think we're nothing 


without a man and we become male jun- 
kies. We get a shot of identity from a 
man," This training, she said, comes 
from television, Hollywood and slick 
magazines "like the Ladies Home Journ- 
al and Brides." 


"What we think of as a norm is really 


not the norm," she said, pointing out the 
great number of divorces as compared to 
lasting marriages, the number of fami- 
lies headed by women and the number of 
women working outside the home. 


"If we look at these facts, this idea of 


what a norm is, is simply not accurate," 
she said. 


Miss Steinem placed the basis for un- 


equalized roles and societal pressures 
against feminine independence on the 
economy and industrialization. 


"It was industrialization that took fa- 


ther out of the home, and now subur- 
banization has taken him away from 
home," she said. 


SHE OUTLINED A brief history of 


women and their roles, emphasizing that 
in the beginning women were the ones 
that were on top. 


"The first half of human history, or at

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Residents Blast 
Plan To Build 
2 Restaurants 


Several people who live on Holly Lane 


in Rolling Meadows have formally op- 
posed plans to build two restaurants on 
Kirehoff Road property that abuts some 
of their back yards. 


the remarks were made at Tuesday 


night's city council meeting during a 
public hearing on a request to annex a 
lot with a 230 foot frontage on the south 
side of Kirehoff, one block east of Rte. 53 
and adjacent to the Sunoco Service Sta- 
tion. 


The owners of the unincorporated prop- 


erty want to sell to concerns that will 
develop a Golden Bear Restaurant and a 
Pizza Hut on the land. Atty. William 
Moore, who spoke for the owners and de- 
velopers, said annexation and C-l com- 
mercial zoning are being sought. 


Two women who live on Holly Lane 


objected to the proximity of the devel- 
opment to their property. Another ob- 
jected that, even with fences and land- 
scape screening behind the rear parking 
lots, she would be able to see the 
restaurants from her home. A man also 
objected to the development. 


The council deferred a decision on the 


annexation request until its , April 11 
meeting. 


Architect's plans located both restau- 


rants on the 71,600 square foot lot. The 
Golden Bear restaurant is on the eastern 
part of the property, near a family resi- 
dence. 


THE P1Z2A HUT is to be located west 


of the restaurant, adjacent to the gas 
station. 


A common rear parking lot runs up to 


the rear property lines of the Holly Lane 
homes. Moore said the plans now call for 
a six foot fence between the parking lot 
and the homes. He said the developers 
would be willing to make the fence high- 
er and plant a shrubbery screen if the 
council requested it. 


But that didn't placate the Holly Lane 


people. Rose Schumann of 3802 Holly, 
said "We are hoping to keep that (prop- 
erty on Kirehoff; residential. But you are 
saying that it's going to go commercial 
and there's no sense fighting it. I don't 
think that's true." 


Her remark was made to Moore who 


told the council the property was too ir- 
regularly shaped for single-family devel- 
opment and would go commercial even- 
tually. 


Miss Schumann also complained the 


plans did not call for a buffer zone be- 
tween the rear parking lots and the 
Holly Lane property. 


Pauline Niessen, of 3803 Holly, said she 


"objects to it because we bought our 
homes there with the idea we were in a 
residential area. I think this is bringing 
commercial development too close." 


William Dawes, of 3608 Holly, ques- 


tioned how the developers could seek C-l 
zoning for their one and three quarters 
acres plot when the city zoning code de- 
mands two acres for C-l use. 


CITY ATTY. Donald Rose told Dawes 


the developers are entitled to base their 
request for C-l zoning on land comput- 
ations that include the neighboring Su- 
noco station, because "they are similar 
classifications of abutting land." By in- 
cluding the Sunoco station in the land fig- 
uring the C-l parcel is more than two 
acres. 


One' woman, not from Holly Lane, 


spoke in favor of the restaurant devel- 
opments as an alternative to apartments 
on the site, saying, "I'd rather see a 
business there. I am definitely against 
apartments." 


Moore said many of the features of the 


development could be changed if the 
council desired. He said the driveways 
could be reduced from two to one, that 
the council could determine the kind of 
fencing and screening to be used, that 
the council could eliminate the few 
planned parking spaces in front of the 
buildings and could determine the num- 
ber of advertising signs. 


Because of the nature of the Pizza Hut 


operation, its future is also contingent on 
getting a beer and wine license from the 
city. The Golden Bear restaurant does 
not serve liquor. 


If the city turns down the annexation 


request the developers can go to the 
county for permission to build because 
the land is still unincorporated.

least for 5,000 years, we had a gyne- 
cocracy where women were first-class 
citizens and almost gods," she said. It 
was a period of "womb envy" because 
women were able to bear children, she 
said. 


"The discovery of paternity had a ca- 


taclysmic effect on the way things were, 
and we turned into a partriarchy of male 
domination," she said. 


Women, she said, began performing 


only feminine tasks, which is "anything 
a man doesn't want to do." 


To begin to change the unequal status 


women have had, Miss Steinem suggests 
"women should infiltrate everything." 


She is not an advocate of challenging 


the system by competing with it. "The 
way to do it is to get into Muskie's cam- 
paign and subvert from within." 


On a variety of other points, Miss Stei- 


nem had this to say: 


—"Love can only really exist between 


equals." 


—"Nixon's family assistance program 


is the single most oppressive collective 
legislation he has proposed. It would 
force the woman out of the home and the 
financing of her job from the labor de- 
partment would amount to indentured la- 
bor." 


—"If a woman spends up to a year 


nurturing and giving birth to a child, the

Firemen Training Plan 
Slated For 8 Suburbs 


Eight Northwest suburbs will partici- 


pate in a program to train firemen in 
handling emergency calls. 


The nine-week program is to start next 


week in cooperation with Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital in Arlington 
Heights, Harper College in Palatine and 
the American College of Emergency 
Physicians. 


A spokesman for the hospital said yes- 


terday some 200 firemen from the vil- 
lages 
of Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo 


Grove, Hoffman Estates, Mount Pros- 
pect, Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheel- 
ing and the City of Rolling Meadows will 
participate. In addition, Arlington Ambu- 
lance will enroll an attendant, and Delta 
Ambulance is considering joining. 


At the completion of the course, fire- 


men will be equipped to provide emer- 
gency treatment for patients suffering 
from numerous ailments, including heart 
attack, and also accident victims. 


The 80-hour training program is be- 


lieved to be the first of its kind in Ulinoii. 


Ambulances would be equipped with 


two-way radios connected to the hospital, 
and doctors there would remain in 
charge of any treatment administered at 
the scene of the call. 


The $29 instructional fee per person is 


to be paid by the sponsoring villages. 


As its share of the cost of the program, 


the hospital will provide the chief in- 
structor for the course. Dr. Stanley 
Zydlo, chairman of the board of directors 
of the American College of Emergency 
Physicians in Illinois. 


In addition, the hospital will pay for 


the radio and other devices to be used at 
the hospital in conjunction with the am- 
bulances. 


That cost originally was to be borne by 


the participating communities, and the 
hospital originally was to pay the total 
cost of the training.

The financial changes have been im- 


plemented mainly by Erviti and Arthur 
Perry, assistant superintendent of ad- 
ministration. Perry, in preparing budg- 
ets, has listed expenditures in much 
greater detail than in the past and has 
developed a uniform accounting manual 
and consistent purchasing procedures. 


DURING THE period when Business 


Mgr. William Lankenau had been under 
fire in 1968, Board Member Allen Sparks 
recalls becoming aware that business 
procedures were not what they should 


have been. "Probably the thing I re- 
member most visibly are the procedures 
they didn't have that they should have 
had," he says now. 


Perry explains that the problems as 


he found them in July, 1970, were partly 
the result of the district's rapid growth 
and staff turnover. "It takes time to 
build consistent procedures," he says. 
"There are some very real differences 
between a school system that has grown 
to 12,000 in 14 years and one that has 
grown to 12,000 in 75 years," he says. 


In addition, "The Illinois school ac- 


counting system doesn't help at all" in 
developing uniform procedures, he says. 
"We have all the different tax funds, 
what our auditor calls many separate 
'teacups' that are supposed to keep ex- 
penditures separate, but business man- 
agers may differ on what fund something 
should come out of." 


Present board members have had 


nothing but praise for the new financial 
procedures, which they say have given

NW Center, Library Ask Funds 


The Mount Prospect Finance Com- 


mittee this week heard funding pleas 
from the Northwest Opportunity Center 
and the Mount Prospect Public Library. 


Northwest Opportunity Center is seek-

Gloria Steinem, women's rights advo- 


cate and feminist, was in Arlington 
Heights yesterday speaking to a con- 
vention of some 400 delegates to the In- 
tercollegiate Association of Women Stu- 
dents (IAWS). Yet somehow when she 
started talking her presence seemed to 
be in direct contrast with her suburban 
surroundings. 


All her statements on how marriage 


stifles a woman's individual development 
and how women pattern their lives in ac-

Gerald Smiley is running for the board 


of education of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 to offer an alternative to the present 
board. 


The four-year resident of Elk Grove 


Village hits hard on the board's "lack of 
coffiffitmieations" with the public and 
criticizes s&me expenditures made in the 
past year. He says he decided to run 
"because I didn't feel we had enough 
qualified candidates at the time I filed. 
In my opinion Paul Neuhauser (the in- 
cumbent seeking reelection) is not one of 
the assets to the board." 


The major problem facing the district, 


he says, "is the Jack of credibility in the 
community," and says if elected he will 
urge the board to resume a practice of 
holding meetings in local schools, rather 
than meeting all the time in the adminis- 
tration building. 


SMILEY. WHO ran for the Dist. 59 


Board in 1970 and has also run for the 
Elk Grove Village Board and Elk Grove 
Park District Board in 1971, is a staff 
ndustrial engineer for Continental Can 
So. in Elk Grove Village. He criticizes 
;he fact board members did not question 
a decision last year to Install expensive 
nttcloor lighting at all -'he schools or a 
•equest by the administration to put a 
'ence around the service center at the 
administration building. 


Even though both expenditures came 


'rom the building fund, and not the educa- 
;ion fund that pays for teacher salaries 
.iiid school operation. Smiley believes 
'someone ought to say "no." The com- 
nunity doesn't understand that you have 
ill those different funds. They see the 
service center going up and say the dis- 
;rict isn't really broke." 


Another example of the lack of credi- 


bility in the district, he says, in the ques- 
:ion of book rental fees. Currently par- 
snts pay $10 per child or a $20 maximum 
'or textbook rental. A referendum could 
>e held which would eliminate the fee 
and raise property taxes by about $4 a 
/ear to eover the cost, he says. 


"It should be fairly easy to sell f.he 


lomeowtiers on the idea that we're going 
;o save them $20 and it will cost them 
j4," Smiley says, "but people wouldn't 
aelieve the district. They would want to 
snow what we were up to." 


Smiley sees the district's strengths as 


;.ie'strong tax base provided by Centex 
tndttstrial Park and thinks in a few 
years financial problems will clear up. 


"Money Is tight for right now, but 


;ver the hill it will be better with the 
leveling off of our population growth and 
ihat tax base support," he says. 


IN ADDITION, he praises

directly in budget planning. He says Er- 
viti "has done a good overall job, but he 
has made real mistakes like when he 
recommended closing the schools. That 
just antagonized the community." 


he believes his training as a lawyer will 
help if he is elected to the board. 


"I suspect that being trained as a law- 


yer, I may be able to look at issues in a 
less emotional way than others,1" he 
says. 


Generally, he says, he thinks Dist. 59 is 


a good district, adding, "I can't think of 
a single major area where I'm in dis- 
agreement with the present board pol- 
icy." 


However, he does see many important 


questions facing Dist, 59'in the coming 
years, The financial situeation, he says, 
is "improving," but he isn't sure whether 
the district will need a referendum in the 
near future, 


"I'm going through past budgets and 


we'll have to see about that." 


Another problem that may face the dis- 


trict, he says, is the question of busing if 
a low or moderate-income housing proj- 
ect comes into the area. 


"We may be more vulnerable in Dist. 


59 because of our large industrial tax 
base to the argument that we need low- 
income housing." 


If that should happen, he says, the dis- 


trict will need to look for funds to accom- 
modate the increase in population. "That 
would be the immediate concern," he 
says, 


ALSO, HE BELIEVES the state and 


federal governments will be taking steps 
to implement recent court decisions call- 
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ing for equalizing education funds. 


"The local board won't have much 


choice about what happens on that," he 
says, '.'but they will have to react respon- 
sibly to changes that come about through 
state and federal action." 


Sheldon also, agrees that Dist. 59 is not 


leading the way, in education innovation 
as it did in the past. 


"You do those things when you have 


the money for them," he says. 


He agrees with the decision by. the 


board last summer to close the schools to 
all after-school use following the defeat 
of a referendum. 


"Every time you extend the hours of 


school use you add to your direct costs," 
he says. "Nobody is happy when you 
take something away, but I think it's 
more important that kids learn reading 
and writing rather than Boy Scouts, even 
though I have a boy who's a webelo." 


Now that the schools have been reopen- 


ed, Sheldon would like to see a dis- 
tinction made in fees between groups like 
the scouts, which are directly school-re- 
lated, and adult groups who use the 
schools. Also, he says he would like to 
see increased cooperation with park dis- 
tricts on building use." 


Seme of his views on other issues are: 
On teachor salary negotiations — "I'm 


not in favor of open (public) negotia- 
tions. What usually happens is that some- 
body gets backed into a public corner 
and he as no way to compromise. It is 
impossible to compromise in public." 


ON TENURE FOR teachers - "I think 


State Supt. Michael Bakalis has a con- 
cept worth exploring. He says that now 
we don't have a requirement that people 
have to improve themselves after they 
get a certificate. I think there is merit in 
insisting on consistency 
of improve- 


ment." 


On merit pay for teachers — "In most 


lines of endeavor it is easy to measure 
the relationship between output and ac- 
complishment. In education we haven't 
seen a good measurement instrument 
yet."

strument, and the trend is toward tighter 
control over expenditures. The district is 
now being welt run from the standpoint 
of good management." 


In addition, Erviti, unlike Thomas, is 


not enamored with new programs which 
are supposed to make great changes in 
education. Instead, he emphasizes better 
training for teachers and careful eval- 
uation of existing programs to find and 
correct weaknesses. 


"It's hard for me to tell whetner I'm a 


conservative on education or not," he 
has said. "My interest is more in the 
actual process of teaching and what it 
does to people than in adopting new pro- 
grams." He also points out that the natu- 
ral enthusiasm created when a new pro- 
gram begins can result in temporary im- 
provements by teachers and students 
without really improving student learn- 
ing in the long run. 


At the same time. Erviti has begun ex- 


erting more central office control over 
principals, who had been given more or 
less free rein under Supt. Roger Bard- 
well and Thomas. 


A STATEMENT made by Erviti during 


his first meeting with the principals after 
he was hired is often repeated as a sort 
of legend that emphasizes the difference 
in his attitude from that of his pre- 
decessors. 


"We had alt been sitting around, pretty 


nervous, trying to talk to him." one prin- 
cipal recalls, "and finally somebody 
asked him how he envisioned the rela- 
tionship between principals and the su- 
perintendent. He never cracked a smile 
and jusot said, "Somewhat the same as 
the relationship between slaves and their 
masters." 


The statement points out one of the 


biggest problems thai has faced Dist. 59 
during the period of retrenchment Erviti 
has led. Followers of Thomas, a "human- 
ist." have often been taken aback by the 
s t r a i g h t-talking. 
sometimes over- 


whelmingly 
blunt Erviti. They have 


made little secret of their resentment of 
both the man and his policies. 


"Let's face it. we know he's not going 


to be here forever." one person said, af- 
ter a long diatribe about the superintend- 
ent's shortcomings. "This district has 
changed superintendents before." 


HOWEVER. ERVITI has won praise 


from others In the district. "He has been 
more concerned with primary education 
than any other superintendent we've 
ever had," a second grade teacher re- 
marks. "Too often we've been too high 
school and junior high school oriented. 
Erviti talks the best elementary educa- 
tion game I've seen in this district in a 
long time." 


So the future of Dist. 59 remains 


clouded, if only because of uncertainty 
over how long the present direction will 
last. 


The district's educational program, 


though a good deal leaner than in the 
past because of a series &f budget cuts 


since 1969, remains sound. 


Because of the budget cuts, supplies 


are more scarce than in the past, and 
class sizes have increased slightly. How- 
ever, the learning centers the district 
pioneered have proven successful. Under 
the leadership of Erwih Stevenson, the 
new assistant superintendent for instruc- 
tion, the district is now revising some 
junior high school programs setting up 
programs to improve the teaching of 
reading. 


THE MAJOR difference in the district 


is that It is no longer leading the way by 
being the first to adopt new programs. 
Many other districts are now adopting 
innovations begun in Dist. 59, and board 
members have become more suspicious 
of the claims made for continuous in- 
novation. 


"innovations have been dampened to 


the point that when a new program is 
inaugurated it has built in controls and 
evaluation in it/' Harvey says. "You 
can't be a showcase unless you can mea- 
sure your success and you can't use the

emotional feeling of a parent as the mea- 
surement." 


The district's tight financial situation 


is likely to continue, especially since 
board members have become convinced 
they, will not be able to pass a tax rate 
increase in the near future. 


LAST YEAR the district set up a work- 


ing cash fund through a five-cent tax 
levy. The fund, which now has $155,000 in 
it and.which will grow to $333,000 next 
year, allows the district to accumulate 
money that can be loaned to the educa- 
tion fund to cut down on the number of 
tax anticipation warrants that must be 
issued. 


Over the long run, the fund will pro- 


vide more and more of the money the 
district needs to borrow and will save 
considerably on interest payments. 


In one way, the tight financial position 


of the district may be good, because it 
has helped Erviti and Perry in their ef- 
forts to tighten financial procedures. 


IN THE PAST there has been a ten- 


dency to view a budget as a checkbook 
and since the money was there, everyone 
felt they had to use it up," Erviti said at 
a recent budget committee meeting of 
the board. "If the budget started to look 
better suddenly, we still might fall back 
onto old habits." 


New problems also face the district 


down the road. Eventually enrollment 
growth and the growth of the tax base 
will slow and virtually stop as the dis- 
trict stabilizes. That, under present state 
aid formulas, can squeeze a district fi- 
nancially because it loses state aid 
while costs, because of inflation, continue 
to go up. 


"Eventually we will have a problem of 


balancing enrollments among schools as 
the children grow up," Harvey says. 
"There are some different 
problems 


coming as we reach stability, but I guess 
I feel as though we have grown up."

Have Women Been Trained To Be 'Male Junkies9? 


by MARGE FERROL1 


She looks as though she could fit easily 


enough into the lifestyle of suburban 
homes and two-car garages and keep a 
steady diet of Carnation Slender for 
lunch. 


She's also extremely subdued in her 


tone, not coming on too strong or emo- 
tional so she holds the attention of those 
she's addressing and doesn't alienate 
them, 


Gloria Steinem, women's rights advo- 


cate and feminist, was in Arlington 
Heights yesterday speaking to a con- 
vention of some 400 delegates to the In- 


tercollegiate Association of Women Stu- 
dents (IAWS). Yet somehow when she 
started talking her presence seemed to 
be in direct contrast with her suburban 
surroundings. 


All her statements on how marriage 


stifles a woman's individual development 
and how women pattern'their lives in ac- 
cordance with what men want them to be 
pointed out the predominant social roles 
of suburban women today, not just in 
this area, but everywhere. 


Her audience of women students, ages 


ranging from 18 to 22,- did not, at least 
from 
outward 
physical 
appearances, 


come across as substantially different 
from women living in the t surrounding 
suburbs. 


Although there were a few more "lib- 


erated" delegates clad in blue jeans and 
simple shirts, most of the girls attending 
the convention at the Arlington Park 
Towers were dressed to kill in trim 
dresses and suits and decorated with so- 
rority pins. 


HER MAIN EMPHASIS was on femi- 


nine awareness. "We've been trained to 
feel like half people, so we behave, like 
half people," she said. 


"We're trained to think we're nothing 


without a man and we become male jun- 
kies. We get a shot of identity from a 
man." This training, she said, comes 
from television, Hollywood and slick 
magazines "like the Ladies Home Journ- 
al and Brides." 


"What we think of as a norm is really 


not the norm," she said, pointing out the 
great number of divorces as compared to 
lasting marriages, the number of fami- 
lies headed by women and the number of 
women working outside the home. 


"If we look at these facts, this idea of 


what a norm is, is simply not accurate," 
she said. 


Miss Steinem placed the basis for un- 


equalized roles arid societal pressures 
against feminine independence on the 
economy and industrialization. 


"It was industrialization that took fa- 


ther out of the home, and now subur- 
banization has . taken him away from 
home," she said. 


SHE OUTLINED A brief history of 


women and their roles, emphasizing that 
in the beginning women were the ones 
that were on top.

are about," Raino said. "There's nothing 
I'd say as a board member that I 
wouldn't say publicly." 


"Open negotiations are great, but both

How about busing? "It hurts on two 


counts," she said. "It removes the fami- 
ly and child from the neighborhood 
school, and we have to spend more mon- 
ey than we can collect for transportation. 
The solution is new buildings and redist- 
ribution of the population." 


As far as bringing children from the 


inner city to the suburbs, she said, "It 
would be disasterous, financially. It 
would mean a great expenditure which 
could be used to upgrade regular pro- 
grams. People would be justifiably up- 
set." 


She said she does not think Dist. 21 is 


destined for a busing situation. 


Mrs. 
Reid feels that as a board mem- 


ber she represents the parents, "but I 
realize that the students' education lies 
with the seven board members." 


WITH THE RECENT California court 


decision which ruled out real estate taxes 
as a base for financing schools, board 
members across the nation are facing 
the problem of coming up with new fi- 
nancial systems. What will be the best 
way? "For every political candidate 
there is a new formula," said Mrs. Reid. 
"I really don't know which is best, but 
we'll have to find a better way." 


"I believe the Dist. 21 schools are a 


center of the community, and it's very 
important that we keep the doors of com- 
munication open," she said. "We should 
be sensitive to what is being decided in 
other areas." 


As far as improvements in the existing 


Dist. 21 system, Mrs. Reid said, "I'd like 
to see additional help for children at beth 
ends of the learning spectrum. I'd also 
like to see some vocational education at 
the junior high level. By high school they 
don't have the time to be exposed to 
home-ec and shop facilities." 


What about an increase in the educa- 


tion tax rate? Mrs. Reid said, "I think 
it's equitable, but an increase (by the 
state) would certainly cause some radi- 
cal changes here in Illinois. I hoped that 
the new constitution would alleviate 
some of this. Now school boards must 
work closely with the state to see that it 
is not lost." 


In regard to the much-publicized Na- 


perville Ordinance which requires devel- 
opers to donate land or money to vil- 
lages, Mrs. Reid said, "Developers defi- 
nitely have a responsibility. We've been 
rather fortunate with land donations in 
the past." She said she was not familiar 
with the Naperville Ordinance as such. 


She feels the use of citizen advisory 


groups or study groups can be a great 
way to get information and to understand 
the feelings and points of view of the 
community. "The more citizens we can 
get involved, the better."

Gerald Smiley is running for the board

59 to offer an alternative to the present 
board. 


The four-year resident of Elk Grove 


Village hits hard on the board's "lack of 
communications" with the public and 
criticizes some expenditures made in the 
past year. He says he decided to run 
"because I didn't feet we had enough 
qualified candidates at the time I filed. 
In my opinion Paul Neuhauser (the in- 
cumbent seeking reelection) is not one of 
the assets to the board." 


The major problem facing the district, 


he says, "is the lack of credibility in the 
community," and says if elected he will 
urge the board to resume a practice of 
holding meetings in local schools, rather 
than meeting all the time in the adminis- 
tration building.

Board in 1070 and has also run for the

Teacher Negotiation 
Session Is Postponed

The Wheeling Faculty Council and the 


School Dist. 21 Board of Education post- 
poned their scheduled negotiating session 
planned for yesterday. 


The meeting between the two negotiat- 


ing teams was postponed because of a 
time conflict. It was to be the fifth meet- 
ing bet'/een the two teams. 


The first two meetings were held to set 


down ground rules. The third and fourth 
sessions were begged down in trivia. 


In the third meeting the board pro- 


duced its entire proposal, while the coun- 
cil came prepared to discuss only a third 
of the contract. The board refused to 
continue until "sit the chips were on the 
table." 


The next meeting saw the council pro- 


duce the remaining points of the contract 
they wished to add, and negotiations be- 
gan. 


THE 
COUNCIL disagreed 
with 16 


points the board had proposed in the 
procedural section of the contract, but 
were unable to meet them with counter 
proposals. They asked to adjourn the 
meeting and meet today. Everyone 
agreed at the time that today's date was 
open. 


However, the board had a conflict with 


one of its members and both sides de- 
cided to move the next meeting to 
Wednesday, April 12, at 4 p.m.

and the salary sections of the contract, is 
seeking changes in eight fringe benefits. 


THEY WOULD like provisions made 


for a professional dues deduction system, 
discussing problems relevant to salaries 
and tuition allotments. 


They also seek changes in four areas 


of the school leave policy: Sick leave, 
funeral leave, personal or emergency 
leave and sabballcal leave. Finally, they 
would like changes in the district's 
"group health and accident insurance." 


trict isn't really broke." 


Another example of the lack of credi- 


bility in the district, he says, in the ques- 
tion of book rental fees. Currently par- 
ents pay $10 per child or a $20 maximum 
for textbook rental. A referendum could 
be held which would eliminate the fee 
and raise property taxes by about $4 a 
year to cover the cost, he says. 


"It should be fairly easy to sell the 


homeowners on the idea that we're going 
to save them $20 and it will cost them 
$4," Smiley says, "but people wouldn't 
believe the district. They would want to 
know what we were up to." 


Smiley sees the district's strengths as 


the strong tax base provided by Centex 
Industrial Park and thinks in a few 
years financial problems will clear up. 


"Money is tight for right now, but 


over the hill it will be better with the 
leveling off of our population growth and 
that tax base support," he says. 


IN ADDITION, he praises Supt. James 


Erviti 
for involving the 
principals 


directly in budget planning. He says Er- 
viti "has done a good overall job, but he 
has made real mistakes like when he 
recommended closing the schools. That 
just antagonized the community." 


Last summer, the board voted to close 


the schools to all after-school use follow- 
ing the defeat of a tax rate referendum. 
The action was rescinded when the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court resorted the person- 
al property tax. 


Smiley also agrees that educational in- 


novation has slacked off in the district in 
recent years and cites a reason given by 
Erviti for the change. 


"The reason Dist. 59 was probably in- 


novative in the past was because it was 
experiencing tremendous growth," he 
says, "When you build a school a year 
you can do new things, but now in- 
novation is not as spectacular." 


However, he does hope changes will 


continue to be made in curriculum. 


"I would hate to think that we've ever 


reached the point where we thought the 
techniques we've developed are good for 
all time," he says. 


Fyhrie termed timing of the two hap- 


penings as "just a coincidence." 


At Woodfield most major lines were in 


service, he added. "This outage affects 
the smaller individual lines."

during

of a total blackout he added. 


While business suffers during telephone 


outages some persons at the center ex- 
pressed relief saying the absence of jang- 
ling bells helps them to get some work 
done. 


"From a personal manner, it's sort of 


peaceful and quiet," said Bernard Sam- 
uels, manager of the Singer store in 
Woodfield. "I accomplished a lot today," 
he added. 


Samuels said Singer's disadvantage re- 


lated to its service line. Customers! could 
not contact the service department. After 
past telephone outages Singer has experi- 
enced repercussions from customers who 
accused the store of not answering its 
phones, he added. 


The phones have been out two or three 


times in the past at Woodfield, he said. 


Switchboard operators at all the major 


department stores expressed relief com- 
menting, the cut in service gave them a 
chance for coffee breaks. 


Personnel at auto dealers along Golf 


Road expressed less humor about the in- 
cident. 


Guy Scarpelli, manager of Colonial 


C h e v r o l e t , estimated the telephone 
trouble would cause a loss of $2,500 in 
business to the service department. 


"It's hampering reporting end of the 


month business to GM's regional office in 
St. Louis," he added. 


"It's knocking the hell out of us," said 


John Guild, assistant sales manager at 
Woodfield Ford, estimating a sales loss 
of eight to 10 new cars, average daily 
sales at the dealership. 


Mel Bernakovich, the Ford parts man- 


ager, said the phone trouble would cut 
into two days of sales in his department 
which grosses Si,700 daily.

Illinois Ally. General}s Office Steps In

The Illinis Attorney General's office 


yesterday ordered 
a full legal in- 


vestigation of alleged service station 
gasoline leaks in Des Plaines to deter- 
mine if state laws have been violated.

THE DECISION' FOR a legal in- 


vestigation comes after more than two 
weeks of study by the office's technical 
advisor, Howard Chinn. 


If it is determined by the Attorney 


General's office and the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency that state 
laws have been violated, his office will 
request action by the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board, Sheldon said. 


That board has powers to conduct 


hearings on the Kosmen complaint and 
to enforce penalties against violators if

Haag has said the Citgo tanks were or- 
dered removed in-1970 and a leak was 
found. 


Following complaints frm Kosmen in 


November, the fire department sank a 
14-foot deep shaft on the station property 
between the tanks and Kosmen's home. 
The pump began to draw varying 
amounts of gasoline from the ground. 


The city received assurances from the 


American Petroleum Institute's execu- 
tive secretary John Ainlay, a gasoline 
chemist, and from Citgo that no tank leak 
existed. Tests of gasoline in the Kosmen 
basement by the Fire Prevention Bureau 
indicated no danger of explosion, accord- 
ing to Haag. 


When evidence pf continuing flow of 


gasoline was found, the fire department 
began to dig a trench between the prop- 
erties, and found large amounts of gaso- 
line, according to Kosmen. 


THE CITY THEN asked Citgo to re- 


move the tanks, which were unearthed 
and tested by Leo Lauerman, oil equip- 
ment Inc., at city expense. 


The Lauerman firm said no leak exis- 


ted, except where excavation of the 
tanks had broken a pipe. Citgo has de- 
nied a statement by Kosmen's lawyer 
that the company admitted before the 


unearthing that the tanks were faulty. 


Kosmen and Haag both have stated 


that a large amount of liquid was found 
beneath the tanks. Kosnian has said the 
liquid appeared to contain gasoline. 
Haag said no tests were made of the li- 
quid, but it was sprayed with a fire retar- 
dant to prevent possible explosions. 


Kosmen has also said the ground in the 


downtown area of Des Plaines is satu- 
rated with gasoline from faulty tanks. An 
investigation of three service stations 
near the Kosmen property has not shown 
up any leaks. The Metropolitan Sanitary 
District has found no gasoline in the sew- 
ers of the surrounding area.

tation. I've been to a lot of board meet- 
ings and talked to a lot of students and 
faculty members.

—3 Seek Poor Youths For Free Dental Care 


The Des Plaines League of Women 


Voters has begun a survey of Northwest 
suburban school districts to determine 
the number of poverty-level youngsters 
who would benefit from free dental care. 


Survey letters have been sent to school 


'district -superintendents in Harrington, 
Schaumburg, Palatine, Hanover, Wheel- 
ing, Elk Grove and Maine townships, as 
part of a League effort to establish free 
dental clinics for the Cook County Health 
Department (CCHD), according to Sue 
D'Hondt, league president. 


The league is now negotiating for a 


rent-free 
office for a clinic in Des 


Plaines. Members have contacted com- 
munity groups to raise funds for dental 
equipment, Mrs. D'Hondt said. 


The league began its search for a den- 


tal office in January after several meet- 


ings were held on health care here, and 
the city health department announced 
that the CCHD would provide a dentist 
part-time if an office were donated. 


CCHD OFFICIALS have told the Her- 


ald the county would provide a dentist, 
who would have office hours in Des 
Plaines, and possibly in another North- 
west community, up to three days a 
week. 


At present, children whose parents 


cannot afford private dental care must 
travel either to the Loyola University 
D e n t a l School in west suburban 
Brookfield or to downtown Chicago, 
where the Northwestern University 
Den- 


tal School is located, according to Jean 
Branding, Des Plaines health director. 


The league has begun its campaign to 


raise funds for a dental chair and equip- 


ment by asking contributions from local 
groups and from dental associations and 
dentists. 


Once the offices are found and equip- 


ment is provided, the CCHD will pay the 
salary for the dentist and provide offices, 
supplies and maintenance, Mrs. D'Hondt 
said. 


THE NORTHWEST office of the CCHD 


is at 1401 Oakton St., Des Plaines. The 
CCHD now provides dental care services 
at several county locations, according to 
a CCHD spokesman. 


Mrs. D'Hondt said the survey should 


be completed within one month. Negotia- 
tions for an office in Des Plaines are 
"proceeding well," she said Ann Arte- 
menko, 431 Millers Rd., Des Plaines, is 
now leading the league efforts, Mrs. 
D'Hondt said.

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Domanico Anxious To Resume Board Duties

When Albert Domanico talks about the 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education, he still uses the pronoun

dent has not served on the board since 
1970, when he decided not to seek reelec- 
tion because he thought he was being 
transferred out of town, he has remained 
active In district affairs.

the board," he says. "It's two years old.

Domanico's interest has been obvious 


by his attendance at board meetings and

A Seat On School Board

Ten years ago Irene (Dolly) Burton 


was writing stories for a newspaper in 
Virginia about a 72-year-old woman who 
was fighting "conflseatory" real estate 
property taxes. 


She recalls the experience now that she 


is running for the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. S9 Board of Education because to 
her it explains the reason voters vote 
down tax rate referendums to support 
the schools. 


"I'm against property taxes in gener- 


al.'1 the four-year Mount Prospect resi- 
dent says, "but I'm not sure what we can 
do about It." 
. 


Mrs. Burton, who now works part-time 


for a weekly paper, decided to run for 
the board xvbin the only announced can- 
didate was Elk Grove Village resident 
Albert Domanico. As other candidates 
surfaced, she stayed in the race "be- 
cause running for offiea someday was 
something i was always going to do and 
this seemed to be the opportunity." 


SHE IS NOT running because she is 


unhappy with the education her children 
are getting at John Jay School and Oli- 
ver Wendell Homes Junior High School, 
however. "I like the way schools are. I 
think they are trying to give the kids 
freedom with control." 


She does see that there has been a 


slackening In the amount of innovation in 
the district and thinks that is a good 
thing. 


"1 don't like extremes of any order," 


she says. "There is a definite tightening 
up going on and 1 favor it as long as if. 
doesn't go to extremes," 


One thing that did upset her about the 


district, however, was the decision last 
summer by the board to close the schools 
to all after-school use. She and other offi- 
cers of the John Jay School parents or- 
ganization got together petitions to pre- 
sent to the board and "we're informally 
credited with getting the board to re- 
verse it." she says. 


The closing, she says, "was just the 


most ridiculous thing, except it did get 
people interested in the schools." 


Most of the hard feelings surrounding 


the decision have gone away, she says,- 


except for the persons who have not been 
working with the district since that time. 


SHE SAYS she likes the current dis- 


trict administration under Supt. James 
Erviti, even though he did recommend 
the school closing action. 


"I think he (Erviti) is a good adminis- 


trator, but I wouldn't want to turn him 
loose. I think the people have to control 
him." 


She also says she favors recent court 


decisions that call for equalizing the fi- 
nancing of education, but hopes local 
areas will still be able to put forward 
extra effort if they want it. "We're such 
a competitive country," she says, "I 
don't know what you would do about a 
group like we have at John Jay where 
we put $200 or $300 into the s.chool every 
year." 


Some of her views on other issues: 
-ON TEACHER NEGOTIATIONS: "I 


don't think I really know that much 
about them, but I would like the salaries 
kept comparable and I think we should 
be able to choose and get the best teach- 
ers," 


-ON MERIT PAY FOR TEACHERS: 


"I would probably favor it. I know my 
l:!Jj expect a little more allowance when 
they do something extra." 


-UNIT DISTRICT in the area: "I came 


from a unit district and never thought 
much about it at the lime. It could be it 
would be more efficient." However, she 
says, she is opposed to creating one 
large district out of the districts feeding 
High School Dist. 214. "It would be too 
unwieldy."

ture for the dijslricl, because "the people 
have judged that the level of education is 
sufficient now. If we get money to in- 
crease education, il won't be from prop- 
erty taxes " 


EVEN THOUGH he has maintained 


close tics will) the hoard, Domanico has 
disagreed with some board aclions dur- 
ing the past yenr. lie disagreed with a 
board decision to sell $1 million in build- 
ing bonds for Friendship Junior High 
School in DCS Plaincs "a whole year be- 
fore we needed it. We've never second- 
guessed the bond market before." 


Also, he says he would like to sec a 


contingency plan for opening Friendship 
earlier than th? planned June, 197,'! date 
if it is completed in time. "We need the 
school as soon as possible, but there is no 
plan to use it if it becomes available," he 
says. 


He also disagreed sharply last summer 


when the board voted to close the school 
buildings to after-school activities follow- 


ing a referendum defeat. The decision 
still irritates him. 


"I couldn't believe that all that talent 


on the board could come up with such a 
fragmentary decision," he says. "If it 
was not a punitive decision, it couldn't 
have been belter planned to look like 
one." 


ONE THING Domanico would like to 


see the district offer is "on-the-job" 
training for teachers, but he realizes pro-

viding it might cost more than the dis- 
trict can afford. 


"I think we owe it to ourselves to find 


out the price of staff development and 
then set some objectives on il," he says, 
operate with other districts through the 
Northwest Education Cooperative (NEC) 


to provide training for teachers. 


Some of his views on other issues are: 
TEACHER SALARY negotiations — "I 


don't think we can make the teachers 
into the enemy during negotiations .and 
then tell them we are all part of a team 
the rest of the year. I think we have to 
present the district's responsibility to the 
taxpayers honestly and explain our fi- 
nancial position and then sit down with 
the teachers and decide how much will 
go into teacher's salaries." 


EQUALIZING education using state or 


federal funds — "I support any type of 
federal or state aid to bring about equal- 
ity, but I don't believe people should not 
be allowed to increase that level with lo- 
cal effort. I don't have a fear of federal 
aid if local control can be guaranteed." 


UNIT DISTRICT proposed by Erviti to 


study forming a unit district in the area 
— "It's a very brave thing to say. I think 
he (Erviti) is honestly convinced that the 
unit district is educationally and finan- 
cially the way to go. I would like to re- 
serve judgment until NEC gets the re- 
port back from their consultant." (NEC 
now has a consultant investigating pos- 
sible changes in that organization.) 


Merit pay for teachers — "I would be 


for it if teachers and administrators can 
agree on an evaluation instrument, but 
good teachers have a major concern 
about who is going to do the evaluation."

Netihauser Would Miss Board Duties

Although at first he decided he would 


not run for reelection to the Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 board. Paul Neuhauser 
has decided that he would miss it if he 


The Mount Prospect resident who has 


served on the board since July, 1969 orig- 
inally said pressures from his job as a 
supervisor of special agents for the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service would take too 
much time for him to continue to serve 
on the board. 


But, as the deadline for filing came 


closer and only Elk Grove Village resi- 
dent Albert Domanlco declared his can- 
didacy, he reconsidered. "I felt I have a 
great deal to bring back to the board," 
he says. 


Now he agrees that the district has 


several good candidates running, but as 
the deadline for withdrawing passed 
Neuhauser decided, "I really am dedi- 
cated to be in it now. I'd really miss not 
being on the board." 


Neuhauser is running for the board on 


the basis of his experience and the 
record the board has made in the past 
three years. He points out that the dis- 
trict has not had a tax increase since 
1965 and "I think through exercising 
good fiscal responsibility, we've been 
able to maintain and even in some places 
upgrade the quality of education this dis- 
trict has come to expect." 


He also says the board, during the last 


three years, has cut administrative posi- 
tions by 25 per cent, reduced the amount 
of borrowing needed in tax anticipation 
warrants and has implemented better 
budgeting procedures. 


Even so, he believes the main prob- 


lems fieing the district in the future will 
be financial. "You face the problem the 
voters are not willing to raise property 
t*>x and there are increasing costs," he 
says. 


ME SAYS HE does not foresee a tax 


rate referendum for the district at least 
for the coming year, but cannot project 
beyond that point. "So much depends on 
what the state is going to do in increas- 
ing aid," he says.

Neuhauser also defends the board's de- 


cision last summer, which he supported, 
to close the school buildings to after- 
school use as part of a budget cut. The 
action was reversed after an Illinois Su- 
preme Court decision restored personal 
property tax. 


"It was a difficult decision to make," 


he says about the closing, "but we felt 
we had to keep those schools clean and 
maintain them for the kids. If we were 
going to do that, we couldn't keep them 
open at night." 


Neuhauser also regrets the fact that 


the district is no longer a leader in 
innovative educational programs, but 
sees that as part of the financial prob- 
lem. "If you are going to innovate, it's 
going to cost money and the days of lots 
of money are over in Dist. 59," he says. 


Because of the cost squeeze, he sees 


the district' as picking up ideas that are 
tried first elsewhere, rather than using 
its own staff to develop new ideas. "I 
think that's unfortunate." 


On recent court decisions calling for 


states to provide equal education for all 
areas, no matter what their tax base, 
Neuhauser says he agrees with the fair- 
ness of the decisions, but worries about 
maintaining local control of schools. 


"I THINK THE biggest problem is that 


you might lose local control in imple- 
menting those decisions," he says. "I 
would like to see the state give us more 
money, but without imposing any more 
strict controls than we already have."

—On teacher salary negotiations: "I 


think we have am obligation to remain 
competitive with other districts and still 
stay within the guidelines set on wage 
increases by the federal government." 


—On merit pay for teachers: "To 


make it work the teachers would have to 
support it and .they have shown no in- 
dication that they will." 


—On Supt. James Erviti's proposal to 


create a unit district in the area: "I like 
certain aspects of the idea because it 
does give continuity of education, but 
I'm not sure I would be for a unit of all 
of Dist. 214 and the feeder districts. I 
think it would be just too large to keep 
the parents in touch." 


—On membership in the Northwest 


Education Cooperative (NEC): "I have 
always voted to continue membership, 
but I think the objections some of the 
other board members had were valid.

However, he adds, the district has 


made gains by being in NEC, adding, "If 
we looked at every item in our budget 
like we look at the $5,000 or $6,000 for 
NEC, we'd be meeting seven days a 
week."

Some Seek School Change; Others Want 'Good Old Days' 
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(This is the final story in a scries He- 


Itiillng Ihc problems that have plagued 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 in the last 
few years.)

Since 1970, two forces have been at 


work within Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
— one of them pushing to reverse the 
direction the district has been going in 
the past aod the other trying to maintain 
a sense of the "good old days." 


On one hand, the board of education 


and Supt. James Ervui have been tight- 
ening up on financial procedures, putting 
the damper on experimentation with 
educational programs 
and holding a 


tighter rein on the previously auto- 
nomous principals. 


At the same time, unreconstructed sup- 


porters of Sypt. Donald Thomas have re- 
sented the new administration, lamenting 
the fact the district has lost its old feel- 
ing of excitement and Innovation. 


The financial changes have beeri im- 


plemented mainly by Erviti and Arthur 
Perry, assistant superintendent of ad 
ministration. Perry, In preparing budg- 
ets, has listed expenditures in much 
greater detail than in the past and has 
developed a uniform accounting manual 
and consistent purchasing procedures. 


DURING THE period when Ruim^ 


Mgr. William Lankenau had bta? wilder 
fire in 1D68. Board Member A'llen Sparks 
recalls becoming aware that business 
procedures were not what they shoiuJ 
have been. "Probably the thing I re- 
member most visibly are the procedures 
they didn't have that they should have 
had,1' he says now. 


Perry explains that the problems as 


he found them in July. 1970, were partly 
the result of the district's rapid growth 
and staff turnover. "It takes time to 
build consistent procedures," he says. 
"There are some very real differences 
between a school system that has grown 
to 12.000 in 14 years and one that has 
grown to 12,000 in 75 years," he says. 


In addition, "The Illinois school ac- 


counting system doesn't help j't all" in 
developing uniform procedures, he says. 
"We have all the different tax funds, 
what our auditor calls many separate 
'teacups' that are supposed .0 keep ex- 
penditures separate, but business man- 
agers may differ on what fund something 
should come out of." 


Present board members have had 


nothing but praise for the new financial 
procedures, which they say have given 
them a better idea of whore money is 
going. 


BOARD PRES. Harold Harvey, who 


was critical of Thomas for his loose ad- 
ministrative 
procedures, 
says, 
"The 


budget has become a workable in- 
strument, and the trend is toward tighter 
control over expenditures. The district is 


now being well run from the standpoint 
of good management." 


In addition, Erviti, unlike Thomas, is 


not enamored with new programs which 
are supposed to make great changes in 
education. Instead, he emphasizes better 
training for teachers and careful eval- 
uation of existing programs to find and 
correct weaknesses. 


"It's hard for me to tell whether I'm a 


conservative on education or not," he 
has said. "My interest is more in the 
actual process of teaching and what it 
does to people than in adopting new pro- 
grams." He also points out that the natu- 
ral enthusiasm created when a new pro- 
gram begins can result in temporary im- 
provements by teachers and students 
without really improving student learn- 
ing in the long run. 


At the same time, Erviti has begun ex- 


erting more central office control over 
principals, who had been given more or 
less free rein under Supt. Rogar Bard- 
well and Thomas. 


A STATEMENT made by Erviti during 


hi." first meeting with the principals after 
he was hired is often repeated as a sort 
of legend that emphasizes the difference 
in his attitude from that of his pre- 
decessors. 


"We hnrl all been sitting around, pretty 


Mrvous, trying to talk to hi'n," one prin- 
cipal recalls, "and 
finally somebody 


asked him how he envisioned the rela- 
tionship, between principals and the su- 
perintendent. He never cracked a smile 
and jusOt said, "Somewhat tlie same as 
the relationship between slaves and their 
masters." 


The statement points out one of the 


biggest problems that has faced Dist. 59 
during the period of retrenchment Ervit? 
has led. Followers of Thomas, a "human- 
ist, ' have often been taken aback by the 
s t r a i g h Walking, 
sometimes 
over- 


whelmingly blunt Erviti. They have 
made little secret of their resentment jf 
both the man and his policies. 


"Let's face it, we know he's not going 


to be here forever," one person said, nf- 
ter a long diatribe about the superintend- 
ent's shortcomings. "This district has 
changed superintendents before." 


HOWEVER, ERVITI has won praise 


from others in the district. "He has beer- 
more concerned with primary education 
than any other superintendent we've 
evtr had," a second grade teacher re- 
marks. "Too often we've been too high 
school and junior high school oriented. 
Erviti talks the best elementary edi-M- 
tion game I've seen in this district in a, 
long time." 


So the future of Dist. 59 icriains 


clouded, if only because of uncertainty 
over how long the present direction will 
last. 


The district's educational program, 


though a good deal leaner than in the 


past because of a series of budget cuts 
since 1969, remains sound. 


Because of the budget cuts, supplies 


are more scarce than in the past, and 
class sizes have increased slightly. How- 
ever, the learning centers the district 
pioneered have proven successful Under 
the leadership of Erwin Stevenson, the 
new assistant superintendent for instruc- 
tion, the district is now revising some 
junior high school programs setting up 
programs to improve the teaching of 
reading. 


THE MAJOR difference in the district 


is that it is no longer leading the way by 
being the first to adopt new programs 
Many other districts are now adopting 
innovations begun in Dist. 59, and board 
members have become more suspicious 
of the claims made for continuous in- 
novation 


"Innovations have been dampened to 


the point that when a new program is 
inaugurated it has built in controls and 
evaluation in it," Harvey says. "You 
can't be a showcase unless you can mea- 
sure your success and you can't use the 
emotional reeling of a parent as the mea- 
surement." 


The district's tight financial situation 


is likely to continue, especially since 
board members have becomb convinced 
they will not be able to pass a tax rate 
increase in the near future. 


LAST YEAR the district set up a work- 


ing cash fund through a five-cent tax 
levy. The fund, which now has $155,000 in 
it and which will grow to $333,000 next 
year, allows the district to accumulate 
money that can be loaned to the educa- 
tion fund to cut down on the number of 
tax anticipation warrants that must be 
issued. 


Over the long run, the fund will pro- 


vide more and more of the money the 
district needs to borrow and will save 
considerably on interest payments. 


In one way, the tight financial position 


of the district may be good, because it 
has helped Erviti and Perry in their ef- 
forts to tighten financial procedures. 


IN THE PAST there has been a ten- 


dency to view a budget as a checkbook 
and since the money was Ihere, everyone 
felt they had to use it up," Erviti said at 
a recent budget committee meeting of 
the board. "If the budget started to look 
better suddenly, we still might fall back 
onto old habits." 


New problems also face the district 


down the road. Eventually enrollment 
growth and the growth of the tax base 
will slow and virtunlly stop as the dis- 
trict stabilizes. That, under present state 
aid formulas, can squeeze a district fi- 
nancially because it loses state aid 
while costs, because of inflation, continue 
to go up

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Sheldon Sees Financial Know-How As Need

Since he decided tc run for the board 


of education of Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59, James Sheldon has been reading the 
minute* from the board meetings lor the 
past two yean. 


And In those minute* he ha* found con- 


firmation for his belief that he will have 
some important expertise to offer the 
board 


"About 60 or 70 per cent of the minutes 


involve the discussion of the budget and 
of money," he says. Since he is vice- 
president in charge of the trust depart- 
ment of the First National Bank of Des 
Plalnes, "I think the school board needs 
me," he says 


In addition, Sheldon has two children 


In Albert Einstein School in Des Plaines 
and a preschooler who will enter kinder- 
garten next year. 


"1 have more Interest in the schools 


now than I will have at any other time of 
my life," he says. 


SHELDON AND his family have lived 


In Waycinden Park subdivision near Des 
Plaines for six year* and ha* also been • 
member of the board of governors of the 
Northwest Suburban Bar Association and 
a trustee and treasurer of the Elk Grove 
Rural Fire Protection District. 


In addition to his financial expertise, 


he believes his training a* a lawyer will 
help if he is elected to the board. 


"1 suspect that being trained as a law- 


yer, 1 may be able to look at issues in a 


less emotional way than others," he 
says. 


Generally, he says, he thinks Dist. 59 is 


a good district, adding, "I can't think of 
a single major area where I'm In dis-1 
agreement with the present board pol- 
icy." 


However, he does see many important 


questions facing Dist 39 in the coming 
years The financial situeation, he says, 
is "improving," but he Isn't sure whether 
the district will need a referendum in the 
near future. 


"I'm going through past budgets and 


we'll have to see about that." 


Another problem that may face the dis- 


trict, he says, is the question of busing if 
a low or moderate-income housing proj- 
ect comes into the area. 


"We may be more vulnerable in Dist 


39 because of our large industrial tax 
base to the argument that we need low- 
income housing " 


If that should happen, he says, the dis- 


trict will need to look for funds to accom- 
modate the increase in population. "That 
would be the Immediate concern," be 
•ays 


ALSO, HE BELIEVES the state and 


federal governments will be taking steps 
to Implement recent court decisions call- 
ing for equalizing education funds. 


"The local board won't have much 


choice about what happens on that," he 
says, "but they will have to react respon- 
slMy to changes that come about through 
s! 
and federal action "

"You do those things when you have 


the money (or them," he says. 


He agrees with the decision by the

trke something away, but I think it's 
more important that kids learn reading 
and writing rather than Boy Scouts, even 
though I have a boy who's a webelo " 


Now that the schools have been reopen- 


ed, Sheldon would like to see a 
dis- 


tinction made in fees between groups like 
the scouts, which are directly school-re- 
lated, and adult groups who use the 
schools Also, he says he would like to 
see increased cooperation with park dis- 
tricts on building use " 


Some of his views on other issues are 


On teacher salary negotiations — "I'm 
not in favor of open (public) negotia- 
t'ons What usually happens is that some- 
body gets backed into a public corner 
and he as no way to compromise. It is 
impossible to compromise in public " 


ON TENURE FOR teachers — "I think 


State Supt Michael Bakalis has a con- 
cept worth exploring He says that now 
we don't have a requirement that people 
have to improve themselves after they 
get a certificate I think there is merit in 
insisting on consistency of improve- 
ment " 


On merit pay foi teachers — "In most 


lines of endeavor it is easy to measure 
the relationship between output and ac-

Gerald Smiley is running for the board 


of ec!ie;££ «T Elk Grove Township Dist, 
59 to offer an alternative to the present 
board. 


The four-year resident of Elk Grove 


Village hits hard on the board's "lack of 
communications" with the public and 
criticizes some expenditures matte in the 
past year, Me says he decided to run 
"because I didn't feel we had enough 
qualified candidates at the Lime I filed. 
In my opinion Paul Neuhnuser (the in- 
cumbent seeking reelection) is not one of 
the assets to the board." 
' 


The major problem facing the district, 


he says, "is the lack of credibility in the 
community." and says If elected he will 
urge the boart! to resume a practice of 
holding meetings in local schools, rather 
than meeting all the time in the adminis- 
tration building. 


SMILEY, WHO ran for the Dist, 5D 


Board in 1070 and has also run for the 
Elk Grove Village Board and Elk Grove 
Park District Board in 1971, is a staff 
Industrial engineer for Continental Can 
Co. in Elk Grove Village. He criticizes 
the fact board members did not question 
a decision last year to Install expensive 
outdoor lighting at all the schools or a 
request by the administration to put a 
fence around the service center at the 
administration building. 


Even though both expenditures came 


from the building fund, and not the educa- 
tion fund that pays for teacher salaries 
and »3hool operation, Smiley believes 
"someone ought to say "no." The com- 
munity doesn't understand that you have 
all those different funds. They see the 
service center going up and say the dis- 
trict isn't really broke," 


Another example of the lack of credi- 


bility in the district, he says, -in the ques- 
tion of book rental fees, Currently par- 
ents pay $10 per child or a $20 maximum 
for textbook rental, A referendum could 
be held which would eliminate the fee 
and raise property taxes by about $4 a 
year to cover the cost, he says. 


"It should be fairly easy to sell the 


homeowners on the idea that we're going 
to save them $20 and ii will cost them 
$4," Smiley says, "but people wouldn't 
believe the district. They would want to 
know what we were up to." 


Smiley sees the district's strengths as 


the strong tax base provided by Centex 
Industrial Park and thinks in a few 
years financial problems will clear up. 


"Money is tight for right now, but 


over the hill it will be batter, with the 
leveling off of our population growth and 
that tax .base support," he says. 


IN ADDITION, he praises Supt. James 


Ervlti 
for involving the 
principals 


directly In budget planning. He says Er- 
vlti "has done a good overall job, but he 
has made real mistakes like when he 
recommended closing the schools. That 
Just antagonized the community." 


Last summer, the board voted to close 


the schools to all after-school use follow- 
ing the defeat of a tax rate referendum. 
The action was rescinded when the Illi- 
nois Supreme Court reported the person- 
al property tax. 


Smiley also agrees that educational in- 


novation has slacked off in the district in 
recent years and cites a reason given by 
Erviti for the change. 


"The reason Dist. 59 was probably in- 


novative in the past was because it was 
experiencing tremendous growth," he 
says. "When you build a school a year 
you can do new things, but now in- 
novation is not as spectacular." 


However, he does hope changes will 


continue to be made in curriculum. 


"I would hate to think that we've ever 


reached the point where we thought the 


techniques we've developed are good for 
all time," he says. 


Some of his views on other Issues are: 
On court decisions requiring equal- 


ization of financing for all schools — "I 
would like to see,statewide education be 
equivalent. I would like to bring all the 
other districts up to the level of Dist. 
59." 


He says he .does not believe the equal- 


h.itloi; will result in loss of local control 
of schools because "people in general re- 
sent things that are'centralized." 


ON TEACHER salary negotiation? - 


"It is obvious they should have cost of 
living adjustments, but anything over the 
cost of living,: would have to be justified 
in my mind." 


On merit pay for teachers — "I'd be in 


favor of it if'/it could be implemented 
through the tepcher's union." 


On a proposal by Erviti to create a 


unit district in 'the area — "I don't think 
it's in the cards. I'm not against unit dis- 
tricts because I think you would have 
better communication' between elementa- 
ry and high schools, but I'm more 
against the discriminatory policy of the 
state on state aid to unit and dual dis- 
tricts." 


On the Northwest Education Coopera- 


tive (NEC) —'"I think the board is get- 
ting what .it's paying for in NEC."

20 Years In Scrap Crafts 


WHAT LOOKS like a kitchen pantry 
is actually the supply cabinet for 
Pack-O-Fun artists and is filled with 
throw-away materials they will fash-

From a basement workshop to a 23,000 


square foot building. 


From a subscription list of 400 to 


250,000 subscribers in the United States, 
Canada and countries around the world. 


From a mimeographed sheet to a slick 


magazine 
— professionally created, 


printed and distributed. 


Pack-O-Fun magazine, a household 


word with scout leaders, Sunday School, 
elementary and nursery school teachers 
and craft-minded people, has undergone 
a few changes in the past 20 years. 


"We never intended to get into the 


business," smiled Edna Clapper who, 
along with tier husband, John, edits and 
publishes the craft magazine. "I was a 
nurse, John was an engineer. Pack- 
O-Fun began when we were working with 
our kids in scouts and Bluebirds. We 
were Just using throw-aways for the proj- 
ects we made and always had more mon- 
ey than other leaders who were buying 
things." 


THE CLAPPERS DECIDED to share 


their knowledge and began producing a 
mimeographed guide of how to make 
crafts from throw-aways. They rounded 
up the names of 400 people who worked 
with young people and sent out their first 
edition which they printed in their base- 
ment and "bound" on the family sewing 
machine. 


Edna was the idea man; John took 


care of practical things like printing. 
They have continued to work as a team 
to this day. Now Edna is editor with a 
staff of editorial people and artists; John 
is publisher with a modern computer sys- 
tem handling figures. 


"He is the publisher; I ?.m the editor," 


says Edna. 


"I am the brains, she is the boss," 


John corrects. 


Their circulation doubled almost im- 


mediately, then redoubled and doubled 
again. The monthly issues poured out of 
the basement, ideas flamed from Edna's 
creative mind, an employe was added to 
help with the mailing and then the inevi- 
table happened — Pack-O-Fun moved 
from the basement to a building and be- 
came a full-time job for the Clappers. 


GROWTH CONTINUED as subscrip- 


tions poured in forcing two more moves 
for Clapper Publishing Co. into still larg- 
er quarters. 


Today, they publish 10 Pack-O-Fun 


magazines a year, have put out 20 craft 
books and are going to publish another 12 
books this yew. 


"We use about 100 craft ideas a month 


— that's a thousand a year — and have 
already published about 20,000 different 
craft ideas," Edna said. "We are now 
compiling those ideas into topical books 
such as plastic foam crafts or match 
stick and toothpick crafts." 


All of the crafts that appear in Pack- 


O-Fun use scraps, throw-away or in- 
expensive materials. Many people have 
launched their own careers making a 
specific craft they found in'lhe auutazuw 


and excitedly report their success to the 
Clappers. 


Ideas for,the crafts come from the 


three artists on the staff "I've got clever 
enough people bringing in ideas that I 
act as a guide now," Edna said. "I read 
every piece of copy before it goes into 
the magazine and am in on all of the 
planning. 


"WE DON'T PUBLISH during July 


and August so we spend those two 
months brainstorming — working on 
ideas for the entire year. During the 
summer we have time to experiment." 


To Pack-O-Fun artists an "art me- 


dium" can mean aluminum cans, discs, 
foil and containers, apples, pudding 
boxes, bread bags, string that's "too 
short" or Christmas cards. 


"Scraps have really changed in the 


last 20 years — especially since the ad- 
vent of plastic and foil," Edna said. 
"Even with basic materials, shapes have 
changed. You don't see the key-opened 
can much anymore And now scraps are 
so much more colorful." 


The Clappers are continuing to expand 


their company. Through Pack-O-Fun 
they sell supplies to individuals and some 
stores; patterns for plaques, seed pic- 
tures, string pictures, etc ; craft books 
they have published and about 100 books 
from other publishers; and kits they 
have created 


"EVERY KIT IS put together before it 


is sold to make sure it works. Every 
craft is made before it is printed so we 
are sure it can be done," Edna said 


The Arlington Heights residents are 


moving into another area of the in- 
expensive craft business They are work- 
ing with J C Penney Co. on a promotion 
project on bandana fashions created by 
Clapper Publishing Co. 


They also hope to work with other 


companies interested 
in crafty 
pre- 


miums. "We could create a booklet for 
pop companies on 'what to do with bottle 
caps' that could be distributed as a pre- 
mium," Edna explained. 


As the business grows so does the pres- 


sure on John and Edna Clapper. They 
moved from Park Ridge, first to Bar- 
rington and then to Arlington Heights, to 
"learn how to weekend" and prevent 
themselves from spending seven days a 
week at the company. 


"As we've grown we've faced a great- 


er responsibility — both to our sub- 
scribers and our employes. It was more 
fun when it was just the two of us," 
Edna said. 


But despite the fact that some of the 


fun has gone out of their business of 
bringing fun to others, John and Edna 
greet each weekly computerized state- 
ment with pride at their success. 


* "Each time we've moved into a bigger 
building we've floated around in the 
space at first, but then we've filled it up 
and had to move on. Now we've got all of 
this room and look how it's filling up," 
Edna smiles — perhaps with her eye on 
the future.

Dear Dorothy: Think I understand why

turn up the heat so high — or so'often. 
Low humidity makes you feel the shivers 
because the moisture on your skin evapo- 
rates so quickly. You turn up the heat 
and the air gets even drier — and, bingo, 
you're burning still more fuel. With prop- 
er humidity, you can be comfortable at 
lower heat settings and, obviously, this 
translates into direct savings.
